Hardy Flowering Shrubs.

added to it. In explanation of this the 
doctor says that as the filter is used from 
day to day it collects the impure sub- 


stances, and these, as is readily seen, 
render the water more impure than when 
no filter is used at all, so that unless some 
method is devised by which filters can be 
thoroughly cleaned at least once a day, it 
is discretion to dispose of their use entirely. 
—Boston Budget.

The following countries are rep- 
resented as follows: United States, 9;

| her from going ashore. She struck Allie 
Williams’ duck stand, but did no damage 
to herself or the stand.

Milton’s Pride. 


The completion of the new Ellsworth 
block at East Milton makes a great addi- 
tion to the village and gives it a business 
look it has not heretofore possessed. 

The new block is situated near the depot 
and is a handsome, wel! appointed, structure. 
On the street floor are three stores, two of 
which are already open and the third will 
be opened this week. 

The west corner store is ocerpied by 
W. 4H. Puffer as a druggist, in which 
will also be located a long distance public 
telephone station. The next store is occu 
pied by D. E. Wadsworth & Co, as a dry 
goods store and was opened on Saturday. 
Mr. Wadsworth, a successful Quincy mer- 
chant, has a very pretty store, and as it is 
well stocked with the leading novelties in 
that line, his store will fill a long-felt want 
to this section, which has never had a first- 
class dry goods store. The third store will 
be occupied by T. L Pearce as a grocery 
and provision store. These stores are all 
lighted by the new system of kerosene 
lighting, although the building is wired for 
electricity. 

From the west side of the building there 
is a broad entrance leading to the upper 
story. It enters a good.sized vestibule in 
which there is a convenient ticket office. 
From this vestibule entrance is had to the 
East Milton reading room, which is a large, 
well lighted room, we)l adapted to the pur- 
pose for which it is to be used. 

There is also another smaller room which 
T. L. Williams, West Quincy’s popular 
jeweller will open, and also another room. 
Besides these rooms there is a large 
gentlemen’s room with movable racks and 
on the opposite side is a ladies’ room fitted 
with all modern conveniences. It has ao 
entrance to the stage and can be used as a 
dressing room. 

There is also on this floor a good sized 
public hal! which isa beauty. The hall is 
fitted with the Andrew, Damerst Co. fold- 
ing seats and with its two balconies will 
seat comfortably without crowding, 330. 

One of the balconies is divided into 
loges of four seats each. There is also 
ample stage room for concerts aud lk ctures 
with an addition in case it is wanted for 
for exhibitions. 

Oo the third floor there is a large 
banquet room with seating capacity for 100 
leading from which is a large kitchen with 
sink and running water. 

The basement has a cemented floor and 
here is located the heating apparatus, and 
there is also a room partitioned off for the 
use of the stores,

Industrial Education, 


Saturday afternoon and evening Mr. 
George B. Hodge, Secretary of the LInter- 
national Committee of the Young Men’s 
Christian Associations of North America, 
was present at the rooms of the local 
associa‘ion and explained to a large 
number of young men present, the work 
of the educational branch. Samples of 
industrial educational work selected from 
associations all over the country were 
shown, and it is only fair to state that the 
average ane of the young men who did the 
work was 23 years, and that they did uot 
know when their work was executed to 
what use it was to be put. 

The exhibition was an interesting one, 
showing as it did the courses through 
which the 20,000 young men in these 
classes have passed, from the time 
that their unskilled hands took hold of the 
work until they had mastered the particu- 
lar branch in which they were interested, 
and as the young men in these classes are 
engaged during the day obtaining a liveli- 
hood, it showed what it is possible for any 
young man with ambition to accomplish. 

The exhibition showed specimens of 
courses in free hand, mechanical and 
architectural drawing and industrial design, 
leading toward such technical lines as 
machine construction, boiler making, car- 
riage draughting, wood and metal working, 
civil, mechanical, architectural and elec- 
trical engineering. 

The number of associations that have 
taken hold of this line of work has increased 
from 4 in 1860 to 3,000 at present, and the 
number of young men has increased from 
12 to 20,000 in six years. 

Of the daily occupations of these 20,000 
young men 24 per cent. are in offices ; 15 
per cent. students ; 40 per cent. clerks and 
salesmen, and 10 per cent. in mechanical 
and several trades.

The nominations in which the Republi- 
cans of this vicinity are especially interest- 
ei are nearly complete.

This is cer- 
tainly a case where the office is seeking the 
man and as no one questions his ability it 
behooves the citizens of Quincy to come 
forward and see to it that he is nominated 
to the office. 

Stoughton also has a candidate for County 
Commissioner, Mr. Thomas Blanchard. 
But Mr. Lothrop of Cohasset represented 
the east portion of the county, and his suc- 
cessor should come from this section.

The two names most prominently be- 
fore the party leaders at present are those 
of W. Walter Ewell, formerly commis- 
sioner of public works of Quincy, and Hon. 
Jobn Q. A. Field, a former member of the 
board. Mr. Ewell, who was commissioner 
of public works in Quincy during Mayor 
Fairbanks’ term of office, won for himself 
a high reputation as a public official, and 
is strongly supported for county commis- 
sioner by the leading Republicans of the 
city. There is a strong feeling on the part 
of the citizens of Quincy that the vacancy 
should be filled from that city, and a lively 
hustle will be made by them to secure the 
nomination, Mr, Field, in his position as 
county commissioner, proved a most 
efficient official and would bring to the 
position, if nominated, a ripe experience.

The squibsia the Lepeer during the 
week, such as, “Quincy Point people be- 
gin to feel quite citified with the advent of 
the free postal delivery, which they like 
very much”? sounds, and probably js the 
gushing of some school girl, in the ear of 
the reporter, 

Free delivery was sprung upon the 
Quincy Point residents. Only a few 
politicians had any voice in the matter, it 
was not the request of the people. 

While free delivery might be made a 
benefit to Quincy Point, it is with the pres- 
ent loss of privileges a perfect farce, and 
will continue to be as long as the place is 
without a free post-office station. . For 
over thirty years there has been a post- 
office in our midst. Since June 13, 1892 
three mails a day have been received and 
dispatched from the post-office at Quincy 
Point. Immediate delivery letters have 
been promptly delivered, and money order 
business has been in operation since July 
25, 1892. 

With the present arrangement Quincy 
Pvint has two deliveries of mail per day 
by the carrier, and the Neck people have 
one. Immediate delivery letters come with 
ordinary mail. If one wishes to send a 
registered letter, a money order, mail a 
package or newspaper and are ignorant of 
the postage required he must travel two 
miles for the privilege. To say that the 
Point and Neck residents are not over- 
whelmingly pleased at the advent of free 
delivery as at present conducted is speak- 
ing mildly. FACTS.

She first distributed small 
plans showing number of estates on each 
side, and each of the owners who objected 
to the location, Franklin street was very 
narrow; it was but 27 feet from curb to 
curb at one point. Abutters were afraid 
of carriage accidents, and accidents to 
children, one little child having already 
been killed on a portion of Franklin street.

As the visitor 
enters he finds himself at the foot of a 
grand staircase, leading up to an Immense 
observation platform, and from there the 
spectacle meets his gaze; a grand view of 
the World’s Fair buildings and grounds, 
with the city of Chicago and its suburbs in 
the background. The scale was planned 
as if the point of view was 600 feet up in the 
air, and directly over the lake, in front of 
the Court of Honor. The large Fair build- 
ings in the foreground, are carried out with 
every possible attention to detail, while 
the background is pictured, and one cannot 
tell where the model ceases and the paint- 
ing began. Io front of the Fair buildings 
is the lake of real water, and at the extreme 
right this merges without break, into a 
sketch of the same body of water. Painted 
ships are on the one and real ones on the 
other, which made the deception all the 
more interesting. As first shown, the 
whole scene was lighted as if the time were 
midday, and the shadows of smal! clouds 
darken the landscape in many places, 
Soon the sunlight gave away to dusk, the 
cloud shadows all disappeared in the general 
obscurity, and the distant horizon began to 
glow with all the gaudy hues of a brilliant 
sunset. The buildings one by one were 
brightly illuminated, and by that time they 
were the only brightness in the whole 
picture, for complete darkness had set in, 
and the scene was reflected in the moving 
waters of the lake, The whole made a 
very affective and interesting display, one 
which will be sure to be appreciated for its 
novelty and ingenuity.

I presume that our kind and impartial 
neighbor has noticed all the deficiencies on 
that portion of Hancock street, which he 
criticises so severely, from the saddle of a 
promising polo steed.

The Living Pictures. 


That the living pictures have become 
a popular species of amusement, and 
that they afford gratification and de- 
light to thousands upon thousands of 
spectators, is beyond all doubt, says a 
writer in The Boston Sunday Herald. Yet 
they are nothing new; they have been 
known for all time—not certainly in 
their present shape, but assuredly so 
long as art has been recognized in the 
world. All stage exhibitions may be 
regarded in the light of living pictures, 
for are not all productions of the stage 
living pictures and careful reproductions 
of actual scenes of the past or present ? 

It may be that the living pictures, as 
we understand them, had their beginning 
in what was known as the “Grecian 
statues,’’ which were living reproductions 
of the famous statues of antiquity, and it 
will perhaps be remembered that the last 
exhibition we had of that nature, here in 
Boston, was given by a certain Mr. William 
Muldoon, an ex-policeman, ex-prize- fighter, 
ex-wrestler, and so on, of New York. 

The first person who represented the 
Grecian statue here in Boston, and, in- 
deed, in the cotintry, was John Fletcher, 
who appeared first at the Tremont 
Theatre, on the night of Monday, Nov. 28, 
1831. Fletcher was born in the Bloody 
Tower—one of those numerous buildings 
which goto make up the pile known as 
the Tower of London—on the 28th of May, 
1809. In 1831, the year he came to this 
country, he gained celebrity as the statues 
at the Adelphi Theatre, in London. After 
appearing at all the principal theatres of 
the country with great success for several 
seasons. 


Hard-Wood Floors, 

The hard-wood floor is comparatively a 
new feature of the house, and it is not 
altogether strange that housekeepers do 
not always know just how to take care of 
them. Many of them treat them as they 
do carpets, sweeping them with a broonr- 
corn broom, which is intended well enough 
to take the dust out of the meshes of a 
carpet, but not to polish a hard-wood sar- 
face. 

The same woman who treats her hard- 
wood floor in this way would refuse to 
sweep off her piano with a broom-corn 
broom for fear of scratching it. She would 
probably take a soft, cotton flannel duster 
and wipe off the dust, and this is exactly 
what she should do with her floor. The 
most convenient way of doing it is to make 
a soft cotton-flannel bag for the broom. 
The dust is easily removed from a polished 
floor in this way. 

Such a covered broom is also useful in 
sweeping down the walls, though a feather 
duster accomplishes this work more success- 
fully. There ought to be a number of 
these broom covers ready, so that when 
they become soiled they may be washed. 
Painted piazzas may also be much more 
successfully swept with a covered broom of 
this sort than in any other way. Even 
when it needs a scrubbing brush, if it is 
well swept with a covered broom it will 
look almost as well as if it had been 
scrubbed with a brash, and certainly better 
than if it had been cleaned with a mop.— 
Tribune. 


The Law of Finding.

& Co., was the first speaker, and made an 
earnest plea for the acceptance of all the 
streets. He claimed the residents were 
entitled to this because of the taxes they 
paid. By reference to the assessors’ books 
you will find that in 1889 the valuation of 
the territory comprising Wollaston Park 
was $64,500, and the amount of taxes 
derived therefrom $842.06. The valuation 
of the territory comprising Norfolk Downs 
in the same year of 1889 was $60,000, the 
amount of taxes derived therefrom being 
$720; atetal of the valuation of the two 
$124,500, paying total taxes of $1562.06. 
This year’s valuation of land at Wollaston 
Park and Norfolk Downs assessed to 
Wood, Harmon «& Co, is $347,005, and the 
taxes op the same amount to $6108.52. The 
individual taxes on the same property to 
people who have purchased and built 
homes there will aggregate at least $500,- 
000. more, The taxes derived from same 
are between $8,000 and $9,000, so that we 
have in 5 years increased according to the 
assessors’ figures the value of the two 
properties from $124,500 in 1889, which 
paid total taxes of $1562, to a grand total 
of nearly $900,000, paying about $15,000) 
in taxes. 

Other speakers in favor were John S. 
Blagdon, H. 8. sarker, T. H. Kingston, 
Louis Rinn, H. E. Weymouth, President 
Brown of the Atlantic Land Company, S. 
E. Blanchard and Charles T. Marr. All

Household Receipts. 


Oyster Pre, Line a buttered baking 
dish with pastry and place in it a layer of 
fine, large oysters. Rub two tablespoons- 
ful of butter smooth with as much flour, 
and place small bits of it here and there on 
the oysters. Sprinkle with pepper and 
salt. Follow this with another layer of 
oysters, dotted with butter and seasoned as 
before. Continue this process until the 
dish is full. Pour in enough oyster liquor 


to fill thedish within an inch of the top, 


and cover all witha rich pastry. Bake 
until a delicate brown, rub over with a 
little butter or white of egg and serve hot. 


Friep Beets. Boil a few beets until 
tender, then cut them in small, Jong pieces. 
Put them in astew pan witha wineglass 
of wine or a teaspoonful of vinegar, the 
juice of one lemon, a pinch of sugar, a very 
little grated nutmeg, salt and pepper and 
two tablespoonfuls of soup stock or fresh 
butter. Put the sauce pan on the back of 


| the range and let it simmer half an hour, 


stirring occasionally. Boiling the beats in 
soup is an improvement, 


Cream Satap Dressing. Mix half a 
tablespooufal each of salt and mustard 
with a tablespoonful of sugar. Add one 
egg slightly beaten, two and one-half 
tablepoonfuls of melted butter and three- 
quarters of a cupful of cream. Add slowly, 
to prevent separation, quarter of a cupful 
of vinegar. Cook over bot water until it 
thickens, strain and bottle. This is a 
delicious dressing and will be appreciated 
by those who cannot use an oil dressing. 


Sweer Porato Cakes, Boil antil soft, 
then mash the potato and mix with a little 
butter and milk, enough to render it an 
easy matter to work up into cakes, stir in 
two eggs (unbeaten.) Now with well- 
floured hands form into cakes to be baked, 
or fried. Potatoes too small for other 
uses can be disposed of in this manner, 
and Irish potatoes or bread-crumbs softened 
in cold water may be mix«d with the sweet 
potato when there is not enough of the 
latter; when these additions are made, use 
also a little salt and more butter. 


Bakep Cop Fisu. Scald the fish; shred 
it very fioe. Boil some potatoes; while hot 
put ina large lump of butter; mash them 
thoroughly, mix potatoes and fish together, 
and beat to a cream with a wooden spoon. 
Put the mixture into a pudding dish, 
butter the top and bake until nicely 
browned, Use one-third more potatoes 
than fish.

Law is defined to be a rule of human 
conduct prescribed by the supreme power 
of the State, commanding what is right, 
and forbidding what is wrong. The ex- 
pression of the vast machinery of govern- 
ment is simply law, its application and en- 
forcement. Government itself is law, for 
the presence of law is government, and the 
absence of law is anarchy. 

Man’s only purpose in uniting and agree- 
ing with his kind is for the protection and 
advantages which only a government of 
laws affords. That being the end and 
purpose of government, there can be no 
higher or more imperative duty than to 
apply and enforce the law. But the law 
itself is inanimate; it is only the means 
through which the machinery of the 
government works, and it must work, 
through the three great departments of the 
government, the legislative, the judicial 
and the executive. The first enacts, the 
second applies, and third executes. Each 
of these departments is either filled by a 
choice of a majority of the people, or that 
majority bas not excercised their opportu- 
nity in the expression of their political 
ideas, 

The laws are not, however, an expression 
of the political party, but are the unani- 
mous voice of the people, for the majority 
is the will of all, and to the officials of the 
goverpment there is given no option, but 
to enforce the mandates of the people, and 
failing to do so they are accountable to 
their masters, who you are.

The Queen's Railway Carriages. 


The Queen's two railw 
continental journeys, whic h 
vate property of her majesty 
Brussels to be placed at tl 
the Empress Frederick when 
England in September. 

These carriages, which are connected by 
& passage, are fitted with electric bells, 
and lighted with oil lamps, as the Queen 
does not like the electric light for reading 
and writing. 

The day saloon is furnished with sofas, 
arm-chairs and various kinds of foot- 
stools all covered in blue silk with fringes 
and tassels of yellow; the walls are hung 
with blue and pearl-gray silk brocaded with 
the rose, shamrock and thistle in yellow. 

There is a writing table of walnut 
wood, two small tables, and ope on which 
meals are served during the journey. 
The floor is covered with an Indian carpet 
of dark blue, and the curtains are blue 
and white. 

There is a separate compartment in 
front for the Queen’s Highlaud attendant, 
Francis Clark, successor to John Brown. 
The night saloon is a larger carriage 
divided into several compartments. 

The dressing room is decorated in the 
Japanese style, and the floor is covered 
with bamboo. Thereis a white metal 
bath and toilet service. The large basins 
on the washstand, which is covered with 
dark red morocco, are of the same material, 

The bedroom is decorated in gray and 
light brown, and contains two beds. The 
larger one is occupied by the Queen, the 
smaller by Princess Beatrice. 

There is another compartment in which 
is stowed the luggage needed by the 
Queen during a journey, and the two 
maids who occupy it sleep on sofas,—Eud- 
mund Batti in New York Tribune. 


Figs as Food. 

One of the Persian Sines caused the cele- 
brated Attic figs to be set before him when- 
ever he dined, for one reason, to remind 
him that the land where they grew was not 
yet his and that, instead of receiving the 
fruit asa tribute, he was obliged to buy it 
from abroad ; aud, for another, that it was 
not only the emblem of health, but the 
most wholesome of fruit grown, The fig is 
now pretty well known to be, especialy at 
certain seasons, almost the common food 
of the Italian people ; and for months they 
may be said to live entirely upon them, 

When eaten fresh, it is a medicine as 
well as food; and they who eat them freely 
need no potions and no aperients. Full of 
nutrition and all those properties that make 
it valuble as an article of diet, we are con- 
finent that the fig will take a prominent 
position in the estimation of all who work 
for and believe in food reform. For my- 
self, I would simply add that, again and 
again, without liquid of any kind, the lus- 
cious green fig, eaten with whole meal 
bread, has formed a dish at once simple 
but rich, and, like the Spaniard’s salad, fit 
for a king. 

The fig is not only very popular, but it 
is the most ancient fruit we cultivate. In 
many countries the failure of this crop also 
means starvation and famine. Travelers 
in Asia Minor and southern Europe pro- 
vide themselves with figs and olives, as 
provisions for long journeys, and not only 
live, but grow fat on the diet. The fig has 
more medicinal properties and more nutri- 
ment than any other fruit with the excep- 
tion of the olive.—Chicayo Interior. 


Children’s Teeth. 


The first teeth have a very considerable 
effect upon the second, and therefore when 
the little one begins to eat something be- 
sides milk, he should have cereals which 
are rich in the bone-making elements, 
Sugar and candies are bad for the baby’s 
teeth, as well as forhis digestion, A tiny 
tooth brush, soft and pliant, should be 
used by the small child, and the least de- 
cay should be warrant for calling on the 
dentist. To lose one of the first teeth pre- 
maturely isa pity. When the second or 
permanent teeth appear, care must be ex- 
ercised that they are not crowded, and that 
they come in evenly. Let the dentist see 
the child at least twice a year, and oftener 
if there is need. In this way disfigurement 
and subsequent pain will be avoided. 

Medicines which may biacken the teeth 
or injure the enamel should be taken 
through a glass tube. No care is too great 
if intelligently bestowed upon the teeth of 
little children, Toothache is a malady that 
no child need suffer from if the right 
amount of attention is bestowed on the 
growing teeth during the first eight years 
of life. Here, at least, the minimum of 
pain can be secured by watchfulness. 
Avoid dentrifices and pain-killing drops 
alike, and keep the teeth in order, thus 
preserving health and good looks.—Har- 
per’s Bazar, 


Waxing Bed.Ticking, 


A curious contrivance to prevent the fluff 
of down pillows penetrating the ticking 
comes from England. I[t consists in 
simply waxing the inside of the ticks before 
they are filled with the down, Most of 
the manufacturers of cheap down pillows 
fail not only to use a firm, good quality of 
ticking, but substitutea muslin which ts 
altogether too soft and sheer for the 
purpose, 

They do this for the specious reason 
that their pillows appear thus more delicate 
in structure, and are consequently more 
salable. Itis possible to make up elder 
down ino this light mus'in, as it holds to- 
gether by its nature, anddoes not shed off 
particles that float about in the air. If the 
inside of the muslin case be thorough! 
rubbed with wax, it would stiffen it 
some extent, but it is sald to remedy 
trofble caused by the protrusion o* 
feathers. Simply turn the ticks 
side outward before filling them, St 
piece of beeswax slightly and r‘ “* 
straight lines following each 
the tick. When the entire 
waxed, fill it and sew up the *

The Queen's Railway Carriages. 


The Queen's two railw 
continental journeys, whic h 
vate property of her majesty 
Brussels to be placed at tu 
the Empress Frederick when 
England in September. 

These carriages, which are connected by 
&@ passage, are fitted with electric bells, 
and lighted with oil lamps, as the Queen 
does not like the electric light for reading 
and writing. 

The day saloon is furnished with sofas, 
arm-chairs and various kinds of foot- 
stools all covered in blue silk with fringes 
and tassels of yellow; the walls are hung 
with blue and pearl-gray silk brocaded with 
the rose, shamrock and thistle in yellow. 

There is a writing table of walnut 
wood, two small tables, and ope on which 
meals are served during the journey. 
The floor is covered with an Indian carpet 
of dark blue, and the curtains are blue 
and white. 

There is a separate compartment in 
front for the Queen’s Highlaud attendant, 
Francis Clark, successor to John Brown. 
The night saloon is a larger carriage 
divided into several compartments. 

The dressing room is decorated in the 
Japanese style, and the floor is covered 
with bamboo. Thereis a white metal 
bath and toilet service. The large basins 
on the washstand, which is covered with 
dark red morocco, are of the same material, 

The bedroom is decorated in gray and 
light brown, and contains two beds. The 
larger one is occupied by the Queen, the 
smaller by Princess Beatrice. 

There is another compartment in which 
is stowed the luggage needed by the 
Queen during a journey, and the two 
maids who occupy it sleep on sofas,—Zd- 
mund Yates, in New York Tribune. 


Figs as Food, 

One of the Persian aan caused the cele- 
brated Attic figs to be set before him when- 
ever he dined, for one reason, to remind 
him that the land where they grew was not 
yet his and that, instead of receiving the 
fruit asa tribute, he was obliged to buy it 
from abroad ; and, for another, that it was 
not only the emblem of health, but the 
most wholesome of fruit grown, The fig is 
now pretty well known to be, especiaily at 
certain seasons, almost the common food 
of the Italian people ; and for months they 
may be said to live entirely upon them, 

When eaten fresh, it is a medicine as 
well as food; and they who eat them freely 
need no potions and no aperients, Full of 
nutrition and all those properties that make 
it valuble as an article of diet, we are con- 
finent that the fig will takea prominent 
position in the estimation of all who work 
for and believe in food reform. For my- 
self, I would simply add that, again and 
again, without liquid of any kind, the lus- 
cious green fig, eaten with whole meal 
bread, has formed a dish at once simple 
but rich, and, like the Spaniard’s salad, fit 
for a king. 

The fig is not only very popular, but it 
is the most ancient fruit we cultivate. In 
many countries the failure of this crop also 
means starvation and famine. Travelers 
in Asia Minor and southern Europe pro- 
vide themselves with figs and olives, as 
provisions for long journeys, and not only 
live, but grow fat on the diet. The fig bas 
more medicinal properties and more nutri- 
ment than any other fruit with the excep- 
tion of the olive.—Chicago Interior. 


Children’s Teeth. 

The first teeth have a very considerable 
effect upon the second, and therefore when 
the little one begins to eat something be- 
sides milk, he should have cereals which 
are rich in the bone-making elements, 
Sugar and candies are bad for the baby’s 
teeth, as well as forhis digestion, A tiny 
tooth brush, soft and pliant, should be 
used by the small child, and the least de- 
cay should be warrant for calling on the 
dentist. To lose one of the first teeth pre- 
maturely isa pity. When the second or 
permanent teeth appear, care must be ex- 
ercised that they are not crowded, and that 
they come in evenly. Let the dentist see 
the child at least twice a year, and oftener 
if there is need. In this way disfigurement 
and subsequent pain will be avoided. 

Medicines which may blacken the teeth 
or injure the enamel should be taken 
through a glass tube. No care is too great 
if intelligently bestowed upon the teeth of 
little children. Toothache is a malady that 
no child need suffer from if the right 
amount of attention is bestowed on the 
growing teeth during the first eight years 
of life. Here, at least, the minimum of 
pain can be secured by watchfulness. 
Avoid dentrifices and pain-killing drops 
alike, and keep the teeth in order, thus 
preserving health and good looks.—Har- 
per’s Bazar. 


Waxing Bed.Ticking, 


A curious contrivance to prevent the fluff 
of down pillows penetrating the tickiog 
comes from England. It consists in 
simply waxing the inside of the ticks before 
they are filled with the down. Most of 
the manufacturers of cheap down pillows 
fail not only to use a firm, good quality of 
ticking, but substitutea muslin which Is 
altogether too soft and sheer for the 
purpose, 

They do this for the specious reason 
that their pillows appear thus more delicate 
in structure, and are consequently more 
salable. Itis possible to make up elder 
down in this light mus'in, as it holds to- 
gether by its nature, anddoes not shed off 
particles that float about in the air. If the 
inside of the muslin case be thorouguly 
rubbed with wax, it would stiffen it to 
some extent, but it is said to remedy all 
trofble caused by the protrusion of the 
feathers. Simply turn the ticks wrong 
side outward before filling them, warm a 
piece of beeswax slightly and rub it in 
straight lines following each other over 
the tick. When the entire surface is 
waxed, fill it and sew up the tick.—Ez,

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Church Dedication. 


The opening services of St. Chrysostom’s 
Episcopal church of Wollaston was held on 
Thursday evening. Notwithstanding the 
severe storm there was a large audience pre- 
sent. 

The society started in a modest way, but 
its number increased so rapidly that the 
present edifice, which was formally conse- 
crated to the worship of God on Tuesday 
evening, was projected and the corner store 
was laid on June 12 of this year by the Rt. 
Rey. William Lawrence. D. D., bishop of 
the diccese of Massachusetts. 

‘The site upon which the edifice stands, 
bounded by Hancock and Linden streets, 
was given for the purpose by the Taylor 
heirs. 

The style of the new church is the old 
English. It was built by Mr. George E. 
Thomas from plans drawn by Mr. I. How- 
land Jones of Wollaston. It isin appear- 
ance simplicity personified. The entire 
absence of anything like showy features 
and florid architecture in the design is 
pleasing. The picturesqueness of the 
structure at once attracts attention. <A 
sense of its beauty grows upon one on ex- 
amination of the building from an archi- 
tectural point of view with its shingles left 
to mellow with age, its quaint little spire 
surmounted by a wrought iron cross and 
its old fashioned leaded window panes. 

But the interior is equally as pleasing 
with its high girdered roof, having the 
timbers left in the rough to give an antique 
appearance to the auditorium. The walls 
harmonize with a soft fawn tint. 

The auditorium is 25 feet by 80 feet and 
has a seating capacity of 200. The pews 
were made by J. J. McNutt of Boston and 
are of cypress. At the easterly end of the 
church a wing, 12 feet by 27 feet, extends 
towards the south. This contains the 
sacristy and the stairs to the vestry. 

The chancel rail and choir seats are of 
cypress and the altar, which was a present 
from the Church of the Advent of Boston, 
is of solid mahogany surmounted with a 
massive slab of marble. 

The pipe organ was made by Hook & 


Hastings. 

The building is lighted throughout by 
electricity and heated by furnaces. 

The opening service was the regular 
Episcopal service. Bishop Lawrence was 
assisted by the Rev. Alden Bennett of 
Waltham, who acted as priest in place of 
the Rev. Walter R. Breed, rector of 
Christ's church of Quincy, who was unable 
to be present, and also by James B. 
Thomas of the Harvard Theological 
school, who acted as deacon. The music 
was directed by Mr. George W. Stover, 
and Miss Eloise P. Flood was the organist. 

Bishop Lawrence's address was wholly 
informal, as he expressed it, it was simply 
a “talk.” He extended the congratula- 
tions of the diocese to the society on the 
completion of its edifice and the holding of 
the first service. 
said he, is the beginning of the upbuilding 
of thischurch, He told briefly the early 
history of the Episcopal church and showed 
how it was the church of our ancestors, 
and why it was here. First, because we 
turn back to the religion and forms of our 
fathers; second, because of its simplicity 
of doctrine and creed; and lastly because 
of its historic associations and continuity. 

In concluding the Bishop said that if 
this church is to live it must think of 
Christ first and the church last. 

At the conclusion of the service Bishop 
Lawrence held an informal reception. 


Granite News, 


Swithin Bros., John and Thomas, are 
hustlers in their line and a look into their 
yards shows that they are rushing busi- 
ness, They have a number of monuments 
ready for shipment.

Elcock & Sons have recently shipped 
three monuments to New York parties. 

T. F. Mannix have recently completed a 
large monument of dark blue Quincy sur- 
mounted by a statue of the Sacred Heart, 
eight feet high. 

William T. Spargo has recently com- 
pleted two monuments for the battlefield of 
Antietam. One marks the advance posi- 
tion of the Sth Connecticut Volunteer 
Infantry on Sept. 17, 1864, and the other 
was for the 11th Connecticnt. 

Contractor Williams is erecting a new 
polishing shed 100 feet long, with a moni- 
tor roof, for John Nason at South Quincy, 
which will join his present shop and in- 
close the railroad derrick and yard. 

Granite manufacturers whose works are 
near the main line of the N. Y. N. H. & 
H. RK. R. at South Quincy, have a great 
advantage over those firms that are situ- 
ated further off, for many of those located 
near the railroad have a spurr track run- 
ning into their yards. For instance take 
the yards of Swingle & Falconer they have 
a spur track and cars are run into their 
yards directly beneath the derrick, so that 
they can be loaded or unloaded with but 
little expense, 

F. Wesley Fuller has made application 
for a patent for improvements in machines 
for grinding and polishing spherical bodies. 
He has made a grand success of it in 
polishing granite balis. 

The dedication of the memorial stone, 
erected to the memory of the Revolution- 
ary soldiers buried in old Fort cemetery, 
East Concord, N. H., will occur on Mon- 
day, Oct. 29, at 2 p. wm. The stone of 
polished Quincy graniie, farnished by the 
Granite railway company, of Quincy and 
Concord, and appropriately inscribed, 
weighsthree tons, and is set in the ceme- 
tery wall, being probably the most elaborate 
and complete memorial of the kind in the 
State.—Globe.

The trouble among the carriage drivers} Hancock hall was filled to tbe very doors 


at the Quincy depot which has existed since 


last February, came to a head on Satur- 
day, when James E. Dunn, Alfred W. 
Bisson and James H. Bisson were arraigned 


in the District Court upon complaint of 


Christopher T. Bailey, for loafing about 
the Quincy station of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford railroad. 

Last February the above railroad issued 
to Messrs, Penniman & Son a contract, 
giving them the sole right to solicit pas- 
sengers at the Quincy station, and the 
defendants, who were proprietors of car- 
riages and were also soliciting passengers, 
were notified that they must withdraw. 

They did not do so, however, and have 
continued to solicit trade as before. Soon 
after issuing the contract the railroad 
placed Mr. Bailey on duty at the depot as 
an officer «nd he was duly appointed and 
confirmed as a railroad police by the city of 
Quincy. Mr. Bailey has, evidently, been 
accumulating evidence, and the cases this 
morning were the first move the railroad 
has made to place Messrs, Penniman in 
control, 

The government was represented by City 
Solicitor Blackmur and the defendants by 
J. W. McAnarney, Esq. 

Counsel for the defence admitted that 
Mr. Bailey had been appointed by the City 
of Quincy but when Mr. Bailey, who was 
the first witness, was asked by whom he 
was employed, Mr. McAnarney objected 
on the ground that this wasa matter of 
record and that the government must prove 
by the records of the railroad that he was 
employed by them, 

A lengthy argument followed and the 
court allowed the objection, and the case 
was continued until Saturday Oct. 27, that 
the government might produce the 
evidence and records reqnired to establish 
by whom Mr. Bailey is employed. 

The complaints against Messrs, Bisson 
and Dunn was brought under Section 196 
of Chapter 112 of the Public Statutes 
which reads as follows : 


“Whoever without right loiters or re- 
mains within a siation-house of a railroad 
corporation or upon the platform or 
grounds adjacent to such station, after be- 
ing requested to leave the same by a rail- 
road police officer, shall forfeit not less 
than two nor more than twenty dollars.’’ 

These cases hive caused considerable 
comment among the parties interested,and 


the outcome is awaited with interest. 


The King’s Daughters. 


The annual meeting of the Quincy 
Union of King’s Daughters was held at the 
Wollaston Congregational church on 
Saturday afternoon. The Rev. Edward A. 
Robinson, pastor of the Congregational 
society, presided.

Joseph J. Kelley the next speaker, re- 
ferred to the labor record of the several 
candidates and said somebedy got hit with 
a political brick two yeaijs ago and they 
have forgotten that brick istaying around 
now. 

J. B. Moran was the last speaker aod he 
opened his remarks by inviting Mr. Joba 
E. Fitzgerald, if he was present, to come 
upon the platform and face him. Mr. 
Fitzgerald was evidently not present as he 
did not uppear.

PUMPKIN SWEET PICKLES Peel pump- 
kin and cut in convenient strips for pickle. 
As pumpkin shrinks considerably in cook- 
ing, allowance must be made for this when 
cutting into strips. Steam until a fork 
will penetrate, then scald in the following 
syrup: To one quart of vinegar allow 
two pounds of sugar and one teacupful 
molasses, one teaspoonful cinnamon, ene 
teaspoonful cloves, one teaspoonful ginger. 
Let pumpkin remain in this half an hour, 
or until it reaches the boiling point, then 
remove with perforated skimmer and place 
in jars. Boil syrup until reduced enough 
to cover the pickles; pour over while hot. 
Keep in a cool cellar. 


PUMPKIN MARMALADE. Peel and stew 
pumpkin, then rub through a sieve. Add 
to pumpkin an equal quantity of apple 
pulp—sour apples are best—and to six tea- 
cupfuls of this mixture three teacupfuls of 
sugar, two lemons and one large orange 
cut very fine, also grated rind of same. 
Stew until rich and thick, stirring con- 
stantly, then put away in covered jelly 
glasses,

presented, are within the province of any 
existing law, and if so what reward, re- 
numeration or penalty, is also provided by 
law to be applied.

England in Two Days. 


A Prescott, (Oat.) man claims to have 
invented a plan by which vessels will be 
enabled to cross the Atlantic from Canada 
to England in two days. He asks the 
for fifty thousand dollars to 
assist him in demonstrating its practica- 
bility. The model he submits shows a 
huge metal cylinder, one hundred and 
fifty-nine feet in diameter and one 
thousand feet long. Within this slung on 
an immense steel rod, hangs the ship 
broadside forward. The cylinder, against

the face 


of which huge paddles are 
fastened, revolves on the rod, thus pro- 
pelling itself at the immense speed of sixty 
miles an hour. 

The cylinder is divided into watertight 
compartments and at each end of this 
rod is a projection for the lookout, It 
affords a promenade for passengers one 
thousand feet long, covered from wind 
and storm. Great resistance to the wind 
is offered by the revolving cylinder, but 
that is compensated for by there being no 
resistance tothe water. Steering is done 
from the sides. It would be like a huge 
revolving barrel, with the ship hung inside 
and not coming in contact with the water. 
In calm weather it would go like a grey- 
hound. The inventor submitted his idea 
to a nautical expert in England, who said 
that it violated no principle of navigation.

It is good news that the Parrior has to 
report today upon the annexation scheme. 
Neither Boston nor the suburbs want it, 
Boston bas found that it is not area as 
much as commercial improvements that is 
wanted. The proposed dock system will 
do more for Boston than the extension of 
the city lines, which would be pure!y senti- 
mental, without benefits. 

In opening a hearing at Chelsea, our 
townsman, Hon. W. B. Rice, the chairman 
of the metropolitan commission. said: 

“*No general plan of annexation could 
be agreed upon as Boston was largely in 
favor of the present system and a majority 
of the cities and towns visited by the com- 
mission did not seem favorable to it, and 
the matter of creating a central govern- 
ment or metropoiitan federation seemed 
the most feasible, and the commission 
would like to hear suggestions more 
particularly in regard to that.”’ 

At the Chelsea meeting a majority of 
those who spoke were opposed to either 
annexation or federation for Chelsea, pre- 
ferring to the local independent self-gov- 
ernment. 

Mayor Carter said: ‘The city’s ex 
perience with the metropolitan sewer com- 
mission was not such as would commend 
itself to the city of Chelsea. He would not 
vote for a limited commission to take 
charge of affairs. Concerted action on the 
question of the water supply would bea 
benefit, As to the members of the federa- 
tion being appointed by the governor or 
chosen by the city or town governments or 
elected by the people, Mayor Carter 
thought perhaps a commission appointed 
from all over the State would be better 
than one appointed solely from one district, 
probably a better qualified set of men 
would be secured by being appointed at 
large.”

Anexcellent lecture was delivered Thurs- 
day evening in the Universalist church by 
Rev. A. E. White, A. M., of Cambridge.

Instead of dividing the candidates for 
county commissioners into two groups, 
one for the “full term” candidates and 
one for the candidates ‘to fill vacancy,” 
all were grouped together, and voters were 
instructed to ‘‘ Mark Two.” It might be 
well in advance to have an interpretation 
of law as to how crosses against Morrell 
and Ruggles, both full term candidates, 
should be counted. The same complica- 
tion would arise if one votes for Morrell 
and Green, Ruggles and Green, or Blanch- 
ard and Burke. Will such votes be thrown 
out or counted ? 

A Democratic rally was held at Hancock 
hall, Tuesday evening, and although the 
weather was rather wet a large crowd was 
present, 

William F. Powers called the meeting to 
order and introduced as the presiding 
officer of the evening, John T. Cavanagh. 

On the platform were Mayor Hodges, 
Councilmen Baker and O'Brien, Cornelius 
Moynihan, William T. Shea, John A. 
Duggan and Zenas S. Arnold. 

The speakers were Salem D. Charles, 
John W. Corcoran and Herbert M. Feier- 
hen, Jr. 

Hon. W, S. McNary who was announced 
to speak did not appear. 

A rally in the interest of Michael J. Mc- 
Ettrick for congress was held Tuesday 
evening at Music hall, Atlantic. 

There was a large crowd present and the 
meeting was presided over by Councilman 
Edward McKeon. 

Addresses were made by Messrs. Mc- 
Ettrick, Moran McNeil, Coakley, Ross 
and Glynn. 

A rally to endorse the candidacy of 
Michael J. McEttrick for Congress was 
held Saturday night at St. Mary’s hall.

Let him meet the issue fairly and fearlessly, 
instead of making a record for me out of 
his own head which he in his heart knows 
to be zbsolutely false. 

Mr. Moran severely criticised the labor 
record of Mr. McNary, and said be would 
like to meet Atwood and Fitzgerald.

McEttrick and McNary who are fighting 
for Congressional honors in this district, 
met in Gray’s hall, South Boston, 
Wednesday night in joint debate.

Mr. McNary opened and closed the 
debate, and tore McEttrick’s record to 
shreds, and attacked him on his relation 
to the Australian ballot system. He also 
claimed McEttrick had received money 
from Atwood and others two years ago. 
Mr. McEttrick in reply denied all the 
charges and told how McNary had voted on 
some of the questions relating to labor. 
He also accused him of not attending to 
his business in the Water Department of 
Boston, as he should, but was using the 
city’s time in political work.

POLITICS, 


The political situation in the 10th dis- 
trict is still in a very unsettled condition 
as regards the next congressman, That 
Mr. McEttrick is making a far better ap- 
pearence than Mr. McNary on the stump, 
is nniversally conceded, but to offset this, 
the Democratic machine is putting forth 
every effort in bebalf of the latter, and 
much quiet work is being done to insure as 
little disaffection with the regular nominee 
as possible. Mr. Atwood's friends are also 
busily at work 1n his iaterests and as a 
result, the ‘‘Independent’’ vote of last 
year against him wil be much lessened. 
The best information obtainable to date 
indicates that the relative standing of can- 
didates at the close of election day will be 
as follows: Atwood, 34 per cent.; McNary, 
31 per cent.; McEttrick, 29 per cent , and 
all others, 6 per cent. Trades may yet be 
made which will change this predicted re- 


sult, but the chances now are that it will 


not vary much from the above. Mr. At- 
wood will receive hundreds of votes from 
men who, while they prefer some man of 
larger caliber, recognize the necessity of 
electing as many Kepublicans as possible 
and desire to wipe out the present Demo- 


cratic majority. 


To one not entirely unversed in city 
politics, the October Monitor is most amus- 
ing in its attacks upon Mavor Hodges. 
When one realizes that the articles are in- 
spired (if not actually written) by a clergy- 
map, a lawyer and a real estate dealer who 
have lost their “* pull’? by the last change 
of administration, the animus of the con- 
tents is apparent. The moment they were 
obliged to relinquish their control, that 
moment they declared war upon Mayor 
Hodges, and from now till the city election 
is decided, may be counted upon to give 
him battle with the whole strength of the 
triumvirate. How much that strength is, 
is variously estimated at from twenty-five 
to fifty votes. Of this I baye no personal 
knowledge, but receive it from those closer 
to the trio than I am, It may safely be 
asserted, however, that those men who ex- 
pect to be appointed to public office and 
are not, are the most bitter in their resent- 
ment toward the man who fails to recognize 
their transcendent abilities when he has 
the power of appointment. Every fair 
minded citizen knows that the present 
mayor could not make the tax rate ap- 
preciably less than it is, on account of the 
legacy he received from previous adminis- 
trations, and no thinking, honest voter 
will undertake to charge him with the 
faults of others. However, it will be bet- 
ter tu wait for the state election to be 
settled before going very deeply into city 
affairs; there is however a deep laid scheme 
being worked which I will mention later. 

I think Commissioner Eaton has made a 
mistake in not replying over his own signa- 
ture to the communication of Mr. Charles 
M. Bryant, which appeared in the Parriort, 
and referred to the repairs (?) on Hancock 
street. It was Outspoken and deserves to 
be either denied or the charges acknowl- 
edged to be true. Which is it to be Mr. 
Commissioner ? 

The contest for Representatives to the 
General Court is being lost sight of in view 
of greater contests, and yet there ouzht to 
be considerable interest manifested in the 
election of those who are to directly repre- 
sent us and make the laws which most inti- 
mately concern the welfare of the state. 
Before any nominations were made, | 
stated that ‘only exceptional ability and 
merit should entitle a man to represent 
this district fora third term.’’ Has Mr. 
Hammond shown that he possesses either 
of these qualities in the least degree? If 
not, he should not be chosen for the third 
timr, Mr. Johnson was bis superior in all 
those qualities which make au influential 
public man; but the ways of the caucus 
are a mystery and a delusion ; fortunately 
the voters are the final judges. 

ELECTRIC 


Nothing of a local nature deserves the 
attention of the city government more than 
the question of street lighting, and the 
LEDGER has done well in calling it to the 
attention of the people, but it should not 
stop with the incandescent system but in- 
clude the arc lights which are far below 
the standard for which the city pays. I 
believe Quincy receives less for its money 
in the matter of light than from any other 
appropriation. Once in a while the arc 
lights will be brilliant and clear, but most 
of the time they are dull and lifeless. The 
people would like to see the Electric Light 
Company forced to a decent standard 
commensurate with the money it charges 
the city,

Temperance Majority Possible, 


You have 4,000,000 church members in 
the Protestant denominations of this Re- 
public who vote. You have about 1,000,- 
000 Catholic voters. There are 5,000,000 
who ought to be ashamed of being the 
authors of legalized temptation; who 
ought never to consent to a State sanction 
of solicitation to vice. I believe that if 
the pulpit will speak out, and if the schools 
go on another generation teaching such 
doctrines as they now emphasize, the 
churches and the schools might govern the 
ballot of these 5,000,000 on the liquor 
traffic. They could do this, especially 
well, if the liquor traffic fires on Sumter 
and attacks the home, the Sabbath, and 
the public treasury more and more auda- 
ciously, as it seems likely to do. 

Some would say, there are 5,000,000 out- 
side the church that help to support divine 
services, and who send their children to 
Sabbath schools, who on the whole are 
friends of organized christianity. I say 
there are 3,000,000 that might be brought 
into line with the church members as 
friends of Protestant or Catholic christian- 
ity. There would be 8,000,000 who ought 
to vote right on this question. There are 
a majority of the voters in the land, and I 
am not counting the women at all, and 
among the women tbere isa far greater 
majority, who would vote right. There is 
more money behind the churches, if you 
will only use it, than there is behind the 
liquor traffic. Eight million of you who 
are voters are a great majority of the num- 
ber of votes actually cast. Only about 
11,000,000 ballots were cast in the last 
Presidential election. Eight million out of 
the eleven million! If you would stand 
together there is no party you could not 
bring to terms. If those who believe in 
the principles of christianity would vote as 
they pray, the liquor traffic might be made 
within one month an outlaw.

The draining of Green's pond, Wollaston, 
and the surrounding swamp land into the 
Neponset river is successful, the pond 
having already been lowered three feet. 

About fifty years ago, when the Old 
Colony & Newport railroad was being con- 
structed more trouble was experienced by 
the contractors in building the road-bed 


over thisswamp than in any other section |” 


of the road. For weeks men, horses, tip- 
carts, and an immense steam shovel worked 
incessantly endeavoring to ccnstruct a 
solid foundation over this quick sand. One 
day a horse and tip cart got mired in it and 
soon disappeared beneath the mud. For 
years this section of the road-bed kept 
settling. 

Nothing more was thought of the swamp 
and Green’s pond until in the early 70's 
when Smith & Smith, the contractors 
working fur the original Wollaston Land 
Co., undertook to drain and fill it in. 
Their train cars were rur to the pond and 
thousands of cubic yards of gravel and 
large numbers of trees were dumped into 
the pond’s insatiable maw, but allto no 
purpose. It is said that over $5000 was 
expended in that attempt to drain it, 

The land about it, some five acres, passed 
into the hands of the Eastern Township 
Bank of Sherbrook, Canada, for something 
like $16,000. The bank held it for several 
years and finally disposed of it to A. L, 
Baker of Wollaston for $1000. 

Wood, Harmon & Co., having purchased 
a large tractof land south of the foundry 
desired to drain the pond and swamp, and 
agreed, it is understood, to pay for the 
work providing the city would appropriate 
$160 for the purpose, which it did.

Miss Adams vs, Mr. Cowe. 


The usual meeting of the Quincy Literary 
society was held in Duble’s building on 
Friday evening, Nov. 2, president Dr. R. 
McLennan presiding. Perhaps at no ordi- 
nary meeting in the history of the society 
were there a greater number of ladies and 
gentlemen present. This was attributable, 
partly tothe growing interest in the sub- 
ject under discussion and partly to the 
personality of the participants in debate. 

The affirmative side of the query: 
Should women have the suffrage? was 
opened by Miss Mabel Adams. She based 
her plea upon the fundamental principle of 
our government, that all men are created 
free and equal, and endowed with certain 
inalienable rights. She urged the impor- 
tance of upprejudiced consideration, and 
the necessity of freeing the mind from 
biased surroundings and customs. The 
best standard authorities define man as a 
human being; so that the wise words of 
the founders of this country apply to all 
people irrespective of sex. 

She dealt in detail with a few of the 
objections usually made against woman's 
suffrage, contending that most of the argu- 
ments were more worthy of the middle age, 
when might was right, than of these 
modern days, when brains rather than 
strength governs the world. The same 
disabilities that are generally applied 
against women, are equally applicable to a 
considerable proportion of the male popn- 
lation. About the only worthy argument 
that the opposers of equal suffrage have, 
is that women don’t want to vote, and even 
that argument won't be left long. Besides 
it is a historical fact that the class which 
any reform of the past was intended to 
benefit has always been represented as op- 
posed to the reform in question. 

The suffrage should be extended to 
women because under the constitution it is 
her right, and equal justice demands it. 
Because there are wrongs which exist 
against woman as a class and which men 
have hitherto failed to legislate upon, and 
becanse in the west it is an accomplished, 
successful fact, which the east must event- 
ually adopt. 

Mr. Alexander Cowe, who opened on 
the negative side, drew his conclusion from 
the natural economy of the universe. In 
the human organism each part has a dif- 
ferent function to perform. With a labor- 
ious effort the foot may do the work of the 
hand, but it isclearly a violation of nature's 
intention. Division and sub-division of 
labor runs through every particle of nature. 

Woman's suffrage is not so much a case 
of right, as it is a question of fitness. Her 
sphere is not guaged by the laws aud de- 
vices of men but by nature's own immu- 
table design. From timo immemorial! the 
government of nations has been done by 
men, while household affairs have been dis- 
charged by women. Whatever time she 
devotes to work for which she is not 
adapted, just in proportion will her own 
domain be neglected, 

There is no economy where the loss 
over weighs the gain. Woman can no 
more espouse the duties of a voter and 
legislator and discharge in a sufticient 
manner the duties she is by nature fitted 
and designed for, than can the man who 
represents a district in Congress attend at 
the same time to a school of babies. 

A nation may barter its womanhood for 
her vote and all that is implied therein, 
but that nation will as surely wither and 
waste, as the green tree that is robbed of 
moistare,

No one counted on a plurality of 618 for 
Governor Greenhalge in Quincy, Tuesday, 
but this is the result we have to record. 

As goes Quincy, so goes the State, and 
the Republicans have elected twelve of the 
thirteen Congressmen, and have control 
of the Council, the Senate and the House 
by large majorities.

Everybody said it was a D.mocratic day 
but the returns show conclusively that it 
was a Republican and the people's day. 
From the top to the bottom of the ticket it 
was a complete landslide. Everybody 
thought Quincy would go Republican, but 
the plurality was more than the most san- 
guine expected, as out of the whole city 
Precinct 1, Ward Four, was the only place 
to go Democratic. 

The people put their stamp of dis- 
approval on such campaigns as that carried 
on by Messrs. McEutrick and McNary in 
this city, for, without exception it was dis- 
graceful from beginning to end. Not a 
rally held by either of these gentlemen was 
on the issues of the campaign, but was 
simply a matter of personalities, and as 
such it reaped its just reward. 

Early in the evening the admirers of 
McEutrick and McNary were out in force, 
but as the evening wore on it was noticed 
that they gradually drew out of sight and 
at 11 o’clock not one was in sight. 

Just before midnight an ex-Councilman 
from Ward Two entertained in a loud voice 
a number of citizens on the relative merits 
of the two Democratic candidates for Con- 
gressman, 

The’ last return to arrive was Ward 
Three which arrived at 1 o'clcck and then 
it was found that the officers had made a 
mistake in the vote for Treasurer and 
Representatives, and the vote for these 
offices had to be recounted. 

City Clerk Keith had large bulletins put 
up in his office and as fast as the returns 
came in they were posted on these boards 
for the benefit of those present. It was a 
good idea.

In this State previous to Tuesday, the 
highest plurality, 53,516, was obtained in 
1880 by the Republican candidate, John 
D. Lopvg. Two years later, the Democrats 
secured their largest plurality, electing 
General Butler governor by 13,949. In 17 
of the 22 years the Republicans have tri- 
umphed. 

In Quincy previous to this year the 
pluralities have never exceeded 236 and 
was given that year (1889) to the minority, 
William E, Russell, the Democratic candi- 
date. The next highest plurality, 227, was 
also given to a Democrat, William Gaston, 
who was also defeated. The Republicans, 
however, have twice given pluralities of 
over 200 for their candidate, Gov. Long, in 
1879 and 1881. 

Quincy has been with the State in its 
plurality in 15 of the 22 years. Each year 
that Democrats have been successful in 
the State (1873, 1882, 1890, 1891 aud 1892) 
Quincy has been with them. In ten of the 
seventeen years the Republicans have been 
victorious Quincy was with them. The 
years in which Quincy did not agree with 
the majority were: 1875, 1876, 1877, 1886, 
1887, 1888 and 1889.

At Wollaston 

The Ward Five vote was not declared 
until 10.08 p.m. This was because the 
ward officers had to wait an bour for the 
electric lights before they could begin to 
count the ballots. 

The heaviest vote that was thrown in 
this ward was the one thrown Tuesday, — 
439. 

The vote for Greeuhalge (528) surprised 
the most sanguine Republican, and Rus- 
sell’s (84) Was an eye opener for the 
Democrats. One of the leading Democrats 
had placed Russell's at 115. 

The vote for Wolcott (307) showed that 
the A. P. A.’s had got in some work. 

Nobody had any idea that Atwood (268) 
would run 60 votes behind the head of the 
ticket. It showed the intense feeling 
against him in the ward. Peabody’s large 
vote (51) was a surprise to everybody, it 
having been claimed before election that 
his Atwood circular has killed him.

The result of the election for Congress- 
man, so far as the winner and the vote for 
all but the other two leading candidates 
was concerned, was substantially in accord 
with my anti-election prediction, The 
surprise to all was the phenominal vcte for 
Mr. McEttrick, attributable without doubt, 
to the better appearance he made on the 
platform during the campaign, and which 
was mentioned in my last article. 

The surprisingly Jarge Republican ma- 
jority in this city was very gratifying to the 
party, and will make the Democrats cor- 
respondingly downhearted, It will have 
considerable bearing upon the city election 
and give great confidence to the Republi- 
cans. The caucuses for the nomination of 
delegates to the Mayoralty convention will 
be held next week, and already the question 
is being freely asked, ‘‘ who will be the 
candidates ?’’ On the Republican side 
there are many aspirants for the position, 
and Mr. James Thompson is apparently 
the leading candidate. I understand, how- 
ever, that he is not to have a walkover for 
the nomination, and that there will be at 
least three other candidates voted for in 
the convention. This will not 
merely 2s a compliment tu the three others, 
but with the settled purpose of having a 
divided vote in the convention and then 
springing upon it another name for mayor 
as a compromise candidate. This plan 
will be carried out if any possible way can 
be discovered to placate the friends of Mr. 
Thompson, and prevent them from bolting 
the nomination at the polls. 

If Mr. Thompson's friends desire his 
nomination, they will be wise to attend 
the caucuses in large numbers and secure 
the election of delegates whom they know 
are favorable to his selection. There are 
several elements busily at work with the 
sole object in view of reviving the old 
regime at City Hall, aud the candidate 
whom they are satisfied will assist or rather 
guarantee its revival, will have their solid 
aid and support. A nomination for Mayor 
which will be made by delegates chosen at 
slimly attended caucuses, will not be 
cheerfully accepted by the Repubiican | 
party. Let every cilizen do his paramount 
political duty, that is te attend his ward | 
caucus, 

Mayor Hodges, at first thought, would 
seem to be the logical candidate of the 
Democracy. Bat will he be? I am in- 
formed that there will be a determined 
effort made to defeat him, and mainly for 
the reason that he did not appoint to office 
any of the representative men from that 
wing of his party which comprises its 
majority. I believe that the effort will be 
a failure, but only for the reason that 
there is no other available candidate except | 
Commissioner Eaton, and he will not be a 
candidate against the man who appointed

him to the most lucrative office in his gift. | 


Mr. Eaton is uot an ungrateful man and 
will not stand in the way of his present 
superior officer. 

The Democrats well know that the re- 
sult of the state election is no guide by 
which to estimate the coming city election, 
and while the outlook is somewhat dis- 
couraging it is by no means a case of 
assured defeat in advance. 

Another query is, will the McEttrick- 
McNary factions carry their differences 
into the city election or will they profit by 
the lesson of last Tuesday and stand united 
for the nominee? If the former, there can 
be no hope of Democratic success ; if the 
latter there is only a good fighting chance.

The Granite Railway company is at work 
on a $5,000 soldiers’ monument for New- 
town, N. ¥Y. The pedestal is 25 feet high 
and is of Quincy granite. This wil! be 
surmounted by a statue, 8 feet high, of 
Barre granite, representing a soldier with 
arms at rest. On the sides of the lower 
die are four raised panels, representing 
Infantry, Artillery, Cavalry and Navy.

Ex-Councilman James Thompson was

Park Assessments. 


The commissioners appointed to appor- 
tion the cost of the land taken for State 
parks gave a hearing Wednesday in Bos- 
ton. The Herald says: 

‘* There was a large attendance of law- 
yers, and the meeting was a decidedly 
lively one, the members of the Metropel- 
itan Park Ccommission coming in for a 
good deal of sbarp criticism from many 
of the lawyers, and being as warmly de- 
fended by others. 

** Vader the statute, the commissioners 
are to apportion the cost of the work for 
the first five years, of which one year has 
expired, and the amount to be apportioned 
is $1,000,000 for parks and $500,000 for 
boulevards, although in case the boulevards 
are not constructed their cost may not be 
assessed at present. 

“The hearing was of a preliminary 
character, and developed the fact that there 
are two parties who will be heard, one 
representing towns and cities who are 
directly affected by the park system; this 
party favors an apportionment based on 
the valuation of the municipalities. The 
other party represents towns and cities 
indirectly benefitted, and this contingent 
believes that the commissioners should, in 
apportioning the cost, consider minutely 
the benefits sustained by a town or city, 
and act accordingly. 

City Solicitor Bowman of Somerville and 
H. E. Fales, representing the town of 
Dover, were the principal critics of the 
park commissioners, and they insisted that 
the latter ought before anything is done, 
tell the people what they proposeto do as 
well as what they have done. 

Moorfield Story, representing the town 
of Milton, opened what proved to be a 
long discussion by saying that in his 
opinion the park commissioners should 
produce plans showing what has been done 
and estimates as to what amount it is 
necessary to raise. 

Mr. Fales thought it a pretty cool pro- 
ceeding for the towns and cities to be called 
upon to come in and address the com- 
missioners without knowing anything 
about the facts in the case. 

Mr. F. Rackemann, who 
park commissioners, said he wished to 
correct an impression that seemed to pre- 
vail that the park commissioners were not 
ready to give information. They are 
ready and willing to give all proper 
information and jt will not be necessary to 
pass any orders directed to them. 

Mr. Cook, for the town of Weymouth, 
considered that the commissioners ought 
to consider the benefi's resulting to every 
community from the park system; he 
could not see where his town is benetited 
in the least by it. 

Judge Asa French, for the town of 
Braintree, said that there is a practical as 
well as a poetic side to this question and 
the people are entitled to know not only 
what has been done but what in a general 
sense is to be done. The scheme may cost 
many millions, no one knows how much, 
and the people have aright to say some- 
thing about it. 

After consultation, the commissioners 
announced that as the principal question 
appeared to be the matter of justly and 
equitably determining the method of ap- 
portioning the cost of the work, and as the 
commissioners could not in advance, state 
what the basis of apportionment should 
be, it had been decided in view of the 
statement of the park commissioners that 
the latter were ready to furnish all needed 
information to hear first the park commis- 
sioners and after that such competent evi- 
dence as the parties interested might see fit 
to offer. As the commissioners have no 
power to compel attendance of witnesses, 
the parties must produce their evidence. 
On all questions of the admissibility of evi- 
dence the commissioners to rule as the 
questions arise. 

‘The commissioners further decided to 
give the first hearing on Dec, 3d, and after 
the park commissioners are heard, the 
cities and towns will be taken up in the 
order in which they are named in the act.’’

Thanksgiving Receipts. 


We have compiled the following receipts 
for the Thanksgiving feasting. Our 
readers will find them excellent and ap- 
propriate for Thanksgiving and Christmas, 


Roast Turkey. After the turkey has 
been thoroughly singed drawn and well 
washed, dry it, and fill with the following 
dressing: Add to equal quantities of 
bread and cracker crumbs one egg, a piece 
of butter the size of an egg, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt, one-half a teaspoonful of 
pepper, and one heaped teaspoonful of 
summer savory. Fill the turkey, sew up 
the opening, and truss the turkey from 
wing to leg. Ruba little salt and butter 
over the outside, and when placed in the 
pan dredge with flour, and place small 
slices of larding pork on the breast. Baste 
occasionally with the gravy in the pan. 
From two hours to two anda half hours 
are required to cook a turkey weighing 
from eight to ten pounds. The fire should 
be brisk. 


THANKSGIVING PuppING. Six but- 
tered crackers, three pints of milk, one- 
fourth of a cupful of butter, one cupful of 
sugar, one-half of a teaspoonful of salt, 
one teaspoonful of mixed spice, six eggs, 
one pound of raisins, 

PLum Puppine. One pound of chopped 
suet, one pound of flour, one pound of cur- 
rants, one pound of stoned raisins, one- 
fourth of a pound of chopped citron, four 
eggs, one glass of brandy, spice to taste 
milk to make a stiff dough. Boil in a tin 
mould four hours, 


CuIcKEN Por Pir. Cut the chicken 
into pieces, Put it inakettle with enough 
water to nearly reach the top of the meat, 
cover the pot and simmer gently. Make 
a crust from one pint of flour, one-half 
tablespoonful of lard, one teaspoonful of 
baking powder, gnd one of salt. Rub the 
lard into the flour in which the salt and 
baking powder have been mixed. Add 
enough sweet milk to make a dough to 
roll out. Roll an inch thick and cut 
like biscuit. Put the pieces on a plate and 
set the plate in a steamer over a kettle of 
boiling water and steam half an hour. 
When the crust or dumplings are done 
season the chicken with salt and pepper 
and thicken the gravy with two tablespoon- 
ful of flour mixed with a cup of sweet 
milk. Skim out the chicken and lay ona 
platter, lay the dumplings over and pour 
the gravy around, 

CuestNuT DRESSING FOR GAME OR 
Pouttry. Remove the shells and skins 
from a pint of chestnuts and boil in a very 
little water. When tender crush with a 
spoon, season liberally with butter, celery 
salt, mace and a dash of cayenne. A few 
bread crumbs and an egg may be added. 


CRANBERRY JELLY. To one quart of 
cranberries allow six good-sized sour 
apples. Put the cranberries into a porce- 
lain kettle, and the apples, after being 
peeled, quartered and cored, with them. 
Cover with cold water and stew until soft. 
Strain through a jelly-bag and add a pound 
of sugar to one pint of juice. Pour into 
tumblers or intu a jelly-mould if to be used 
for dinner. 

CRANBERRY SAUCE.

To Frivge CELERY FOR GARNISH- 


ING. Cut the stalks into two-inch lengths ; 
stick plenty of coarse needles into the top 
of acork ; draw half of the stalk of each 
piece of celery through the needles. When 
all the fibrous parts are separated, lay the 
celery in some cold place to curl and crisp. 

Foamina Sauce. One cupfol of but- 
ter, two of powdered sugar, the whites of 
two eggs, five table-spoonfuls of wine or 
three of brandy, one-fourth of a teacupful 
of boiling water. Beat the butter to a 
cream, and gradually beat the sugar into it. 
Add the whites of the eggs, unbeaten, one 
ata time, and then the brandy or wine, 
| When all is light, smooth mass, add the 
water, beating in a little atatime. Place 
the bowl in a basin of hot water and stir 


until smooth and frothy, which will be 
about two minutes. 


Harp Sauce. Rub half a cupful of 
butter to a cream, add gradually one cupful 
of powdered sugar. When light and 
creamy add one teaspoonful of vanilla or

lemon, and a little nutmeg. 
ona fancy dish and set away in a cool 
place. 

Bortep Ham. Simmer in a porce- 


lain-lined kettle for fifteen minutes to the 
pound, more than covering with water. 
Allow it to cool in the liquor in which it 
was boiled. Then remove the skin care- 
fully, brush the top with beaten egg, 
sprinkle with dried breadcrumbs and place 
in the oven, basting with the liquor re- 
maining until it is brown. 


CHICKEN SALAD. For one good-sized 
chicken, chopped up with twice the amount 
of celery, allow four eggs, two tablespoon- 
fuls of mixed mustard, one teaspoonful of 
salt, a pinch of red pepper, and two ounces 
of butter. Beat well together, then add a 
gill of vinegar, and stir over boiling water 
until it becomes of the consistency of thick 
cream, 


Purr Paste. One pound of the best 
butter, one pound of pastry flour, one 
scant teaspoonful of salt, one cupful of ice 
water, 

Mince Pie. Bakein two crusts, mince- 
meat made from the mixture of one pound 
of boiled beef, one pound of chopped suet, 
four pounds of apples, two pounds of 
raisins, two pounds of currants, one-half of 
a pound of citron, one pound of sugar, one 
quart of cider, alcohol to taste, one tea- 
spoonful each of cinnamon and mace, and 
one-half of a teaspoonful of cloves, 

Pumpkin Piz. Pumpkin pie will need 
a fine-grained, dry pumpkin, stewed and 
strained ; one pint of rich milk or part 
cream, one-half pint of pumpkin, two eggs 
beaten well with a fork, granulated sugar 
to be real sweet, a little vanilla, and nut- 
meg grated thickly over the top ; astraight 
up and down earthen dish two inches deep. 
Bake slowly and carefully as it should be 
firm when done. Some people like to add 
a little molasses, plenty of powdered cin- 
namon and a little ginger. 


CRANBERRY Pir. When the bottom 
pie crust is on the plate, fill with cranberry 
jam made from first rule. Cut strips of pie 
crust and twist and lay across the pie one 
way and then put them across diagonally 
as you would on tart pies. 


Custarp Pre. Two eggs, three table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, one pint of milk, nut- 
meg to taste. Bake slowly. 


AppLe Custarp Piz. Bake, in shell 
of pastry, custard of one-half of a pint 
milk, one-half of a pint of sweet apple 
sauce, two eggs, vanilla. 

Cocoanut AND APPLE TART. Bake, 
in pattypans lined with pastry, rich, sweet 
apple sauce and sprinkle with cocoanut. 


Lemon Tarts. Peel and grate a good 
lemon, add two-thirds of a cup of white 
sugar, yolk of one egg, one cup of cold 
water, in which has been well mixeda 
dessert-spoonful of corn-starch ; stir well 
together ; cook in anew tin or porcelain 
pan ; stir until it isasmooth jelly. This 
is good between layers of acake. Fill the 
tart shells, ice with the white of one egg 
whipped to a froth with a spoonful of 
sugar, and set them in a hot oven one 
minute. 


Frurr Cake. One pound of butter, 
one pound of finest granulated sugar, a tea- 
spoonful each of cinnamon, allspice and 
ginger, one nutmeg, grated, twelve eggs, 
one pound of flour, one wineglassful of 
brandy, one pound of raisins, stoned, one- 
half pound of currants thoroughly washed 
and dried, one-half pound of citron cut in 
small bits. Cream the butter; add the 
sugar, spices, and brandy ; stir in the eggs 
by degrees ; rub the fruit with part of the 
flour weighed for the cake ; then add the 
flour, then the fruit. Bake slowly four 
hours, 


Company Manners. 


I know a woman who is always harping 
about ‘culture’? and ‘refinement’? and 
“ etiquette ’’ and who does not this minute 
know the meaning of that old-fashioned 
term, ‘good manners,”” She is always re- 
gretting the lack of culture among her 
neighbors, and there is not one of them who 
is not more polite than she is. I have 
heard her actually yell at her servants, 
and storm at her children, and 1 do not 
think her husband is the happiest man in 
the world. In society she is a charming 
woman. She knows always just what to 
say and how to say it. I never saw a 
woman who could excel her in gliding 
across a room and sinking gracefully into 
achair. Her little boys can tip their hats 
so prettily to ladies onthe street; her 
little girls can enter a room with toes 
properly turned out and with the grace 
of little queens; and, alas! both the little 
boys and little girls can be as impertinent 
and display the worst manners of any 
children 1 ever saw. And they literally 
fight among themselves. They are not 
taught to be polite to each other. 
Their mother seldom favors them with her 
own properly chosen words and graceful 
manners when they are alone with her. 
Discord reigns until the door- bell rings and 
then the entire household must put on 
good manners, 

Oh, these ‘company manners!’ They 
are the ruination of a household. They 
cannot always be put on and off at will. 
Traces of the every day discord and lack of 
harmony will manifest themselves through 
the affectation of all the mere “company 
manners’’ one can assume. Habitual 
politeness and kindness and gentleness 
should be the unwavering rule in every 
house, even on ‘* Blpe Mondays.” 

I bave been in homes in which it seemed 
to me that every member of the household 
seemed bent on seeing how hateful and 
disagreeable they could be to each other. 
The mother would speak in a nagging, 
fretful tone; the father ‘‘ ordered every- 
body around; ’’ the children quarreled; the 
servants went around with their noses in 
the air, ready and eager for little tilts with 
anybody and everybody. How wretched 
such homes are! In some of them they 
don’t even have ‘‘company manners,” 

Let us agree that we will not say a single 
cross word to any ope this whole week. 
Let us be studiously polite to each other 
and to the children, Let us be very mind- 
ful of the feelings of every person with 
whom we may come into contact. Let us 
not fret nor complain nor do anything 
that good, decent, well behaved Christians 
should not do. And if when the next 
Sunday comes we have, through the grace 
of God, kept this resolve, it goes without 
saying that we have been happy and the 
world has perhaps been made a little 
better for our being in it.—Good House- 
keeping. 


Gloves, How to Wear Them. 


Gloves are an expensive part of one’s 
apparel. To be well gloved costs money 
and thought. Such a person is extrava- 
gant in gloves, we say, and another, in 
contrast, is careful and makes her gloves 
lasta long time. The fastidious woman 
dislikes soiled gloves, and the neat one dis- 
dains those which are torn or ripped, 
while she who can afford to indulge her 
tastes has gloves to match her several 
toilettes, and is particular about their nice 
fit, knowing whether to purchase the long- 
fingered, the short-fingered, or the me- 
dium, when adding this finishing touch to 
her costume, 

A large hand is not made to look smaller 
by being compressed into too tight a glove. 
On the contrary, the pudgy band of the 
stout woman gains in apparent size by its 
squeeze into a small glove, and the scrawny 
fingers of the thin woman show no less 
length and attenuation if encased in a 
glove that it is too short. 

In wearing gloves avoid hastily thrusting 
them op the first time of using. The people 
at the glove-shop give you a lesson here. 
They rest your elbow on a cushion, powder 
the band which they have softly dried, 
then gently insinuate the fingers and the 
thumb into their respective stalls, mould- 
ing the glove on the hand with light, deft 
pressure. The glove retains the character 
it receives with this first. careful fitting, or 
the reverse if you have pot time or 
patience to treat it with gentleness, 

When gloves are ripped, mend them im- 
mediately. A stitch intime literally saves 
nine here. Keep sewing silk on hand of 
the precise color of your gloves, and have 
two or three needles threaded, and you will 
not be long detained by a needful repair. 
Button-hvle stitch the edges of a rent, then 
delicately draw them together, and a torn 
glove will enter on a new term of useful- 
ness, 

In taking off gloves pull them from the 
wrist downward, so that they are wrong 
side out when they leave the hand.

House Plants. 

The way house plants thrive on the dregs 
of coffee left at breakfast is admiration. 
Bowker itself hardly turns a stronger leaf- 
age or such thick b!oom, The grounds are 
a good mulch on the top of the soil, but a 
little care must be given not to let them 
sour and get musty in coolish, damp 
weather. 

The great trouble with house plants, 
greater than errors in watering, is letting 
the pots be expezed to the sun. The 
fibrous roots soon grow to the side of the 
pot, and these are baked in full sunshine, 
trebly hot coming through the glass, which 
condenses its rays; the root tips are soon 
killed. The whole ball of earth is baked

Street Railway Not Wanted. 

A special town meeting bas been called 
by the selectmen of Milton for Wednesday 
evening, Nov. 27, to see if the town will 
accept Chapter 324 of the Acts of 1894, and 
to see if the town will instruct the select- 
men to petition the Legislature for snch 
legislation as will require that any location 
hereafter granted to any street railway in 
the town shall be in such reserved places 
as are authorized by said chapter. 

If the provisions of this act are accepted 
the selectmen can in the future in granting 
locations to street railways compel them to 
locate their tracks anywhere they choose, 
and can place such conditions upon them 
that it will be impossible for any railway 
company to ace such location. 

This action origica cs with Milton's 400, 
who are bitterly opposed to any railway 
constructing its tracks within the borders of 
the town. 

A new objection to granting a street 
railway a franchise was advanced at the 
hearing at Hingham on Saturday: ‘ The 
disintegration of water pipes by electric 
loses from the leakage of the current from 
the electric road.”” About 600 attended 
the hearing.

The Municipal Election. 


Editors of the Quincy Patriot: 

The coming municipal election in Quincy 
bids fair to be of more than ordinary im- 
portance, and the outcome will be awaited 
with unusual interest by citizens through- 
out the city. 

As far as the mayoralty is concerned, 
although Mayor Hodges is the regular 
Democratic nominee, it is to be a contest 
not so much between the Kepublican and 
Democratic parties as between those citi- 
zens who are satisfied with the clean, 
straightforward and honest administration 
of Mayor Hodges and those who desire to 
restore the old condition of things at City 
Hall. 

I do not believe that the intelligent citi- 
zens of Quincy are by any means desirous 
of taking a step backward in respect to the 
management of our municipa! affairs, On 
the contrary, I have no doubt that a large 
majority of them are content to let the 
affairs of the city remain as they are. It is 
evident, however, that various elements 
have been busily at work endeavoring to 
create a sentiment inimical to the present 
administration, but all discerning citizens 
can readily detect the motive which has 
prompted such tactics and will not be mis- 
lead thereby. 

The result of the recent election has 
naturally tended to encourage the hope, in 
certain quarters, that the city election 
would likewise be carried in the same 
manner, but the fact should be borne in 
mind that in Quincy there is a large con- 
tingent of fair-minded citizens, who, how- 
ever partisan they may be in national or 
state politics, in the matter of local govern- 
ment they are decidedly non-partisan and 
will vote for the candidates they consider 
best qualified for public office, regardless of 
party affiliation. Such citizens aided ma- 
terially in the election of Mayor Hodges by 
the overwhelming majority of 361 in the 
last municipal contest, and there is hardly 
a doubt that these and other like-minded 
citizens will this year again unite and 
re-elect him by as large, if not a larger, ma- 
jority than he received a year ago. 

If ever a man deserved well of his fellow- 
citizens it is the present able and efficient 
mayor. Elected as he was by citizens of 
all shades of political opinion, he has en 
deavored to serve the whole people rather 
than a party or faction. This is creditable 
alike to him personally and to his adminis- 
tration. 

It is unnecessary, perhaps, at this time 
to discuss at length municipal affairs in 
general, as almost every citizen that is 
interested in the welfare of the city is more 
or less familiar with such matters. But it 
is certainly quite necessary to call attention 
to the fact that when a public official has 
endeavored to perform the duties of the 
office to which be has been elected, ably 
and faithfally and in a manner satisfactory 
to the people, it is the duty of all good citi- 
zens to sustain him. 

For this reason, if for no other, all who 
believe in efficiency and good government 
should see to it that Mayor Hodges is re- 
elected.

Commenting on the 
elitorial of Thursday, one physician says 
the building needs something more than 
fumigating. It needs scrubbing from top 
to bottom. He would go further, and 
burn all the books, pencils, etc., in use. 
He thoroughly c ndemus the practice of 
using books aud pencils in common, and 
believes it causes the spread of con ageous 
diseases more than anything else. The 
free school book law works great injury 
as employed in Quincy. If books were 
g ven vo pupils that would be one thing, 
but to own in common and distribute and 
collect daily Gr oftener, then piss them on 
to another building, they soon become 
breeders of disease. The use of pencils in 
common is fully as dangerous, when one 
knows how common is the practice of put- 
ting them in one’s mouth. 

Greater precaution should also be taken 
in loaning books from our public library. 
Particularly when one sees one of the 
books on the bed of a scarlet fever patient, 
and families with other contageous dis- 
eases exchanging books. Borrowers of 
books should also subscribe toj the fact 
that there is no contagious disease in their 
house.

The committee reported the fo!lowing 
list, which was accepted: Jobn A. Avery 
of Ward Two, C. F. Adams, 2d, of Ward 
Three, C. C. Hearn of Ward Four, Charles 
T. Baker of Ward Five and Horatio 
Holbrook Ward Six. 

For School Cominittee, Henry C 
Hallowell, M. D. 

John Cartis, 2d, was the choice of the 
Ward Three delegation for councilman-at- 
large, but being an assessor was deemed 
ineligible for the office, and Mr. Adams 
chosen from that ward. Many of the dele- 
gates desired to present their favorites, 
despite the fact that this course would 
have lost them one of the strongest coun- 
cilmen, The opinion was that Mr. Adams 
should not be sacrificed for ward pride, 
since at the last election he polled but a 
few votes less than Mayor Hodges. 

Upon motion of Mr. Little of Ward Six 
a committee was appointed by the chair to 
acquaint Mayor Hodges of the action of 
the convention and to request his presence. 
Mr. Pattee announced that His Honor was 
indisposed and by advice of physician it 
was not thought safe for him to venture 
out last night.

PARKS AND BOULEVARDS, 


Unless the citizens of Quincy have care- 
fully studied the Acts of 1893 and 1894 
relative to the assessments to be levied by 
the commissioners upon the cities and 
towns in the Metropolitan District, few 
can be aware of the immense importance 
to Quincy of the amount to be paid by 
this city for the cost and maintenance of 
the new parks and boulevards, The tax 
upon Quivcy for this purpose, presents 
every indication of being not only an im- 
mediate one, but also fur many years in 
the future, and with our present high valu- 
ation and rate of taxation must inevitably 
prove a burden which will stagger if not 
crush us. The authority of the commis- 
sioners vests them with the power, (from 
which there's no appeal) to name the 
amount which each city and town in the 
district shal) pay toward the cost and main- 
tenance of this new system for many years 
to come, This being the case, no.effort 
should be spared to have our city ably rep- 
resented by competent council when the 
subject is heard before the commissioners 
of award. It is a matter of too much 
present aud future importance to our very 
existence as a municipality, to suffer the 
slightest neglect. Struggling as we are un- 
der a heavy debt; with taxes aad valua- 
tion both high; new school houses needed 
and many actual necessities claiming im- 
mediate attention, what shall be done if 
we are obliged to pay a large assessment 
for parks and boulevards in addition to 
losing the taxable property taken by the 
Metropolitan Park Commission? This 
problem is a most serious one for our city, 
especially in its present financial condi- 
tion and deserves the careful attention of 
every citiz¢n. It seems to me that all the 
prominent citiz+ns of Quincy should hold 
a meeting and formulate some comprehen- 
sive plan having for its object the accuma- 
lation of evidénce in behalf of the city 
and is proper arrangement for presenta- 
tion at tbe appointed time. There is no 
manner of doubt but what the admiuis- 
tration and legal officers of the city would 
welcome such a meeting and would feel en- 
couraged to know that the citizens of 
Quincy took an interest in the ma ter and 
were ready and willing to aid them in 
every way. I trust the Parrior and 
LEDGER will both agitate this subject and 
impress upon the people its great impor- 
tance. Certainly our representatives to 
the next Legislature should see that no 
further appropriations are made for parks 
and boulevards for which the people at 
present can ill afford to pay. Economy in 
public expenditure of money must be 
made to keep the same level which most of 
the people are at present obliged to keep in 
their private expenditures. 

POLITICS. 

Now that the caucuses and conventions 
have all been held, and only the election 
remains to determine who shall ba our 
officers for the ensuing year, a resume of 
the situation may be of interest. From 
the start the political campaign has been 
an interesting and instructive one. Oa 
the Republican side, no sooner did Mr, 
Thompson appear to be the leading candi- 
date, than came his letter of declination. 
It was a surprise to many, but not to June 
who knew long ago that Mr. Thomspon 
would not be allowed to receive the nomin- 
ation. To his credit, be it said, he was 
not the pliable man wanted for the oc- 
casion, and he chose wisely when he with- 
drew from the scramble. Notwithstand- 
ing the many insinuations as to his prob’ 
able weakness at the polls, he would have 
been the strongest candidate the party 
could have nominated. His long service 
in the City Council; his integrity and busi- 
ness ability, would have given him a much 
larger vote tbis year than he received last 
year, because he would not have had the 
old City hall ring to carry. That defeated 
him last year but would not have been a 
factor this. ‘‘Why did Mr. Thompson 
feel called upon to decline the nomina- 
tion ?’’ is a question often heard upon our 
streets ever since his open letter. Was he 
practically forced out by others interested 
in securing the nomination of a more plia- 
ble man? The contest between Messrs. 
Bass and Moxon for the position of 
President of the Council of 1894, was 
again renewed for the nomination for 
Mayor and resulted in the defeat of Mr. 
Bass who felt sure of being successful up 
to the moment of his defeat. The Demo- 
crats nominated Mr. Hodges by acclama- 
tion, which fact, considering all the cir- 
cumstances, ought to alarm Mr. Hodges 
in the most positive way. What are the 
prospects of the two candidates for success 
and what elements will enter into the con- 
test? So far as Mr. Moxon is concerned, 
I consider him to be the weakest candidate 
(except Mr, Holden ) that the party could 
have selected. Oae act of his while a mem- 
ber of the City Council will not soon be 
forgotten by the citizens; I refer to his 
drawing from the city treasurer the sum of 
$600.00 for school house plans. Not only 
was this, in my opinion, contrary to all 
law, but what is of far more importance, 
it was entirely antagonistic to any sort of 
a sound public policy, and if Councilman 
Moxon could get his hand into the Treas- 
ury, what might be the opportunities of 
Mayor Moxon with the same estimate of 
his privileges as a public servant ? Again, 
Mr. Moxon will meet with much opposi- 
tion from those who think that from the 
date of his becoming a naturalized citizen 
to that of his receiving the nomination for 
mayor, embraces too short a period to en- 
title him to be chief executor of a city 
within whose borders are so many able men 
who have guided and guarded its interests 
for so many years. These facts together 
with the one that the city debt reached 
such large proportions while he was chair- 
man of the finance committee, will mili- 
tate against him. In his favor will be his 
long service in the City Council and bis 
consistent support of anything bearing a 
Republican label. 

Mr. Hodges in order to be elected, must 
receive from three hundred to four hun- 
dred Republican votes. He need not, un- 
less he so wishes, be either flattered or de- 
ceived by the unanimous nomination he 
received. The outbursts in the Ward Three 
and Four caucuses are sure indications of 
discontent in his party. 

Every politician knows there is quite a 
serious defection in the Democratic party 
which will be manifested at the polls. 
While it is true that many of the so-called 
Democrats who are opposing him have 
voted the Republican ticket in previous 
years and will therefore be no loss to his 
vote, still there are many more of the 
party who feel that, as Mayor, he has not 
given proper recognition to a certain class 
of Democrats, and these votes will bea 
loss which Mr. Hodges cannot afford this 
year. There is yet time for him to patch 
up party differences and upon bis success 
in this line his election will in a manner 
depend. There is scarcely any criticism 
of his administration apart from two or 
three appointments and he will find his 
friends to be his greatest enemies. Next 
Saturday’s Parrior will be time enough 
for predictions after carefully looking over 
the ground.

Coddington School Closed. 


Four new cases of diphtheria have ap- 
peared in Coddington school district and 
to prevent a further spread of the disease 
the Board of Health and School Com- 
mittee held a conference and decided that 
it was best to close the building for an 
indefinite period. 

The first appearance in the school of the 
disease was some weeks ago when one of 
the teachers was taken with it and left the 
school. Although at that time the attend- 
ing physician stated that it had not de- 
veloped enough to admit of its being com- 
municated to the pupils under her charge. 

However, since that time there have 
been several cases and one fatal, and it is 
now reported that several are sick with 
it. 

Itis not thought that the disease has 
assumed a magnitude to be called an 
epidemic, but it was thought advisable 
that the school should be closed. 


Thieving Checked. 


Last summer there were numerous 
breaks reported among the stone sheds and 
partially finished houses, and quantities of 
tools were stolen. After considerable 
hard and persistent work Chief of Police 
Hayden succeeded in running down July 
18, an Italian who answered to the name 
of Antonio Musucci, and the recovery of 
much of the stolen property which reflected 
great credit upon Chief Hayden and his 
corps of officers. Musuccl was held for the 
grand jury before whom he was convicted 
on six events and sentenced by two courts 
to two years inthe House of Correction 
where he now is. It has been a notable 
fact that this kind of thievery ceased upon 
apprehension of Musucci.

Councilman L. S, Anderson, although 
personally for Councilman Moxon, pre- 
sented by request the name of Councilman 
John O. Holden, 

Ex-Councilman Read had the honor of 
presenting the successful nominee, Stephen 
O. Moxon, and he did it in good shape. 
He was a man well known throughout the 
city; a recognized leader of the Republican 
party; an able defender of the city’s best 
interests; a candidate who will poll a 
large vote; respected and faithfu'; a large 
contractor who stood well with labor, and 
had never had a strike or allowed a weekly 
pay May to pass; a bard worker in the City 
Council for four years, for two as chairman 
of the Finance Committee; who was un- 
surpassed as a debater; a gentleman who 
isentitled to your consideration and sup- 
port, 

Ccuscilman Johnson seconded the 
nomination of Councilman Moxon in a 
vigorous speecb, which was bis greatest 
effort. Mr. Moxon was a thorough Re- 
publican; a defender of Republican princi- 
ples. I bave no sympathy with Indepen- 
dents who affiliate with Democrats. A 
non-partisan government was established 
by the Republicans upon the change from 
a town to a city and was contipued five 
years, but the Democrats had overthrown 
it, and we now have Democratic rule, It 
was important to have a man with ex- 
perience in Council in the executive chair. 
Who defended Repub‘ican principles dur- 
ing the administration of Mayor Fairbanks 
but Councilman Moxou?

A committee of three consisting of 
Luther S. Anderson, Harry W. Reed and 
Lester M. Pratt were appointed to escort

Social Problems. 

The Quincy Literary Society held its 
weekly meeting in Doble’s hall on the 
evening of Nov. 16, the president Dr, R. 
McLennan in the chair. 

The regular business scheduled on the 
syllabus was of a reading nature, but as 
one of the important contributions to “* the 
Magazine’? had been crowded out the 
previous week, it was decided to make it 
the principal feature of the evening. 

The paper, which was entitled ‘Social 
Problems” offered infinite scope for dis- 
cussion. Without attempting to minutely 
consider any of the social questions 
touched upon, the writer condenses an 
enormous amount of material into small 
compass. 

The effect of trade unionism upon labor 
difficulties, the relative merits of socialists 
and anarchistic tendencies, free trade or 
protection, the immigration outlook, the 
ethical tenets of political economy, were 
all more or less effectively treated. 

The history of all labor troubles has 
proved, it said, that political economists 
bave done nothing for the working class 
except through the formula of the heartless 
law of supply and demand. Before the 
passage of extreme protection, we had no 
idea that our neighbors were enemies but 
only a part of the present collective system. 
Witness however the petition sent around 
lately to prevent stone being taken from 
Braintree to decorate our High school, and 
the still more recent illustration in New 
York, where a law bas been passed provid- 
ing that all stone cutting destined for 
public buildings must be done within its 
own borders. In both cases the same 
pleas and arguments are used for the 
protection of home industries that are 
urged between nations, and yet from an 
industrial standpoint, the result is detri- 
mental alike to the imposers and to those 
against whom the law is directed. 

The art of making yourself rich in the 
ordinary mercantile economists sense, is 
the art of keeping your neighbor poor. 
The true meaning of political economy is 
the balance of justice. Labor has no 
right to demand more than a business can 
pay, neither is it right for an employer to 
pay less than what is just. 

The doctrine of sovialism is very 
plausible, and its exponents claim it to be 
the only solu'ion to the labor problem. If 
it were possible to carry its theories into 
practice it might cure some of the present 
evils, but it would at the same time create 
entirely new ones. If the great labor 
problem is ever to be settled, it will have 
to be by methods that appeal to man’s 
reason, and which are guided by moral 
principle and bumanity. 

In the discussion that succeeded the 
reading of the paper, the sentiment was 
almost general that the writer had opened 
up subjects of such a variety, that adequate 
treatment was impossible. Any single one 
of the themes touched, would have itself 
formed the text for a complete evening’s 
discussion. 

Notwithstanding its illimitable scope, 
however, the interest centred itself around 
one or two of the points suggested. 
Among the numerous “ isms’? commended 
and condemned in turn by the various 
speakers, there was a common position 
realized by all; that economical problems 
demand earnest and conscientious study. 
That no schoo) of political philosophy or 
science has such a monopoly of virtue that 
its conclusions are self evident truisms. 
It was felt that out of the chaos of ideas 
now entertained, truth would eventually 
overcome error. That order would finally 
supercede disorder, aud a reiga of law be 
established wholly founded upon the eternal 
principles of justice and morality. 

This Friday night an essay upon the 
“Lights and shadows of modern civiliza- 
tion,” will be given by Mr. Archibald A. 
Grassick.

Washington Monument. 


The New England Magazine for Novem- 
ber illustrates the grand equestrian monu- 
ment to Washington which stands in the 
Boston Public Garden. The pedes‘al is 
of Quincy granite and was cut by the 
Granite Railway Compapy. ‘The New 
England Magazine says of it: 

We owe the Washington statue to the 
unselfish efforts of the artists of Boston, 
who, in 1859, started the movement and 
chose the committee and signed an appeal 
to the public for funds. Ball had already 
modeled a sketch of the work, half the 
size of life, and this the artists approved 
unanimously. The statute, which has a 
very favorable location in the Public 
Garden, was erected in 1869. It cost 
exactly $42,442.28. Of this sum a great 
fair held in 1859 supplied $10,984.03 ; the 
donations of friends came to a total of 
$12,875; a surplus of $5,000 was con- 
tributed by the committee on the Edward 
Everett statue; the city appropriated 
$10,000 ; and the accrued interest on the 
fund amounted to $3,583.25, making the 
grand total over $42,000. 

The dimensions of the monument are as 
follows: The pedestal, of Quincy granite, 
designed by Hammat Billings, is fifteen 
feet long, seven feet six inches wide, and 
eighteen feet high. The ends are round- 
ing. Of the statue itself, which is bronze 
and which weighs one thousand pounds, 
the extreme length is sixteen feet, height 
sixteen feet, height of the figure of Wash- 
ington alone twelve feet, of the plinth thir- 
teen and one half inches ; the total height 
of the monument is therefore about thirty- 
five feet. 

This is the only equestrian statue in Bos- 
ton, It has a grand air, and the impres- 
sion that it makes is gallant and romantic. 
In the pose there is life enough, but it es- 
capes the imputation of violence. The ap- 
parent relation between the horse and the 
man is gcod, in scale, movement and 
balance. The conception is heroic, ro- 
mantic and picturesque, rather than realis- 
tic. There are some weak spots in the 
modelling, ** holes,’’ such as are not seen 
in the works of the first masters; but the 
whole composition, as one walks around 
it and surveys it from different points of 
view, offers so much that is spirited and 
attracltive—if somewhat conventional—that 
it may fairly be classed among the four 
best statues in Boston, the other three 
being the Franklin by Greenough, the Gar- 
rison by Warner, and the Farragut by 
Kitson, 

Ball's equestrian Washington is a lively 
embodiment of the idealized Pater patric 
of the school histories and the reading 
books,—nuble, g:ave, remote and a trifle 
stilted. The horse partakes of his master’s 
characteristics. Fully aware that he bears 


no ordinary rider, he may be said to lift 
his foot with a visible sense of historic 


dignity.

Usesix pounds 
of flour, three and one-half pounds each of | 
butter and sugar, three pints of milk, six| 
eggs, four pounds of raisins, one-ba!f pound 
of citron, one ounce of mace, four nut- 
megs. Stir butter and sugar to a froth. | 
Boil the milk and turn in the wine, three 
gills ; put the curds and whey warm, but! 
not hot, into the flour; then add the eggs 
well beaten, on@-half pint of yeast and one- 
third of the beaten butter and sugar. Let 
it rise until very light and then add the 
remainder of the butter and sugar and let 
itrise again. When light put in the spices 
and fruit, Bake ina not very hot oven. 
Save a plateful of flour for dredging the 
fruit. Begin it directly after dinner. For 
the yeast, dissolve a compressed yeast cake | 
in the half-pint of milk. Lt will make 
seven loaves. 


FEATHER CAKE. One tablespoonful of

Messrs. Harlow, Gordon and Sheaban 
were appointed a committee to prepare the 
annual report of the board. 

The matter of diphtheria then came up 
for consideration. 

Dr. Gordon in speaking of the disease 
said: “‘If the board takes proper precaa- 
tion to prevent the re-entering of pupils 
from houses where the disease has been, 
until all danger of contagion is passed 
there would be no need of closing the 
schools, The disease usually shows itself 
in three days after exposure and in a week 
the liability of the disease to spread and of 
our having an epidemic will be known.” 

The board then in view of the alarm that 
had been created, voted to close the schools 
this morning unti] Wednesday Dec. 5, un- 
less otherwise ordered. 

The board also voted that no scholar be 
permitted to take any book from the 
schools for the balance of the year. 

The board then adjourned until next 
Tuesday evening, when if neccessary, 
further action will be taken to keep the 
schools closed. 


Squantum Hearing. 


A hearing was given in the Aldermanic 
Chamber, Tuesday by the joint special 
committee of the City Council on the an- 
nexation of Squantum to the city of Bos- 
ton. Alderman Sanford presided. The 
committee was half an hour late in coming 
together. The first witness in opposition 
was A. T. Stearns of Dorchester, who said 
his main objection was that it would re- 
quire the building of a bridge and streets, 
which would entail an enormous expense 
for the benefit of property specniators in 
Squantum, which would have to be paid 
for by the city of Boston. Witness said 
that he did not own property in Squantum, 
and he was not aware that the State would 
assume the expense of the bridge. 

Representative Tuttle of Dorchester said 
that the scheme for the State to build a 
bridge was urged by a land improvement 
company, which secured its passage 
through the Legislature. The Money ex- 
pended by Boston on streets in Squantum 
was made necessary by the sewerage sys- 
tem. The city of Quincy does not want 
to lose its property. The annexation 
would impose upon Boston the necessity 
for providing extra school room which is 
not near large enough now. A bridge will 
cost $300,000. If it was the question of 
annexing Quincy, that would be another 
thing ; but Squantum would be a detri- 
ment to Boston in every respect. When- 
ever a scheme of this kind comes up, it is 
pretty safe to assume that somebody wants 
to improve their property at the expense of 
the public. 

Mr. Mcxon of Quincy said he could see 
no good reason why this land should be 
taken from Quincy. It is valuable to 
Quincy because it is a part of its territory. 
It would be a detriment to Boston, 

This closed the testimony of the remon- 
strants,

I would suggest as a further remedy for 
our unfortunate fioancial condition, that 
the city charter be so amended as to pro 
vide that all councilmen shall be elected at 
large. In the wards where the most dap- 
gerous elements exist, councilmen are 
elected who will serve the rabble. Stringent 
measures must be adopted in order to place 
incompetency in a straight jicket. As the 
matter now stands, every political tramp 
desires to pose as the lion of his own ward, 
while he makes an ass of himself with the 
genera! public, 

Official Incumpetency. 


The existing condition of our muaici- 
pality fills one with regret that the good 
old town meeting system has been sup- 
planted. In those days an attempt at 
political jobbery could be easily detected 
and suppressed, but now the City Council 
knows beforehand the attitude of all its 
members on important measures which 
will come up for action, so that they can 
trade votes in such a manuer as to per 
petuate themselves in office at the expense 
of their suffsring constituents. I believe 
that a competent Council would not have 
foisted upon us the extravagant abortion 
called a brick schoolhouse at West Quincy. 
It is a monument of folly to all who have 
shared in the responsibility for its erection 
from the architect down to the hod carrier. 
What a comf@rt ft would be to those who 
are compelled to gaz3 upon the structure 
daily, if, like the chameleon, it could 
change its spots. I cannot refrain from 
also alluding to our High school building, 
the granite trimmings of which provoked 
so great a controversy in the Couucil that 
the result of that sanguinary contest is 
apparent to all who view the edifice. If 
the tower, called a fire escape, had»been 
placed in the rear, its utility would not 
have been lessened and the purposes of 
ornamentation greatly enhanced thereby. 
Most of our public buildings which have 
recently been erected are startling me- 
morials of political blundering and ex- 
travagance, and som? measures should be 
taken torelieve the city from a repetition 
of such nonsense. 

A Blunder. 

The most glaring mistake of Mr. Hodges 
administration was the displacement of 
Mr. Ewell, one of the most efficient com- 
missioners of public works who ever served 
in that capacity, and appointing to the 
position a man who, having sufficient 


tion, should not have undertaken the 
management of city affairs. No man 
should be appointed to an office which 
commands a yearly salary of $2000 unless 
he can devote his whole time to its duties. 
The expenditures for our highways during 
the past year have been excessive, and I 
feel sure that you will agree with me that 
their present deplorable condition has not 
been equalled at this season. I have 
always been a cheerful taxpayer, but when I 
see how recklessly the city’s income has 
been squandered, I must protest against 
the election of officials who are responsible 
for such wanton use of the taxpayer's 
money.

OUR CITY CHARTER. 


Wherein the Present Executive Has Openly ] 
Disregarded It in Several Instances, 


Mayor Hodges said in his inaugural 
message, ‘* It bas been said that one of the 
strong points of our charter is, that we 
can see where the responsibility lies if the | 
business is not properly conducted and 
that the executive and the legislative 
branches are entirely independent of each 
other.” Let us see how that opinion is 
carried out and the charter obeyed. 

The City Council accepted certain plans 
for a Hose house in Ward Two and passed 
an order authorizing a loan, te bave the 
Hose house built according to said plans. 
This order was approved by Mayor Fair- 
banks and so became a law, but Mayor 
Hodges when he commenced to build, 
disregarded the order and the plans and 
made many changes and alterations to suit 
himself, If he desired any changes, was it 
not his duty to go to the City Council and 
obtain permission of the legislative body 
that passed the order? Why should the 
Mayor assume the right to do as he pleaser. 

The same course was pursued in building 
the Hose house in Ward Four; the plans 
disregarded and changes made to suit him- ; 
self. 

The citizene knew full well, that the | 
Mayor is the executive, and only carries 
out the orders of the City Council, and is it 
not a dangerous precedent to establish 
that the Mayor takes the right to do as he 
pleases. Where does the Mayor draw the 
line? What is there to hinder him in his 
own opinion judging from his actions with 
the Hose house and High school, to pursue | 
the same course with school buildings or | 
anything else the Council orders. | 

The Mayor has not any more right to| 
change the plans of any building than any | 
other citizen has, by our charter he must 
carry out the orders of the Council and 
specific appropriations, and after the legis- 
lative branch accepts the plans and author- 
izes the loan to carry their orders through, 
the Mayor must obey that order. He can- 
not by our charter assume the rights of 
both departments, and such actions should | 
receive the condemnation of the citizens 
who believe in a business like adm inistra- 
tion according to our charter.

The Six Hundred Dollar Scare. 


The old saying that there are none so 
blind as those who will not see, applies 
with considerable force to those Demo-

Sewerage System Wanted. 


The alarming spread of diphtheria fol- 
lowed by the preemptory closing of the 
Coddington and Adams schools again calls 
the attention of the citiz2ns to the fact that 
there is one important question which af- 
fects the welfare and above all else the 
bealth of our rapidly growing city. From 

he different wards comes the call for some 
plan for a sewerage system, the lack of 
which isa menace to public health and 
which retards the growth of the city. 
Every physician in our city readily testifies 
to the great importance of the solving of 
this great problem, and every citizen knows 
the result of imperfect drainage. 

Ten years ago, 1884, a committee of sev- 
eral of our most influential citizens stated 
in their report, *‘No subject can be of more 
importance to a community than the proper 
disposal of its sewerage.’’ ‘The failure to 
provide proper drainage, places upon any 
thickly settled community the responsibili- 
ty of a considerable number of needless 
deaths every year; and one of the first 
duties of the public to each citizen, when it 
becomes impossible for private resources 
to provide proper facilities for drainage is 
to construct a public sewer.” 

In the following year, by reference to 
the Town R ports, one will find that com- 
mittees composed of prominent men studied 
the question, and all admitted that it was 
a necessity to have a system of sewerage, 
but the citizens are aware that this im- 
portant question, like many others, was 
referred to the incoming city government 
to study. 

In ex-Mayor Porter's first message to the 
City Council, in obedience to public senti- 
ment and his own knowledge of the situa- 
tion, he advised the City Council to pay 
attention to this important question, and 
the Council, after consideration, petitioned 
the Legislature for an act. 

In 91 and '92 Mayor Fairbanks referred 
at length to this important matter saying 
‘the first problem in any city is to furnish 
the citizens with a bountiful supply of 
good water, and the next problem is to 
adopt a plan to dispose of the impure and 
waste water for the protection of the pub- 
lic health.” 

The act given by the Legislature was not 
accepted by a two-tbirds vote for various 
reasons, prominent among which was the 
opinion that in certain sections the demand 
for water was more important, and also 
that the State Board did not favor the 
plan. It is well known that since the city 
took the water works that the mains have 
been extended in many directions, and the 
need of a sewerage system is more im- 
perative than ever. 

What do we find the present year? 
Mayor Hodges, as every one knows, was 
against the purchase of the water works, 
and if his opinion had prevailed this 
matter would not have been settled for 
many years, and every year would have 
added to the value of the property, and no 
extensions could have been made in any 
section, for the Water Company was not in 
a financial condition to grant the demand 
for the extension of pipes. But by a very 
large majority of the citizens, the opinion 
of the present Mayor was not sustained. 
How many of the citizens today would vote 
to give back to the company the works for 
the price it paid, and resume the old state 
of affairs. 

So in case of the sewerage question, the 
Council has not considered the question 
the present year. Why? 

Because Mayor Hodges advised it not to 
do so. Does His Honor realize the fact, 
that the duty to the public requires bim to 
study the interest of the whole city, as 
well as to his giving his time to the minor 
details, Does he not realize that if the 
City Council devised any plan, that it 
would have to go to the State Board of 
Health for advice and approval, then to 
he Legislature for an act, then to the 
people for their acceptance? Does not 
this take months and years before anything 
can be done ? 

In Mr. Moxon, the citizens have a can- 
didate who heartily believes that the 
Council should take up their work imme- 
diately. His utterances have been to that 
effect and is it pot the duty of the citizens 
to support at the polls one who will give 
time and thought to this public necessity, 
in place of saying ‘“‘ nothing should be 
done.”” The city needs a man alive to the 
interest of our growing city, one who 
studies the broad problems affecting our 
city, and would not be content to devote 
his energies simply to the mere routine of 
running himself every department. We 
need a man who can give some thought for 
the future welfare of our city, and that 
man is Stephen O. Moxon. 

Three new cases of diphtheria were re- 
ported to the Board of Health this morn- 
ing, all of which are in the Adams and 
Coddington school districts. Fortunately 
no deaths have been reported today thus 
far. The action of the School Committee 
in closing all of the school buildings 
throughout the city will be commended as 
this will serve to prevent further spread. 

There is another precaution that should 
be taken and that isin some manner to 
restrict the borrowing of books from the 
Public Library. It is well known that 
when children are out of school the num- 
ber of books borrowed from the library in- 
creases very rapidly and according to 
physicians the germs of the disease is 
frequently carried in this manner. 

Just what action it is necessary to take 
to accomplish this result is in doubt but 
certain some action should be taken imme- 


diately.

Lincoln School House Plan.

The proposals received were so largely in 
excess of the appropriation, and findiag 
after many attempts to modify the plans, 
tat the building could not be built, the 
plans were returned to the council, who 
then passed another app-opriation, which 
was vetoed by Mayor Fairbanks on the 
ground that the city could not aff rd soex- 
pensive a building. 

The public sentiment was at that time 
that $25,000 ought to build a suitable 
school building. Mr. Moxon studied out 
8 plan which would meet with this require- 
ment, and also would meet with the desire 
of the schoo! board in reference to light in 
the rooms. 

Mr. Moxon consulted frequently {with 
the schoo! board, adopting some suggestions 
from them, and the plans reccived their 
approval and also members of the commit- 
tee on pablic buildings were so well pleased 
that the plans were submitted to the 
cvuncil. During the examination of the 
plans, it was well known by members of 
the council and school board, that Mr, 
Moxon originated the plans, which con- 
tained many new f-acures in the arrange- 
ment of rooms, 

Daring the erection of the building, Mr. 
M>xon was asked to state the cost of plans 
but he replied that it wis for his interest 
not to seli the plans, but have them copy- 
rmguted, and then permit other cities to 
use tbem a. a rental, but this was opposed 
by the Mayor, who believes in the policy 
of owuing the plans, so that they could be 
used again free of any expense. 

The bill was presented by Mr. Moxon 
Dee. 1, aad after receiving an opinion from 
the City Solicitor who carefully considered 
all the questions, for it was well known 
that a certain member of the Council 
intended to raise an issue; the bill went 
through the regular form and was paid, 
being a justand legal bill, as the city had 
used the plans. 

Afterward s a committee on the part of 
Council investigated the proceedings and 
after they had reported in favor of Mr. 
Moxon, the council sustained Mr. Moxon. 
It was not decided on party lines for the 
two most prominent Democrats in the 
council, who enjoy the 1e-pect of the citi- 
zens for their work on all questions were 
in favor of Mr. Moxon, and one of them, a 
leading lawyer, and known for his inde- 
pendence and honorable action, said in 
open council, ‘*‘ After a careful consider- 
ation of all the facts, I believe that Mr. 
Moxon is entitled honestly and legally to 
his bill.”’ 

While the building was being erected, 
Mr. Moxon gave his time free of any ex- 


pense, in going to the building, and by his | 
advise and assistance in many ways, the | 


work was done thoroughly and the build- 
ing was completed for the fall term. 

Mr. Moxon presented the bill in his own 
name, not resorting to any trickery by ask- 
ing any other architect to do so, bat tooka 
straightforward course, and the bill is on 
file.

New Cases of Diphtheria.

Davgerous Blasting. 


The people who live on Kidder street and 
in that vicinity are in constant fear of 
being killed from flying rocks from a quarry 
owned by F. Hardwick & Son, and run by 
a Swedish firm. This firm evidently does 
not use precaution in blasting, for every 
time a blast is fired rocks fly about pro- 
miscuously, Nearly every day windows 
are broken, and Monday a rock landed on 
the roof of a barn near by and tore off a 
number of the shingles. Tuesday morning 
arock 6x11 inches flew through the air and 
landed several hundred feet away, and 
when it came down it struck the sink 
spout of one of Mr. Faxon’s houses and 
demolished it. The people claim that they 
have complained aboutit but it has done

Hancock Street. 


There is considerable talk of the “ awfal 
condition of Hancock street,” just now, 
from those who are always seeking some 
Opportunity to slur Mayor Hodges and 
his administration. 

This street as are a majority of the roads 
in the city is in a far better condition today 
than it was last spring when Commissioner 
Eaton took charge. Four years ago 
$40,000 was appropriated fur the rebuild- 
ing of Hancock street from Linden street 
to Neponset bridg», We all can remem- 
ber that at that time great stress was laid 
upon the fact that this was to b: a perma- 
nent road ; one that would last for twenty 
years at least, and one which, owing to the 
proposed method of construction, little or 
no repairs would be needed for several 
years. 

But in less than one year the road had 
gone to pieces, The curbing spread, the 
road went with it and large gullies were 
formed in the center. Tue next year saw 
it in a still worse condition aod when Com- 
missioner Eaton. took charge it was a dis- 
grace tothe city. With no money appro- 
priated to repair it not even enough to 
quarry aod cart the crushed stone from 
Quincy Point, he did the very wisest thing 
under the circnmstances and put on the 
gravel from the High school lot, which the 
city was obliged to remove. Thus were 
the gullies filled up, the gravel rolled down 
and the road-bed greatly improved. 

But not only on road construction were 
the grevious faults of previous years mani- 
fest. Four wooden culverts, two on Squan- 
tum street and two on Hancock street, 
were found crushed in by the weight of the 
steam roller that had been ran over them 
the year before. Nsw ones were put in 
and the drains opened up anew. Then 
again, the paving which had fallen in by 
the sinking of the road bed were covered 
over in some places with three feet of 
stone and gravel. 

It was a bad conlition of affairs that 
Commissioner Exton had to contend with, 
and Hancock street, that part which was 
rebuilt, will ever ba a stigma on our young 
city government. Compare it with that 
portion from Porter's corner to the park, 
which was built by our board of road com- 
missioners. That has been subjected to as 
heavy if not heavier teaming, and it is the 
best part of Hancock street today, after 
15 years’ wear. There was no back-bone 
to the new road. ‘The shallow cubing 
were lifted by the action of the frost the 
first winter they were put in and the whule 
road was necessarily weakened. The 
sooner that substantial repair can be made 
here the better it will be for the interest of 
the city, and the council should take some 
action before the whole road-bed is 
ruined. aA

Having confined my correspondence to 
the columns of the PArrior, except in one 
instance, I tender its editor an apology for 
having departed even for once frem its 
columns, and for venturing into another 
field. Ialso tender the editor of the Lep 
GER py sincere thanks for his kindness in 
printing my article in the lively little daily, 
especially when { notice by his editoria! 
that it was such a severe strain upon his 
sense of propriety so todo. As my stjle 
is so objectionable to him, I know he will 
gladly excuse me from troubling the Lep 
GER in the future with answers Lo questions 
addressed to me; but let silence on my 
part not be construed as any indication of 
inability to reply. Having agreed how- 
ever, to show beyond doubt that Candidate 
Stephen O. Moxon was uot entitled to 
receive $600 0@ for scnoolbouse plans, I do 
so through the columns of the PATRIOT, as 
I consider it a matter of serious imp rtance 
The amount involved in an illegal transsc- 
tion bas no bearing whatever npon the 
principal involved. Neither does the ques- 
tion as to whether or not the city made or 
lost money by Mr. Moxon furnishing the 
plans of the Lincoln schoolhcu-e, enter 
into the vital question at issue. The only 
point to be decided is, did or dit not Mr 
Moxon illegally draw from the city treasury 


the sum of $600 from an appropriation | 


made by the City Council of which he was 
a member, for kis services 
plans? If hedid not heis clear of the 
charge; if he did, the charge holds against 
him. Let the people judge! 

Now for the facts as shown by the 
records, June 22. 1891, the sum of $3500 
was appropriated for land and plans for 
Lincoln schoolhouse, and Mareh 7, 1802 
$30,000 for erection of the bnildine; M 
Moxon was a member of the Council and 
voted for bo'h appropriations. From 
first named sum the city paid 
Loring & Phipps for plans which were no 
used. Mr. Moxon then appears, and either 
voluntarily or atthe request of the Com 
missioner of Public Works, prepared a se 
of plans, which were approved by the 
Schoo! Committee and followed in the con 
structiin of the building. The structu¢ 
was finishod about Sept. 1, 1892, and no 
bill for the plauscf Mr. Moxou was pre 
sented by him until Dec. 30, 1802, when 
one for $600 appeared, was audited and 
paid to bim from tbe cily treasury, nol 
withstanding the fact that after one+ pay 
ing for the Loriog & Phipps planus, the 
City Council bad not orderea any olbers to 
be prepared or made any app:opriation to 
pay for any others. Relative to Mr. 
Moxon’s bill, two curious facts appear; it 
was not presented until the last day but 
one of the year J892 and it was not paid 
bim until too late to appear in the city 
book of 1892, viz. Feb. 28, 1893, so that the 
Council of 1892 nor that of 1893 bad any 


opportunity to inquire into its legality and | 


either stop or provide for its payment. 

By a most wise and salutary provision of 
the Public S'atutes, (chapter 205, section 
12), 1t is provided as follows: “lf a mem- 
ber of either branch of a City Council * * * * 
is personally interested either directly or in- 
directly in a contract in which the city is 


interested, and which is made by the Ciry| 


Council or by either branch thereof * * * * 
or by authority derived therefiom res 
pectively *®** he shall be puvished by a 
fine of not less than fifty nor more than 
one thousand dollars, or by such tine and 
by imprisonment not exceeding one year.” 

Let us see where Mr. Moxon st 
this matter. His receipt for the $600 reads 
as follows: ‘*Quincy, Mass , Dec. 30, 1892 
City of Quincy, To S. Moxon, Dr., For 
plans and specifications for Lincoln School, 
2 1-2 per cent. on $24,000—$6U00. Paid Feb. 
28, 1895, and signed S. O. Moxon,”’ 

This cannot be construed 
Way than as au implied contract on the 
part of the city for him vo prepare plans and 
specifications, and on his part to prepare 
them, for if there was no contract, he 
would have been obliged to ask the City 
Council to pay his bill as a matter of equity 
only, which he did not do, and the only 
other way for him to get his pay was for 
the Auditor and Treasurer to join with 
bim in considering his bill as au implied 
contract between Lim and the 
sioner of Public Works to do this work for 
the city. As the Commissioner could 
derive his authority to engage the services 
of Mr. Moxon only from the City Couueil 
of which Mr. Moxon was a member, the 
latter, by presenting a bill for his services, 
came directly in conthc: with, and | 
believe, made himself liab'e to tbe provi 
sions of the Public Statutes above quoted. 

For what purpose did the Legislature 
pass such a statute? There cau be no 
doubt it was to prevent any member of the 
legislative branch of a city 
from receiving so much as one penny in 
any way, shape or manner from any appré 


priation whch he, as a member pf the! 


It was 
passed that every cour cilman in every city

Covering the Plants. 


Plants should not be covered much be- 
fore December, as we are likely to have 
warm spells quite late in the season, and 
too early covering often weakens the 
roots. Wait until you feel certain that 
settled cold weather is at band, and then 
apply your covering. Do notsimply beap 
it over the plant, but put it about it as 
well, because roots spread out from the 
crown, and are close beneath the surface of 
the soil on all sides, though unseen, and 
these require the same protection that is 
given those immmediately beneath the 
crown. Cut away the old stalks before 
covering the plants, This enables you to 
do a neater job, and makes the garden 
more attractive in winter. Plants like the 
Pansy, whose tops donot die off, during 
the winter, should have a lighter covering 
than those whose tops die to the roots, 
A thin covering of leaves, with branches to 
hold them in place, is all that is required. 
Too many leaves, or too much litter hasa 
tendency to smother the plants beneath. 
Cover the bulb-beds to the depth of six or 
eight inches. Coarse manure can be used. 
This can also be used about other plants, 
in the place of litter, and in spring it can 
be dug in about them, enriching the soil 
sufficiently to make it unnecessary to 
apply other fertilizers. If possible, get old 
manure, as that which has not lain long 
enough to become rotten will be pretty 
sure to contain great quantities of the seeds 
of weeds. If manure lies in the yard or 
pile long enough to decompose the vitality 
of these seeds is destroyed to a great 
extent. Fresh manure should never be 
used as a covering for plants, because of its 
tendency toferment. Fermentation being 
a process involving a good deal of heat, 
the plants beneath are quite likely to be in- 
jured, because heat will excite action at a 
time when they should be in a dormant 
condition. A covering for the roots is 
advised for shrubs as well as berbaceous 
plants.

For the Patriot. 
A Curious Document. 


The following curious account for restor- 
ing a chape) was engraved in French, on a 
watch crystal in the Swiss department of 
the Vienna Exposition. The whole was 
placed on a scroll less than an inch square. 
The engraving itself is a curiosity, and the 
account goes to show the familiarity with 
which such subjects are treated in some 
countries, The copy, which I give below, 
was furnished by a friend, who took it 
himself from the watch crystal, which he 
saw during a recent visit to Europe. An 
account of a somewhat similar character 
bas been heretofore published, but the 
present one has never been printed in 
English, and it will therefore prove an 
exceedingly quaint and interesting docu- 
ment to all who may see it :

Carriage Drivers Dismissed, 


Those who attended the District Court 
last Saturday expecting to obtain a look at 
Supt. Sanborn and Officer Bailey, two of 
the imprisoned railroad officials, were dis- 
appointed. 

Constable Furnald visited Piymouth 
armed with a babeas and in the morning 
started for Quincy with the two men, 
but they only got a_ short distance 
when they torned about and went back. 
This action on the part of Mr. Sanborn 
and Mr. Bailey was on account of the fact 
that the decision that Judge Humphrey 
would probably decide against them on 
the legality of the appointment of Officer 
Bailey as a railroad police cflicer at the 
Quiucy station. 

When the cases were called in court on 
Saturday, Mr. Blackmur, counsel for the 
government, addressing the court, said : 
“These cases were brought Oct. 11, and 
the defence has required us to go into all 
technical matters which has occasioned 
several continuance. At the last hearing 
the court discussed what appeared to be an 
error in the filing of the appointment of 
Mr. Bailey asarailroad police at Quincy. 
Mr. Bailey was appointed by the selectmen 
of Mansfield and a notice of said appoint- 
ment was sent to the City Clerk at Quincy, 
but the list of names was signed by 
the clerk of the board of selectmen while 
the defence claimed it should have been 
signed by the town clerk, and on this point 
the case was continued until this morning. 
When these cases were brought Mr. San- 
born and Mr. Bailey were enjoying free- 
dom but _— since that time they 
have been placed in durance vile and 
in view of the keen feeling on the part of 
Mr. Sanborn, the railroad officials had in- 
structed him to move that these cases be 
dismissed, for even if we sustain our 
positions here the case will goto Dedham, 
which will require the taking of these men 
there two or three times, 

Mr. McAnarney had no objection to the 
men being found not guilty and discharged, 
but objected to the cases being dismissed, 
as his clients wou'd still be under a ban. 

The court said that he likened this case 
to a decision of the Supreme Court, 149 
Massachusetts page 7, which was a liquor 
nuisance brought in the Newton court, 
where before the trial was finished the case 
was nol prossed and later a new com- 
plaint was issued which covered in part the 
original case. : 

The case was carried to the Supreme 
Court where a decision that a dismissal 
was a bar to any future complaint in the 
same case, and as the court had not gone 
into the merits of this case, the court or- 
dered the case dismissed and the defend- 
ants discharged. 

According to this decision no future 
complaint can be made on the same case, 
but complaints can be issued for an offence 
of the same kind in the future, 


How to Open an Oyster. 


Hold the mollusk firmly in a cloth, in- 
sert the point of a knife neatly just before 
the edge of the upper shell, give a quick, 
decided pressure till the point is felt to 
glide along the polished newer surface of 
the under shell; force it sharply to the 
hinge, give asmart wrench rather toward 
the right hand and off comes the shell. 
Then pass the knife quickly under the 
oyster, separate the attachment, let it fall 
into the lower shell, floating in its own 
juice, lift it quickly to the lips and eat it 
before the delicate aroma has been dissi- 
pated into the atmosphere. There is as 
niuch difference between an oyster thus 
opened and eaten as between champagne 
frothing and leaping out of the silver-necked 
bottle and the same wine after it has been 
allowed to stand for six hours with the 
cork removed.—Boston Herald.

{t is said that the desire to ve a part of 
the imperial city of Boston, is a mere 
sentiment, Rather let us say that the 
imaginary line that the business men of 
Boston skip over every night to escape 
their share of the responsibility of govern- 
ing their own business community, shows a 
very great sentiment of cowardice. 

The Old Colony road is managed by 
New Haven officials; the Boston and 
Albany by N. Y. Central; the Boston and 
Maine by friends of Pullman, the American 
Express company and the New Hampshire 
brewers; the N. Y. and N. E. is not 
managed at all and the Fitchburg, although 
set up by the State, is not independent. 
How much better it would be to place all 
these prodigal sons of the people of 
Massachusetts, under a receiver for the 
Commonwealth, and .bhave them owned by 
the State. Or have all the true sons of 
Massachusetts gone West or died out ? 

Commonwealth of Massachusetts! Why 
do we continue to use the word “ Com- 
monwealth ?’’ When the Commonwealth 
was established, and for a century after- 
wards, the State was not honeycombed 
with foreign corporations; the highways, 
such as they were belonged to the people, 
so did the shipping that carried our com- 
merce, so did the water-power that run 
our factories, so did the fuel supply and 
the oil supply. It was indeed, then, a 
commonwealth of little republics, but what 
can we call it now!

Salted Almonds. 


Salted almonds are not difficult to make 
athome, After the nuts are sbelled pour 
boiling water over them and let them stand 
two or three minutes, when they blanch 
very easily; then place them on flat tins or 
dishes and put into the oven until they are 
light brown, stirring them frequently, so 
tbat they may brown evenly, and taking 
great care not to let them get too dark. 
When they are sufficiently brown remove 
them from the oven and let them get 
thoroughly cooled; then take the white of 
an egg, without beating, put it Into a large 
dish and turn the almonds into it. Stir 
until the almonds are covered with the 
egg, then spread once more upon the 
plates, and, with a fine wire strainer, 
sprinkle the salt over them evenly on botb 
sides. Use the finest table salt. Returp 
the almonds to the oven and stir them 
frequently.

Household Receipts. 


CorreEe Jetty. Soak one-half box of 
gelatine in one-half cupful of cold water. 
Make a quart of strong, clear coffee and 
strain it. Sweeten to taste with sugar, 
making it a little sweeter than would be 
desired if the coffee were to drink. Set it 
on the fire until it is boiling hot, then pour 
it at once on the gelatine. Put into wet 
moulds, This is nice served with ice-cream 
or with cream alone. 


Squasu Pre. One-half of a cupful of 
stewed squash, one-half of a tablespoonful | 
of smooth corn-starch, one-half of a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla, one pint of milk, one 
egg, one-half of a saltspoonful of salt, 
three tablespoonfuls sugar. Bake in open 
shell of pastry. 


PUMPKIN Piz. One and one-half cup- 
fuls of stewed and sifted pumpkin, one 
cupful of boiling milk, half of a cupful of 
sugar, half of a teaspoonful of salt, one 
saltspoonful of cinnamon, one egg. 


Harrison Cake, One cupful of sugar, 
one half of a cupful of butter, three eggs 
well-beaten, half a teaspoonful of soda 
Stirred in half a cupful of sour milk, two 
small cupfuls of flour. Flavor. Bake half 
an hour. 


Corn Meat Cake. Two coffee cups 
of corn meal, one of flour, one teaspoonful 
of soda, two of cream of tartar, one table- 
spoonful (scant) of salt and two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar; mix these thoroughly 
through a sifter, and make into a thin bat- 
ter with sweet milk, or milk and water ; 
bake ina pan that will give you a cake 
about two inches thick in a very hot oven. 


Potato Crogurrres. Take a pint of 
mashed boiled potatoes, add the beaten 
yolks of two eggs, half a teacup of thick 
cream, @ teaspoonful of butter, a table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley, a teaspoonful 
of salt, a dash of cayenne, and a little 
grated nutmeg. Mix, and turn into a 
frying-pan, stir over the fire until thick and 
smooth, take off, spread on a dish to cool. 
When firm form into croquettes, roll first 
in beaten egg, then in grated bread crumbs, 
and fry in boiling fat.

Placing the Plants Position. 


Most persons imagine that it is necessary 
to havea large number of plants in order 
to produce much of an effect with them. 
Such is not the case, however; it is with 
these as with many other things— 
good taste and good judgment accomplish 
wonders with a small amount of material 
In order to produce a massive effect in 
banking plants it is not 
there should be 
foliage. 
smaller 


necessary that 
a thick and solid mass of 
Place tall plants in the rear; use 
ones among them by mounting 
them on tables or small standsin such a 
manner as to make them seem to be larger 
than they are; that is, by raising them 
from the low position they would occupy 
were the pots to stand on the floor. If 
this part of the work is done carefully, the 
gaps between large plants can be filled in 
well that there will seem to be no 
“gaps.” and the effect will be one of a 
solid mass of folliage. In this way small 
plants work in effectively. Many little 
trailing plants can be disposed 
among the larger oves in such a way as to 
the pots containing the large 
plants, Aim to cover up tubs and pottery 
with greenery; this not only hides 
unsightliness, but helps to furnish that 
background of green which gives the idea 
of solid masses of foliage, and makes it

easy to display the few flowers you may 
have to use among them in the most 
effective manner. I would not advise 
using cut flowers here. I would have only 
such flowers as were borne on the plants 
used. Keep the cut flowers for use on the 
mantles and also on the tables.—Ladies’

Advice for Old People. 

The London Lancet says: Old people 
make a great mistake when they give up 
work, Many men who have made a com- 
petency in business and feel entitled to re- 
tire from active work find themselves de- 
clining in health and becoming prematurely 
old for want of occupation. In most aged 
persons the vital functions continue in 
active exercise under normal! conditions, 
but if the regularity and moderation of 
business life are departed from, trouble 
will surely fellow. On the other hand, the 
Lancet held that “‘ if in any direction it is 
allowable for competitors in the race of 
life to dispense with self control it would 
appear that they may, to a great extent, 
use this liberty with respect to physical and 
mental exertion.” In other words, we 
must not eat too much or drink too much, 
but we may study hard and take plenty 
of exercise not only without barm, but 
with the best results, and if old people 
wish to live out all the days they should 
find plenty to do for both mind and body.

To Conquer Diphtheria. 

Less subtle, but more violent and as 
deadly as consumption, and not controlled 
by the seasons or frosts, like some malarias 
or fevers, diphtheria has oftentimes be- 
come a pestilence, Of course the ravages 
of the disease have not equaled that of un- 
controlled small-pox. * Yet the discovery 
by Profs. Behreus of Berlin and Roux of 
| Paris of the magic serum, that will cure 
the dread throat disease, seems only 
less beneficial to the human race than 
the earlier finding of Dr. Jenner. 

Iu our great cities the annual list of 
deaths from diphtheria is appaling. In 
New York they amount to some 800. Ac- 
cording to the estimate of Dr. Cyrus 
| Edson cf New York, they amount to about 
| 40,000 in the country at large. The term 
as applied to the disease was first noticed 

in Massachusetts in 1858. In 1863 the 
| deaths from diphtheria and croup, which is 
always classed with it in the reports, were 
1420. In 1867 there were but 251 deaths 
from these causes. In 1876 the number 
rose to 2610, and to 2734 in 1877. During 
20 years from 1871 to 1890, the number of 
registered deaths from croup and diph- 
theria was 36,553, or 5.1 per cent. of the 
total mortality from all causes, it was 
equivalent to an annual mortality rate of 
ten in 10,000 of the living population. In 
1S0L there were 591 deaths in Massachu- 
setts, 

The immense good that some reliable 
preventive of or cure for this disease might 
do may be seen from the above figures. 
The claim of the discoverer of the diph- 
theria cure is that any case if taken within 
} 24 hours of the beginning of the attack may 
| be cured. 


The disease has long been well 
Indeed it has been known 
that a person having once had a genuine 
attack of the malady seldom cuffered a 
second time, This was the starting point 
for the investigators. What is the secret 
} action of diphtheria on the human system 
that prevents the success of its own second 
attack ? they inquired of each other, And 
} can a similar result be brought about arti- 
ficially? 

The process of cure is very simple. In- 
deed, it is so simple that many reputable 
physicians have been inclined to question 
it. ‘The theory is this, The human system 
naturally resists disease. Some property 
hostile to itis at once generated. In the 
case of diphtheria, it is ‘** anti-toxine,’’ and 
when enough of itis present the patient 
recovers. It then remained to produce 
this artificially. Itisa costly process, as 
one animal is only capable of producing a 
a small amount, and it takes several 
months to do it. 

Horses are the best animals for the pro- 
duction of the serum, but a great many of

them die, as the doses of the poison given 
them to produce the serum rapidly are 
necessarily large. And one horse will not 
yield over 150 doses in a month at best. 

France has started a department for the 
Pasteur Institute, with a subscription of 
more than $51,000. The Budget Com- 
mittee have voted 100,000 francs for a 
similar work. The Board of Health of 
| New York has asked an appropriation, and 
the Boston board has taken the prelimin- 
ary steps toward a trial of theremedy. The 
modern scientist bas been accused of 
following the example ‘Aunt Deborah,”’ 
who cut holes in her best table cloths for 
| the sake of showing her skill in darning. 
But if the scientist finds many new and 
unknown microbes, he at least finds, often- 
times, an anti-toxine for them.—Boston 
Journal, 


The Injiuence of Trifles. 

Jefferson was fond of telling a story 
which illustratesin a forcible manner the 
importance that absurdly insignificant 
matters may sometimes assume. When 
the deliberative body that gave the world the 
Declaration of Independence was in session, 
its procceedings were conducted ina hall 
close to which was situated a livery stable. 
The weather was warm, and from the 
stable came swarms of flies that lighted on 
the legs of the honorable members, and, 
biting throngh the thin silk stockings 
then in fashion, gave infinite annoyance. 
It was no uncommon sight, said Jefferson, 
toseea member making a speech with a 
large handkerchief in hand, and pausing 
at every moment to thrash the flies from 
his thinly protected calves. The opinion 
of the body was not unanimous in favor of 
the document, and under other circum- 
stances, discussion might have heen pro- 
tracted for days, if not weeks; but the flies 
were intolerable, Efforts were made to 
find another hall, free from the pests, but 
in vain.

from the flies. There were a few mild

flies as they came, the members hastened 
up to the table to sign the authentic copy 
and leave the flies in the lurch. Had it not 
been for the livery stable and its inmates, 
there is no telling when the document 
would have been completed, but it certainly 
would not have been signed on the Fourth 
of July.—New York Sun. 


A Word for Bananas. 


The banana has a high recommendation 
as an article of food because of its nutritious 
character, Ove authority announces that 
one pound of this fruit has more nutriment 
than three pounds of meal or as many 
pounds of potatoes, while as a food it is 
said to be in every sense superior to wheat 
bread. The natives of the West Indies and 
other tropical countries subsist largely 
upon them and find them, as chemists do, 
a food containing a large amount and 
variety of nutriment. A friend of the 
writer's makes them a special and ex- 
clusive article of food when he has work 
requiring considerable and particular at- 
tention and accuracy at a time when a 
regular meal and other food would weaken 
the action of the mind. He finds that the 
}banana in such case digests easily and 
makes no diminution or mental conrcen- 
tration, while, at the same time, the re- 
quired sustenance of mind and body is 
obtained.—Good Houskeeping.

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Metropolitan District. 


The Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion Thursday advertised a hearing on 
the “Greater Boston”? scheme, as it is 
familiarly known. But the commission 
has found that the greater Boston plan is 
Very unpopular—that the suburban cities 
and towns with scarcely an exception, are 
opposed to it—and they have modified 
their notice quite materially as a-reading 
will show. The Act, Chap. 446 of 1894, 
provides that the board shall investigate 
the following subject: : 

First. The advisability of establishing 
& genera] government, with limited powers, 
for the city of Boston and the surrounding 
cities and towns, generally denominated as 
the metropolitan district, allowing each 
municipality independence in local affairs 
but conferring upon the general govern- 
ment authority in matters which can be ad- 
ministered to better advantage by a general 
government, 


Second. The advisability of uniting 
such cities and towns into one municipality 
by annexing the same, or any of them, to 
the city of Boston. 


Third. The advisability of any other 
system of entire or partial union of such 
municipalities for purposes of municipal 
administration. 

Chap. 446 is ‘An Act to provide for an 
investigation of the subject of a general 
municipal administration for the city of 
Boston and adjoining municipalities.” 
The main idea of annexation is reported to 
have been abandoned but this should be 
understood at the hearing, as Quincy is 
against annexation first and last, 

As to metropolitan parks, we seem to 
have all we want and more too, They 
promise to be a burden for the next 50 
years and the big assessments were saddled 
upon the district with little regard for the 
taxpayers. 

Quincy wants a sewerage system and the 
State should help the cities and towns 
south of Boston as well as on the north. 
A metropolitan sewer would be a good 
thing, but a commission is all that is 
necessary; in fact there is probably a com- 
mission now. 

At the present time we see no need of 
placing other departments under expensive 
commissions which give the people and 
taxpayers little voice in public affairs, but 
we trust there will be a full expression pro 
and con at the hearing next Monday even- 
ing.

This is a 
private kindergarten slarted in connection 
with our favorite old Greenleaf street 
school, and Miss Arnold, of Braintree, as- 
sisted by Miss Mayhew, is teaching it.

There 
are only fifteen pupils, but there is room 
for a few more little ones. Their ages 
ranges from three to five years. 

The baby minds are awakened by most 
pleasant ways, and eyes, brains, feet and 
hands respond to many different exercises 
which follow, so the little heads are not 
allowed to get tired. For one session these 
tiny ones are happy while beginning to 
learn what will give them a good start in 
the ordinary primary grade of school. 

Pictures, blocks, balls and other things 
are used in their exercises at an age when 
the naughty little wills residing beneath 
each jacket or apron usually is lively, only 
the gentlier feelings are excited so these 
schools are very healthful. 

This schoo] room in Adams block is very 
light, adorned with plants and pretty 
things, and there are very low arm chairs 
and tables to work by. 

Braintree,where Miss Arnold taught, has 
three Kindergarden schools, supported by 
the town. Quincy that has such an army 
of children needs one, but until we can 
afford it, only a favored few can have its 
advantages. If mothers will visit this one, 
we think a larger room will soon be needed, 
it is such a charming place for the children 
to commence education in. 


Swedes to Celebrate. 


On Sunday evening the Swedes who have 
been faithful to the religion of their old 
fatherland will celebrate the 300th birth- 
day of Gustayus Adolphus, the Swedish 
king, who gave his life for Lutheranism 
and the religious freedom. He was the 
greatest of all Lutherans, and the Swedish 
Lutherans of this city do only justice to his 
memory, in celebrating his birthday in the 
Swedish stone church on Granite street, on 
Sunday evening, at 7.30. 

Gustavus Adolphus was born in the 
royal palace at Stockholm on the 9th day 
of December, 1594. The young lion of the 
North (as he grew to be called) received an 
excellent education by Johan Skytte, a 
man who had travelled for ten years over 
the known world and seen every place 
worth seeing. 

There are two stories told of him when 
he was quite a little boy that serve to show 
how fearless be was. Once his father took 
him down to Kalmar to see a fleet of war- 
ships. 

** Which of the ships does Your High- 
ness like best ?’’ an officer asked the boy. 
“That one,’’ he answered, ‘* because she 
has more guns on board than the others.” 

His nurse said to him one day when 
they were out walking: ‘You must not 
go into that wood, there are great big 
serpents there.’ 

The prince without becoming the least 
disturbed, said: ‘* Well, give me a big stick 
then; I'll soon kill them,” and he walked 
right into the wood. Afterward he treated 
all enemies in such a manner. 

When the young lion was seventeen he 
could speak seven languages. He used to 
write the funniest letters. Knowing 
languages so perfectly, he would mix into 
one letter Latin, German, French and 
Swedish, using the shortest ‘and readiest 
word iu each language that expreseed his 
thought. To decipher one of bis letters 
now is worse than the fifteen puzzle to a 
good linguist. He was taught all kinds of 
athletics naturally, for that race was the 
most vigorous and muscular in the world. 

When his father was dying, he gave his 
son this wise bit of advice, which is worth 
repeating, for itcan do as much good if 
carried out by every boy and girl as by the 
King of Sweden : * Honor thy father and 
mother; be tender to thy sisters, gracious 
vo thy inferiors, trust all men fairly, but 
not entirely, when thou hast learned to 
know them.” 

When at seventeen he was made King. 
In the great thirty years war be was the 
central figure. He died with his boots on, 
shot to death on the battlefield when a 
giorious victory was in sight. So died the 
great lion of the north, who lived and 
fought and died—all gloriously that his 
faith in God and right should become the 
faith of all men. 


Organ Recitul. 


It was a large andience that assembled 
in Christ’s church, Thursday evening, to 
listen to the organ recital at the opening of 
the new organ by Mr. Frank Wrigley, as- 
sisted by Walter Anderton, the boy 
soprano of the choir of the Church of the 
Advent, Boston. 

The organ, which was built by Cole & 
Woodberry of Boston, is a magnificent 
instrument, and as Mr. Wrigley is a master 
at his art, the recital proved to be a rare 
treat. The numbers given were so selected 
that the the full powers of the instrument 
were brought out, from the heaviest to the 
low, sweet minor notes. 

At times the instrument seemed to talk 
and some of the pathetic chords so appealed 
to the hearts of hearers that the dropping 
of a pin could be heard.

Mr. Brown’s Death. 


Mr. Sylvester Brown of Wollaston was 
struck and instantly killed by the inward 
Newport express at 5.23 o’clock Friday 
evening, Nov. 30, as he was crossing the 
track at the Wollaston station. 

Mr. Brown had been attending a school 
convention at Boston and came out on the 
4,50 Pp. M. train which reaches Wollaston 
at515. Healighted from the train, and, 
as was his wont, crossed the tracks and 
called at the post-office for his mail. 
Getting his mail he met a friend at the 
office and stopped for a short chat. He 
then started for home and had just reached 
the depot when the outward South Dux- 
bury express, No. 793, due at Wollaston at 
5.22 passed. Not stopping to think 
whether there was an inward train due 
then he stepped upon the track to cross. 
The Newport express, No. 732, due at 
Wollaston at 5.22 came suddenly upon 
him, and, before he could realize what had 
happened he was struck by the locomotive 
and instantly killed. 

Dr. Gilbert, the Medical Examiner, was 
notified and the body was removed to Fay’s 
undertaking rooms. 

The anouncement of Mr, Brown’s death 
fell like a pall over the entire city. His 
dea'h comes as a public bereavement. The 
various high offices which he held brought 
him in contact with a vast number of 
people, who learned to esteem him for his 
rare persona! qualities of mind and heart. 

He was courteous and faithful in the 
discharge of every trust committed to his 
charge. He was aman of quick and ten- 
der sympatbies and strong friendships. 
He loved his neighbor as himself, and was 
prompt and generous in promoting the 
welfare and bappiness of his pupils and his 
fellow-men of what ever rank and station. 
In this capacity he won for himself a per- 
sonal popularity that was as wide as it was 
deep and lasting. 

In public life he was intelligent, earnest 
and unselfish in bis efforts for the general 
good. He was a man of strong feelings 
and had an intense hatred of anything like 
corruption in public affairs. He detested 
sham and was in the strictest sense a plain, 
blunt man. His indefatigable industry 
was a marked trait in his character and it 
was well matched by an indomitable per- 
sistence. But above all things he wasa 
MAN, 

A BRIEF SKETCH. 


Mr. Brown was born in Bow, N. H., in 
1848. From the country district schools he 
entered Colby academy at New London, 
and graduated in 1871. The same year 
he became principal of the Dunbarton, N. 
H., bigh school. In 1872 he was appointed 
master in Manchester, N. H., and in 1876 
became principal of the Quincy school at 
Atlantic. Two years later he was trans- 
ferred to the Willard school. In 1879 he 
went to a Brookline school, but in April, 
1880, on the retirement of Col. Parker, he 
became the second superintendent of the 
Quincy schools. 

This position he filled to the entire satis 
faction of the School Committee, and his 
resignation in 1883 to accept a position in 
the Prince school, Boston, Mass., was re- 
gretted. In December of the same year he 
was elected master of the Martin school of 
Boston. From 1884 to 1891 he was a mem- 
ber of the Quincy School Committee, being 
chairman the last three years. At the 
Wollaston Republican and Democratic 
caucuses held recently, he was nominated 
to serve again on the School Committee 
for three years. The past summer he was 
the instructor of language and grammar at 
the New Hampshire Summer Institute. 

Mr. Brown was a member of the Rural 
lodge, F. & A. M. of Quincy; a member of 
Wollaston lodge, K. of H., a member of 
John Adams Council, R. A., president of 
the Wollaston Unitarian society; president 
of the Unitarian Sunday School association 
of Norfolk County and in 1893 represented 
Ward Five in the City Council. He was 
also actively inerested in land improvement 
companies at Lawrence, Worcester and 
Springfield. 

A widow and three little children survive 
him. 

TRIBUTES OF RESPECT. 

The Sunday morning service at the Wol- 
laston Unitarian church, of which the late 
Sylvester Brown was an active member, 
was beautified in its simplicity. 

The pastor, the Rev. James E. Bagley, 
omitted the sermon and in its place paid a 
touching tribrte to the deceased's life and 
character. 

At the Friday evening prayer meeting of 
the Wollaston Congregational society, the 
Rev. Edward A. Robinson and others spoke 
on the life and good works of Mr. Brown. 

Wollaston Lodge, K. of H., held a spec- 
ial meeting on Saturday evening to take 
action regarding the funeral services over 
the remains of Mr. Brown. 

The concluding session of the S0:h an- 
nual meeting of the Massachusetts 
Teachers’ Association was held Saturday 
morning in the exhibition hall of the 
English high school. 

There was very general regret expressed 
over the startling death of Sylvester Brown, 
who was killed Friday afternoon in Wol- 
laston on the tracks of the Old Colony 
road. He had been chosen by the 
nominating committee to be one of the 
vice presidents for the coming year. 

After the devotional exercises, con- 
ducted by Rey. Edward A. Horton, Presi- 
dent Bruce announced the death of Mr. 
Brown, speaking of his ability and worth, 
and appointed the following committee to 
draft suitable resolutions: H. W. Lull of 
Quincy, G. I. Aldrich of Newton and 
Charles W. Hill of Boston. 

Mr. Lull later reported for the special 
committee appointed to prepare resolutions 
on the death of Sylvester Brown. Mr. 
Lull spoke briefly of Mr. Brown’s work 
as a teacher, in sccial life, in business, 
politics and religion, He announced that 
the funeral would be on Monday at2 P. mM. 

The association adop'ed at Mr. Lull's 
suggestion, resolutions expressive of high 
opinion of Mr. Brown and of deep regret 
at his sudden death. 

MEMORIAL SERVICES AT CHURCH, 


The greatest evidence of the universal 
sorrow of Mr. Brown's death was to be 
found in the large concourse of people that 
gathered at the Unitarian church to listen 
to the memorial service on Tuesday. 

After the singing by the quartette the 
Rev. Mr, Bagley offered prayer. He then 
made a short address and read another of 
Mr. Brown's favorite poems from Whittier, 
“‘Abraham Davenport.”’ Addresses eulo- 
gistic of his character were also made by 
the Rev. Edward A. Horton ; Mr. Edwin 
P. Seaver, superintendent of the Boston 
schools ; Mr. Richard C. Humphrey of the 
Boston school committee ; Mr. E. Bentley 
Young, master of the Prince school, 
Boston ; Gen. A. P. Martin, chairman of 
the Boston Police Commission and from 
whom the Martin school was named ; and 
the Rev. Daniel Munro Wilson. 

Among the prominent educators present 
were Mr. Robert C. Metcalf, Mr. George 
H. Martin, Mr. Ellis Peterson and Mr. W. 
S. Parker, supervisors of the Boston 
schools; Mr. Augustus H. Kelley, master 
of the Lyman school; Mr. T. Henry 
Wason, master of the Brimmer school.

THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 


To but few mortals as they pass from the 
busy scenes of life are given the many 
tokens of genuine love and sorrow which 
were manifested at the obsequies of Sylves- 
ter Brown at Wollaston, Monday afternoon. 
From far and near the place was thronged 
with those who gathered to pay the last 
tribute of respect and love to the honored 
master. Oae voor little girl, not a dozen 
years of age, came ou! from Bostop, and, 
sobbing as though her heart would break, 
placed a handful of flowers upon the 
casket of the one whom she loved. 

Attended by a concourse of affectionate 
relatives and friends, many of whom are 
distinguished in the educatioual and politi- 
cal circle of the State, and replete with 
every evidence of the deep honor in which 
he was held, both by private friends and 
the public at large, the final act in the long 
career of the well-loved master was an ap- 
propriate and a noteworthy conclusion to 
the life so nobly and honorably spent. 

At two o'clock the funeral services were 
held at the house. There was a large at- 
tendence. 

The remains were encased in a casket 
covered with black broadcloth. Upon the 
silver plate was the inscription: 

SYLVESTER BROWN 
1848—1894. 

Loving hands tenderly arranged the 
flowers he so deeply loved and grouped 
them around the bier. They included a 
large bouquet of roses and lilies, and a large 
crescent and crown from the pupils of the 
Martin school; a large floral open book 
from the classes of '90 and ’91, a cross and 
crown from the class of ‘92, a mound 
from the class of ’93, a pillow from the 
class of ’94, Martin school, and an open 
book from the teachers of the Martin 
school; a wreath of ivy and roses, from 
Mr, and Mrs. Houghton of the Martin 
school; a bouquet of roses from the Prince 
school; broken column, Wollaston Unita- 
rian Parish committee; wreath of ivy, Mr. 
Brown’s Bible class; wreath of roses from 
Mr. and Mrs, Henry G. Fay; mound of 
chrysanthemum and roses from the Board 
of Managers of the Academy, of which Mr. 
Brown was a member; wreath of roses 
from Wollaston lodge, Knights of Honor; 
crescent, crown and sickle, from the Nor- 
folk Sunday School union, of which be 
was president; roses from Mrs. Brown's 
Sunday Schoo! class; mound of ferns from 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph C, Morse; roses and 
ferns from Mr. and Mrs.Chandler W. Smith, 
ferns and ivy from Mr. and Mrs. A. G 
Dargin; chrysanthemums from ‘‘The Tea- 
cups;”? roses and ferns from Mr. Mason 
and Miss Langmaid; bouquet of roses and 
violets, Mr. and Mrs. George E. Holmes; 
pa'ms and violets, Mr. William Reed; 
bouquet from a little girl; roses, palms and 
violets from different friends, 

The service at the house was brief. The 
quartette, Mrs. F. A. Page, Dr. and Mrs, 
George B. Rice and Mr. L, M. Bartlett, 
sang several beautiful selections; Rev. 
James E. Bagley read from the Psalms, 
and also Mr. Brown's favorite poem from 
Whittier, ‘‘ Eternal Goodness’; Rev. 
Daniel Munro Wilson spoke of Mr. Brown's 
noble life; the service was concluded by a 
prayer by the Rey. Edward A. Horton. 

The cortege was then formed and the re- 
mains were conveyed to the Mount Wollas- 
ton cemetery where they were met by the 
master and wardens and Rey. E. C. Butler, 
chaplain of Rural lodge, who, as the sun 
was beginning to sink behind the hills, per- 
formed the last sad rites of the Masonic 
burial. 

The pall-bearers were Mr. Chandler W. 
Smith, Mr. H. W. Lull, Mr. E. H. Sprague, 
Mr. George I. Aldrich, Mr. Frank A, Page 
and Mr. R. F. Claflin.

The subject for the evening was to be a 
lecture by the President, Dr. McLennan, 
upon “The use and abuse of alcohol, 
opiates and chloral,’’ but unfortunately, at 
the last moment it was made known that 
the genial doctor was prevented from being 
present by sickness. 

Althongh the manuscript he had pre- 
pared on the topic was considerately sent 
to the meeting, it was deemed advisable in 
view of the techincal character of the sub- 
ject to postpone its reading and discussion 
until the writer could personally submit 
his views. : 

In order to occupy the eveningin an in- 
teresting, and at the same time profitable 
manner, it was decided to resort to that nev- 
er failing standby of well regulated literary 
societies—a hat night.

Candidate Moxon put upa good fight, 
and the Republicans succeeded on Tuesday 


in reducing the majority of 361 for Mayor | 


Hodges last year to 30 this year. Mr. 
Moxon was probably the strongest man the 
party could have nominated, and the 
victory is therefore very creditable to Mr. 
Hodges. The vote of Wards One and 
Three, or Ward Three alone saved His 
Honor. Had either of these reduced the 
majority given him !ast year, he would 
ha e been laid low.

The Ward Councilmen. 


For the second time in the history of the 
city, Ward One has elected a Democrat 
to the council, Fred B. Rice, who led 
Horace F. Spear but one vote and Mr. 
Sears but 38, and all this in the face of the 
fact that an effort was made to have Re- 
publican as well as Democrats vote for 
Mr. Rice alone. 

In Ware Two the three Republican 
couacilmen elected are all new men. Mr. 
Sullivan of the present council ran 85 be- 
hind his ticket, Mr. Ford, 93, and Mr. 
Higgins, 57. 

In Ward Three one new Republican is 
elected to the Council, one ex-Republican 
member and a new Democrat, Mr. Dixon. 
Mr. Dixon ran last year but was defeated. 
Mr. Lennon, who served this ward in 1893 
and in the present Council was defeated 
by Mr. Falconer, but by 2 votes. 

Ward Four returns two of its present 
Councilmen and one new one Mr. Geary. 
The strength of the People’s Party was 
received by Daniel Hanlan whose vote was 
146. 

Ward Five elects two new Republican 
councilmen and one Republican ex-coun- 
cilman, Mr. Bryaat. Mr. Brown received 
the largest vote of any Democrat for ward 
councilman, falling but eight behind the 
head of the ticket. 

Ward Six out-did itself in electing three 
Republican councilmen. To be sure, two 
of them are new men, but as Mr. Rinn has 
had experience in this line before they will 
be all right. All of the Democratic candi- 
dates led the head of the ticket. 

The figures have been revised by the 
official returns and the number of blanks 
added, and will be found in full on the 
fourth page. 


The Daily Ledger Returns. 


The Dairy LEDGER adopted a metro- 
politan idea this year, giving the returns 
upon a blackboard. The revolving black- 
board was however an improvement and 
the large crowd which assembled was very 
much pleased with the service given. 

At5 39 the first returns were received 
and bulletined. Precinct 2 of Ward Four 
had given Hodges 175 and Moxon 164. 

The other precinct of Ward Four came 
next. At first wrong, but right a little 
later: Hodges, 220; Moxon, 108, 

Ward Four had thus given 126 majority 
for Hodges, a loss of 119. 

Then came the Quincy Point ward with 
only 110 for Hodges and 287 for Moxon, a 
further loss of 40 for Hodges. 

Ward Six followed closely and gave Mr. 
Moxon a handsome vote, changing the 
adverse majority of 65 to 107 for their 
fellow citizen; vote Hodges, 131; Moxon, 
238. 

The total now was 810 for Hodges and 
716 for Moxon with Wards Ore, Three and 
and Five to hear from. 

Ward Five came first and gave Hodges 
110; Moxon, 287, which put the latter in 
the lead by 83. 

Before this could be announced, how- 
ever, Wards One and Three came together, 
both with increased majorities for Mayor 
Hodges, and at 7.35 the DarLy LepGER 
declared Hodges elected by 39 votes, but 
the revised figures are 30. 

Then there were cheers and cheers for 
Hodges and others. 

The LEDGER continued to give the news 
announcing the Councilmen elected, etc, 

Wednesday morning the LEDGER printed 
and sold an edition of over 1000, and the 
afternoon edition was nearly 2000, 


At City Hall. 

As usual in the case of a municipal elec- 
tion in Quincy the one point of attraction 
for Republicans and Democrats was City 
Hall, for here it was that the cfficial re- 
turns were received, and from 7 o'clock 
until after the last ward had been heard 
from, the several rooms in the lower tlocr 
were thronged. During the early evening 
many rumors were flying aboutas to how 
the several wards had gone, and if the re- 
ports had been true, Mr. Hodges’ majority 
would have been way upin the hundreds 
instead of thirty. 


At Wollaston. 


The vote of Ward Five was declared at 
8:07, just 27 minutes behind last year's 
declaration. 

The total number of ballots cast this 
year, was 401, last year 401 and the year 
before 400, Althougt the registration in 
this ward has increased amazingly the 
past four years the total vote at the city 
election remains the same from year to 
year. The ward committees are evidently 
not doing their duty. They need bracing 
up. 

Hodges lost 22 and Moxon gained 16 
votes over last year’s result. 

The highest vote received by any candi- 
date was the one cast for Eugene H. 
Sprague, for Councilman-at-large, 310. It 
was a fitting compliment to a worthy man. 
Mr. Bryant came in a good second with 
301, and he was closely followed by Mr. 
Nickerson with 299, and Mr. Pinkham 
with 291. 

Dr. Hallowell lost 20 vo'es for School 
Committee-at-large by having 20 of Dr. 
Record's stickers pasted over his name. 

For School Committee from the ward 
for three years, blank spaces were left for 
the voters to fill in. Two sets of stickers 
were distributed, one having the name of 
Mrs. Blanche P. Bagley and the other 
Wellington Record. 

Some of the stickers were placed at the 
top of the ballots, others upside down 
some 20 for School Committee-at-large, 
while others were pasted on correctly, but 
not crossed as the law requires. 

The women voters cast 19 ballots for 
School Committee, but nearly all were 
invalidated because they were not crossed 
where stickers were used. 


Election Echoes. 
The returns at the Republican head-quar- 
ters were received and tabulated by Mr. 


Warren W. Adams and Mr. Wilson Marsh, 
secretary of the City Committee. Al- 


though Mr. Moxon's defeat was keenly 
felt, the happiness of the crowd at the 
overwhelming defeat of the Democratic 
candidat2s for councilmen, was unbounded. 
Candidate Moxon received the returns as 
serenely as though he had been « lected by 
}a rousing majority. Better luck the next 
time. 

Mr. Fairbanks and Mr. Moxon beth at- 
tribute the defeat to the malicious false- 
hoods that were circulated in Ward 2 on 
Tuesday that the Republican ward and 
city committee were supplying some of the 
voters of that ward with beer. They state 
most emphatically that the story was a 
contemptible falsehood circulated to catch 
Democratic votes. If that yarn had not 
been sprung when it was too late for the 
Republican ward and city committee to 
deny it, Mr. Moxon would have been 
elected by a handsome majority. 

Councilman Lennon will be obliged td 
stay at home next year. If he had saved 
the powder he exploded at the Ward Three 
caucus until after the election he might 
have been reelected. If be had exploded 
it before the caucus he would not have 
been nominated. 

It was quite a change that came over the 


faces of some of the department officials 
when it was afcertained beyond a doubt 
that Mr. Hodges had been reelected. 

The rumors afloat as to the use of liquor 
in tLe election should be investigated. No 
party deserves to succeed which counte- 
nances or encourazes its use. 

The Corn Cake club were out in full force 
Tuesday night. 

Considerable talk has been made of the 
free use of beer in Ward Two, and Couucil- 
man Johnson wishes it understood that it 
was without the sanction of the City Com- 
mittee. 

The LepGER bulletin was a feature 
much appreciated by citizens who did not 
care to face the smoke of the battle inside 
the walls of City Hall. 

Quite a falling off in the old reliable 
Democratic majority of Ward Four. 

It will be President Bass another year. 

The Republican headquarters were kept 
open Tuesday evening and several of the 
aspirants for office received their notice of 
election or defeat there. 

The picture of Mayor Hodges at City 
Hall, decorated as it now is, with flowers 
and bunting, has been photographed. 

The vote for School Committee from 
Ward Five is quite a study, and shows 
what the result might have been were 
women allowed to vote for all offices. Here 
is the vote: Wellington Record, 239; B. P.

THE ELECTION. 

The annual election having passed, a 
resume of its results and their causes may 
not prove uninteresting. How closely the 
final result was predicted by ‘‘ June” in 
your issues of last week and the week 
previous, is worthy of notice. In the 
Patriot of two weeks ago I stated that 
**Mayor Hodges would find his friends to 
be his greatest enemies ;"’ the figures from 
Wards 4and 6 clearly show this to have 
proved true, Also that “Mr. Hodges 
would need between three hundred and 
four hundred Republican votes to elect 
him ;’ the total vote shows as nearly as 
can be estimated, that he received about 
three hundred and twenty-five such votes. 
In the Patriot of last Saturday, I stated 
that Mr. Hodges would be elected, also six- 
teen Republican and seven Democratic 
councilmen. The official returns from the 
whole city show this to be true except as to 
one councilman, and a change of but two 
votes from Falconer to Lennon in Ward 3 
would have made the 16 to 7 prediction 
absolutely correct. To the Parrior then, 
belongs the credit of having predicted, 
within two votes, the practical result of the 
election of twenty-four city officers, voted 
for in six wards and selected from forty- 
nine candidates on the ballots. 

Nobody will controvert the statement 
that this election was the most exciting 
that has ever taken place in Quincy. It 
was, too, in many respects the most vicious 
and demoralizing. All lovers of good 
government (and they comprise the bulk of 
our citizens) may well pause and consider 
some of the features of last Tuesday's con- 
It is the common talk of the city 
that money and beer were freely used to 
influence votes in favor of the political 
party not usually charged with these 
methods, and not withstanding certain de- 
nials which have appeared, there is good 
reason for believing that the charge has 
some foundation. Sincerely believing that 
it cannot be possible that the party leaders 
would countenance or encourage such pro- 
ceedings, I trust they will consider it to be 
their positive duty to thoroughly investi- 
gate the charges, so freely circulated about 
the city, that disreputable means were used 
to get Democratic voters to forget their 
party allegiance and support the Republi- 
can nominee. No man who hes the inter- 
ests of the city at heart, will do otherwise 
thap condemn such a state of affairs, and 
the leading men of both parties should 
take this matter in hand and sift it to the 
bottom. As ought to be the case, the suc- 
cessful candidate was elected by a majority 
of the wards of the city. The main factors 
in Mr. Hodges’ election were, his being a 
citizen for so many years; his well known 
business ability; his successful administra- 
tion under many difficulties, and the kind 
of opposition he met in his own party. 
Mr. Moxon is to be congratulated upon the 
large vote he received, especially in 
his own ward, if the current rumors 
prove to be groundless, It is safe to say, 
that in the future, no Republican 
candidate for Mayor, wil! welcome an 
alliance which will be almost certain to 
insure his defeat. The article in the 
Monitor which was intended to, and un- 
doubtedly did, make some votes for Mr. 
Moxon, in reality made a great many for 
Mr. Hodges. Now that the election is 
settled, all good citizens will unite in wish- 
irg Mr. Hodges a successful conduct of 
public affairs, and will expect the city 
council to aid him in giving to the citizens 
a wise, economical and businesslike ad- 
ministration.

Success of Former Kector.

It has 
been the source of much of the socialism of 
those who do not realize that protection 
itself is the fruit and flower of socialism. 
Finally it has culminated in a widespread 
movement, which is strongest in those 
parts of the country which, consciously or 
unconsciously, have suffered most from 
high tariff taxes. The condition which it 
illustrated by the recent election in Georgia 
is essentially a struggle of the communism 
of poverty against the

to renew their powers of mind and body.” 

Not only the phosphorus, but the acids 
of the apple are of singular use for per- 
sons of sedentary habits, whose livers are 
apt to be too slow of action. These acids 
aid the liver in its work of eliminating 
from the body the noxious matters, which, 
if retained, would make the brain heavy 
and dull, or, in time, would 
rheumatism, jaundice, or skin eruptions, 
and other allied troubles. 

The malic acid of apples, either raw or 
cooked, will neutralize any excess of chalky 
matter 
meat, 

Ripe apples are probably the least fer- 
mentable of all fruits, except possibly the 
banana. For this reason ripe and’ sound 
apples may be eaten by most persons in even 
the hottest weather ; but even the apple is 
safest when cooked. 

We have the support of eminent medical 
authority in saying that the most healthful 
way to cook apples is to pare and core 
them, and bake in a moderate oven. If 
the apple is of a quite sour variety it may 
be necessary to add a little sugar, putting 
about saltspoonful in the hollow whence 
the core was extracted. The next best 
way to cook them is stewing. Contrary to 
common belief, apples baked in their skins 
are the least healthful of cooked apples. 
Another erroneous belief is that raw ap- 
ples are best if eaten with their skins. We 
give it on the authority of the distinguish- 
ed professor of materir medica of the New 
York College of Medicine that the skins of 
apples, whether raw or cooked, are very 
deleterious in their effects, there being in 
the skin an astringent quality which coun- 
teracts the effects of the beneficent acids of 
the fleshy parts of the fruits. ‘* Constipa- 
tion,”’ says the same Authority, *‘ is sure to 
be the result or eating apples with the 
skins. The were not made to be eaten, 
only to protect the fruit from the attacks 
of insects."” 

Dried or “evaporated”? apples are the 
most healthful of ail, for they have retained 
the best qualities of the fruit, while show- 
ing still less tendency to rapid fermenta- 
tion than the fresh fruit. Before cooking 
they should be soaked until tender and 
filled out to their natural proportions, 
which may require from eight to twelve 
hours, and then allowed to cook gently 
until done, with or without the addition of 
other flavoring to taste. No sugar should 
be added to stewed apples, whether dried 
or fresh, until the last few moments before 
removing from the fire. Or the sugar nee 
not be added until the fruit is cold.— 
Harper's Bazar.

It is 
impossible to live comfortably without 
composure of mind and there is no way 
of securing it so surely as lo spend a 
short tyme each day (and a long time is 
even better) in silence, and free from in- 
terruptions. It is soothing to tired 
nerves and strengthening to a tired mind. 
The person who does not like to be alone, 
who does not even strongly desire to be 
alone once in a while, is already on the 
highroad towards ill-health. It is the 
only way to have relief from the con- 
fusion of always being in some one’s 
presence, which will, sooner or later, 
either effect the nerves or weaken the 
mind. 

Wherever or however you live, then, 
see to it that you have at least one hour 
out of every twenty-four that you can 
call your own. Some busy people may 
at first think this is impossible; but we 
rarely find anyone who does not waste 
more than this every day, and who is not 
the worse off for the waste. The very act 
of taking this hour strengthens the will and 
adds that much to the comfort of living, 
since a weak-willed person is at the mercy 
of every thing and every person that en- 
croach upon his rights; and not the least 
of these is the right to live a healthy, 
comfortable life.—Demorest’s Magazine.

Cutting and Pruning. 


A good deal can be done now that many 
leave until spring. As soon as leaves fall, 
such shrubs as have not been praned dur- 
ing the growing season cap be put into 
satisfactory shape. In doing this be care- 
ful to discriminate as to the character of 
the shrub. Some kinds bloom early in the 
spring from buds which are formed this 
season. The lilac is an illustration. If 
you were to trim itin fall you would be 
destroying its spring crop of flowers. But 
the rose makes a growth of branch in 
spring from which its flowers are produced. 
Such plants it is safe to trimin fall. Many 
plants in the border will require attention. 
Some need division of the roots, and the 
formation of new plants from the healthiest 
portion of the younger growth. Others 
have become so matted from years of 
growth that it will be found advisable to 
remove a portion of them if no new plants 
are cared for. All should be dug about 
and manured. Old flowering stalks should 
be cut off, and all rubbish removed and 
buried or burned, By attention of this 
kind neatness can be made to prevail at all 
times of the year, and this in a measure 
makes up for lack of flowers in the garden. 
Gather up the sticks and trellises which 
have been used as supports for plants, and 
store them away for future use, Rake up 
dead leaves from the lawn and put them 
away in some corner where they will rot 
and furnish material for potting plants in 


a coming season.—Ladies’ Home Journal.

A 
blast had thrown part of the street into his 
quarry. He promised that he would re- 
locate the street and this was the plan. The 
street its entire length was in a dangerous 
condition, He was not a lawyer, jeweler 
or dry goods merchant, who could move 
their desk anywhere.

The political reputation of Quincy was 
badly smirched at the last election and 
prominent men of both parties are dis- 
gusted with the method said to have been 
employed to influence the action of voters. 
While it may be true that in years past 
similar means have been used on a small 
scale, yet this is the first time such charges 
of wholesale attempts to corrupt the voters 
have ever been made. When before in our 
history, has it been found necessary for the 
local papers to be filled with affidavits from 
prominent citizens, claiming themselves to 
be innocent of corrupt political practices 
animethods? When before, either in the 
town, or city of Quincy, has there§ ever 
been such a deep impression of something 
wrobg permeating the public mind ? 

The people are now thoroughly aroused 
on the question of clean politics for this 
city. They are indignant that there should 
be grounds for such wide-spread suspicion, 
and there is a general and well defined de- 
mand that the scandal of the last election 
shall be thoroughly investigated by a com- 
petent tribunal, and if wrong and corrup- 
tion be found, that the responsibilty there- 
for, be placed where it belongs. 

The article which appeared in the local 
Democratic paper last Saturday, contain- 
ed statements that were either true or 
false ; they were either justified by the 
facts, or else a great wrong to innocent 
men, and the only reasonable place to ex- 
pect to ascertain the truth, is before the 
courts where the penalty for perjury will 
tend to make witnesses tell the trnth. 

The proposition to leave the decision of 
the question to any one citizen, is not a 
proper one; the charges are of too serious 
a nature to be disposed of in such a man- 
ner. While every word in our affidavit 
may, in a certain sense, be true, yet it may 
evade meeting the charges made against 
the signer of it. No one expects that a 
political leader would take a sum of money 
to a bar-tender and say to him “ invest this 
money in rum or beer and take it to cer- 
tain wards in the city and use it in de- 
moralizing the voters.”” Neither would 
anyone expect money to be given out with 
instructions to buy votes, The citizens are 
not so supremely ignorant as to suppose that 
money was used by anyone in so direct 
a manner for illegitimate puposes, and 
affidavits that it was not so used, 
are not to the point andj do not 
reach the depth of the charges made. 
What the advocates of good government 
desireto know is: Who furnished the 
money which bought the beer said to have 
been so freely dispensed ? Who advocated 
the election of Mr. Moxon in an address 
delivered to the men who drank the beer? 
Why the intimacy between two Boston 
bar-tenders and a leading Republican poli- 
tician ? Who were the three prominent 
men who consulted together repeatedly and 
laid out the campaign ? What was the 
connection between these three men and a 
Boston bar-tender ? Through what agents 
and by what means was enthusiasm for 
the Republican candidate sought to be 
created among Democrats ? 

These are pertinent questions, and it is 
along this line that must come the testi- 
mony that will satisfy the public ; itis the 
circumstantial and not the direct evidence 
of corrupt methods that needs to be ex- 
amined and upon which the light of truth 
should be obtained. 

I was glad to see in the Ledger that the 
representatives of the Republican party 
have commenced to appreciate the situa- 
tion and are to engage counsel, I hope 
for the good of the public as well as for 
that of the party, they will exhaust every 
means to reach the true inwardness of this 
whole affair, for no half-way measure will 
allay or satisfy the present state of public 
opinion, 


GREATER BOSTON. 


While Senator Merrill was the only one 
to speak in favor of annexing Quincy to 
Boston, at the hearing Monday, it was 
because the chairman announced that an- 
nexation was to be eliminated from the 
discussion. There is quite a feeling in 
favor of the project, and while it is doubt- 
ful if a majority now agree to it, it is only 
a question of a few years before Quincy 
will join Boston; they are too closely con- 
nected in interests to be long kept apart.

—The finding of the Connecticut State 
Board of Health, that the prevalence of 
typhoid fever among the students of 
Wesleyan College is caused by the carriage 
of typhoid germs in the oysters supplied to 
that educational! establishment, is likely 
not only to prove an interesting stimulant 
to thorough investigation and inquiry 
everywhere in New England, but also to 
lead to further discoveries and conclu- 
sions concerning sanitary conditions along 
the seaboard, as connected with the dis- 
position of sewage matter and like 
questions, It seems that the oysters eaten 
by the students were poisoned in their beds 
by the discharge of sewerage in places 
where the foul matter was conveyed direct- 
ly over and among them. There isa little 
doubt that shell fish, and especially clams, 
in some sections of the Massachusetts 
coasts, are seriously affected by the same 
processes. The outcome of the inquiries 
thus raised will be looked for with interest.

A Hearing.

The New York Law. 

A New York dispatch to the Globe says, 
Judge Truax in the chambers of the 
supreme court gave a decision Saturday 
upholding the constitutionality of the law 
passed by the legislature last April, pro- 
viding tbat all stone of any description, 
used in state or municipal works within 
this state, or which is to be worked, dressed 
or carved for such use, shall be so worked 
dressed or carved upon the grounds where 
such works are being carried on, or within 
the boundaries of the state or within the 
boundaries of the municipality. 

He also upholds as valid another law 
passed by the last legislature that none 
but citizens of the United States shall 
be employed by the state or any muni- 
cipal corporations or by persons con- 
tracting with the state or municipality, 
and that every contract made by the 
state or municipality corporation for the 
performance of public works must comply 
with the requirements of this law. 


A Big Business. 

Some idea of the hold which the Pills- 
bury flour has gained on the people may be 
learned from the following facts, At the 
Pillsbury mills in Minneapolis in one week 
recently, 97,510 barrels of flour were milled 
in six days and now they are making at 
the rate of 130,000 barrels. The A mill of 
the same company turned out 9,551 bar- 
rels in its usual run without preparation, 
which was a record breaker. One day 243 
cars were loaded and billed out from 8.30 
A.M., to 6P.a1, which would make a 
train of flour 124 miles long.

lemon, a galtspoon of salt and a grated nut- 
meg. Moisten the whole with eight eggs, 
the yolks and whites beaten separately, 
and enough milk to form a very stiff batter. 
When all these ingredients are thoroughly 
mixed, an operation which will take the 
time and patience of several persons, pour 
into a cloth, which should be well buttered 
and floured. The best pudding cloths are 
those made out of thin uableached muslin; 
they should always be scalded with boiling 
water and wrung dry as possible before 
using. It is always well to lay the cloth, 
after it has been prepared, in a large bowl, 
and pouring the pudding batter into the 
cloth, and, holding the corners tightly to- 
gether, tie firmly with a piece of strong, 
white cord. If desired, this pudding may 
be boiled in a plain or ornamental pudding 
mould; well butter the interior, pour the 
mixture into it, cover with a sheet of good 
white note paper, tie the mould in a cloth, 
plunge it in a kettle of boiling water and let 
it boil quite fast for four hours and a half. 
Of course, some allowance must be made 
for the pudding to swell. If boiled 
in a cloth have on the range a large pot, 
three-quarters full of briskly boiling water, 
into which put your pudding, move it about 
in the water for a second or two; this may 
easily be done by keeping the corners of the 
cloth free of the boiling water for the time 
required, then cover the pot closely, and 
allow your pudding to boil steadily for four 
or five hours, being careful not to allow it 
to stop builing even for a moment, else will 
your labor have been in vain. It is well 
to keep your tea kettle boiling, that you 
may have water to add tothe potin which 
the pudding is boiling, as under no consid- 
eration must it be allowed to boil dry 
When you are ready to serve the pudding, 
remove it carefully into a large collander, 
untie the cloth, and turn the pudding ou! 
on a hot dish. It should be perfect in 
shape, and rich and dark in color. Sp-inkle 
with a little powdered sugar, stick a sprig 
of holly in the centre, and send it to the 
table with either a hard ora soft sauce. 

A Goop Sort Sauce is made by cream- 
ing together a teacupful of pulverized su- 
gar and half a cupful of fresh butter, add a 
well-beaten egg and the juice and grated 
peel of alemon, Have ready in a double 
saucepan some boiling water which bas 
been thickened with a scant teaspoonful of 
cornstarch; when thoroughly boiled add to 
this your other ingredients, and stir slowly 
until the sauce is very hot, being very 
careful not to allow it to boil. Add a little 
nutmeg. 

A De ictous Harp Sauce can be made 
by stirring to a cream one cup of fresh but- 
ter, two cups of pulverized sugar, and add 
the juice of alemon, or a couple of tea- 
spoonfuls of vanilla, and a little grated nut- 
meg. Smooth into a mould with a broad- 
bladed knife, and set away to keep cool 
until the pudding is ready to serve. 

Suear Cakes. One-half pound of pul- 
verized sugar, whites of two eggs, the 
juice of halfa lemon. Stir sugar and eggs 
very frothy, then add, on the bread board, 
so much sugar to it that it can be rolled 
out. Cutin any shape you wish,—stars, 
half-moons, rings, etec.,—after you have it 
rolled one-fourth ofan inch thick. Bake 
in cool oven to gold color. 
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MANCHESTER PUDDING. Grease a 
pudding-dish and put two cupfals of straw- 
berry jam in, covering with one quart of 
boiling milk, three fourths of a pint of 
bread crumbs, six tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
one tablespoonful of butter, three stiff eggs 
one teaspoonful of vanilla. 

German Toast. Soak slices of stale 
bread in one pint of milk, the yolks of two 
eggs, two tablespoonfuls of sugar. Fry in 
hot butter.

Causes of Corns and Bunions, 

Many persons think because the feet are 
hidden that there is no need to give them 
especial care, and neglect and abuse of 
these useful members are almost universal. 

Elasticity is imperative to grace of 
motion, and a foot crowded into a too 
narrow shoe with toes cramped and turned 
out of their natural angles cannot possibly 
afford spring and elasticity to the walk. 
For a graceful walk the toe must 
free play. A small foot is not necessarily 
a beautiful foot,

The Use of Soaps. 


Even in perfect health, the skin may be 
said to be one of the most sensitive of the 
bodily tissues, and when it is naturally 
irritable and harsh it is liable to be seriously 
affected by the simplest of external in- 
fluences, 

The skin is roughly divided into two lay- 
ers; the deeper one, or the true skin, being 
the vital portion, and for the most part 
responsible for the health of the whole 
structure; while the external layer is more 
of the nature of horn, and serves as a pro- 
tection for the tissues underneath. 

The natural function of the true skin, 
which is to excrete the perspiration, tends, 
in normal conditions, to lubricate this horny 
epidermis, as it is called, and to keep it 
always soft and somewhat moist. 

The perspiration is, in the main, com- 
posed of watery and fatty sweat, and in 
determining the suitability of any cleans- 
ing medium, it is its relation to these sub- 
stances more than anything else that we 
have to study, 

Soap, as we all know, is made by the 
action of alkalies, like potash and soda, 
upon fats. There is generally, even in the 
best of soap, a greater or less amount of 
alkali above that required to transform the 
fatinto soap, It is this free alkali that be- 
comes prejudicial to the skin, as it not only 
acts as an irritant, but combines with and 
removes the fatty sweat, By its continued 
action the skin is rendered harsh and dry. 

We may guard against the danger which 
may attend, in some cases at least, the free 
use of soap in either of two ways: By lim- 
iting ourselves to articles made by reputa- 
ble firms, or by using a soap which has an 
excess of fatty matter in its composition, 
like that known as ‘* castile.”’ 

Cheap soaps, while they may appear all 
right to the seuse of sight and smell, are 
generally perfumed highly to hide the pres- 
ence of free alkali, and their use is always 
to be discouraged.— Youths’ Companion, 


The Camphor Tree. 


While camphor was formerly produced 
in Sumatra, Borneo, and other parts of 


To keep one’s feet in good condition the 
skin and nails need careful attention. The 
feet must be frequently washed with soft 
warm water and good soap. Wherever 
there are hard growths of skin, soften by 
pressing a soapy cloth against the part 
and then peel off as many layers of the 
skin as possible. Repeat this operation 
until the parts have been cured or at least 
checked in the formation of permanent 
corns and bunions and hardened joints, 
Where the feet have a tendency to copious 
perspiration the stockings must be changed 
daily, and two pairs of walking shoes 
ought to be alternated each day. The feet 
must be lightly washed in a quart of warm 
water having a teaspoonful of listerine in 
it. This will, if continued, purify and 
correct the tendency and do away with dis- 
agreeable and fetid odors, ‘Tender feet are 


to disease, and the first symptoms of odor 
and damp stockings should be the signal 
for attention to corrective measures, 

The nails should be attended to carefully, 
Health demands carefully pushing back 
the clinging skin from the root of the nail 
with the towel in wiping the feet, and to 
save ingrowing and painful nails it is im- 
perative that the nails should kept 
carefully pared and free at the corners 
from all tendency to press 
become fixed in the nail bed. 

For the tendency to inflamed and swollen 
conditions of the feet all pressure must be 
removed, and hot water should be poured 
slowly over the feet for ten minutes at a 
time at night and in the morning, after 
which the feet should be bathed for a 
few minutes with witch hazel then 
carefully dried. 

The best remedy for corns and bunions 
is a common and simple one. After 
washing the feet at night and drying 
carefully, paint over the part to be removed 
with a solution composed of one ounce 
collodion, one dram borate of sodium, one 
scruple extract of cannabis. Continue 
this application each night for five days, 
at the end of which time layer after layer 
of the diseased tissue can be removed with- 
out difficulty and the trouble may be 
permanently cured if the cause be removed, 
—Jenness Miller Monthly.

A Model Tenement House. 


Plans are being discussed by a number 
of philanthropic people in New York for 
providing healthful and comfortable tene- 
ment houses for the poor at reasonable 
rates of rent. It is proposed to build on a 
plot of ground in Brooklyn, 75 by 208 feet, 
a huge structure six stories high, to con- 
tain 408 rooms, Several of the provisions 
for the comfort of these people will doubt- 
less prove of great value. <A central open 
court, 20 feet wide, will run from the front 
to the rear of the building, thus providing 
plenty of light and air. No rooms are to 
commu bicate, but all will be easily acces- 
sible. Frame of the building is to be con- 
structed of iron or steel, and the covering 
will consist of sheets of corrugated iron. 
The whole is to be absolutely tire-proof. 
The building will also be supplied through- 
out with the most approved sanitary 
arrangements.

the East Indies, all now known to the 
trade comes from Japan and Formosa. 
The camphor tree is a large evergreen of 
symmetrical proportions, somewhat re- 
sembling a linden. It bears a white flower, 
which ripens into a red berry. Some of the 
trees are fifteen feet in diameter and live 
toagreat age. A group of trees in the 
province of Toosa, about a century old, 
are estimated to be equivalent to about 
forty thousand pounds of crude camphor. 
The camphor is extracted from chips taken 
from the roots or from the stem near the 
root, the wood yielding about 5 per cent of 
camphor, and the root a larger proportion. 
The annual export of Japan camphor 
averages about 5,000,000 pounds. The 
forests in Japan owned by the people are 
now almost denuded of timber, but the 
government still possesses large woods of 
camphor trees, which, it is estimated, will 
maintain a full average supply of the gum 
for the next twenty-five years. Planta- 
tions of young trees are also making and 
are well taken care of, and, although 
camphor has not hitherto been extracted 
from trees less than seventy or eighty years 
old, it is expected that under the present 
intelligent management equally good 
results may be realized in twenty-five or 
thirty years. The Japanese Department 
of Forests, which has the control of these 


woods, is under good management.

The stabbing affair as South Quincy 
only shows that there are growing up iu 
our midst a crowd of boys, who if not 
checked in their present career will some | 
day help to swell the number who fil! the 
S:ate prisons of the country. | 

During the past year there have been a 
number of these young boys arraigned in 
court, and their crimes seem to form a 
kind of step ladder, running through the 
various stages such as being a stubborn 
child, larceny, setting fires, and the top 
round, bas been reached, by perbaps a 
murder, Is it any wonder then that paren's 
should ponder and say, “‘ What shall we 
do with our boys ?"’ Itis a serious ques- 
tion and one that should be carefully con- 
sidered. 

Parents now-a-days are altogether too 
easy with their boys. In many cases they 
are allowed as much freedom as though 
they were of age, and the c mmpanionship | 
into which they have been thrown nightly 
while on the streets has done much to 
bring about this change, for it is no uncom- 
mon thing to see even the smallest of boys | 
puffing a cigarette, and to hear them utter | 
oaths at the least provocation that would 
make an ordinary man blush, Yet these 
things are apparently allowed to go on 
without the least effurt to check. 

Anyone who is about the Centre can tell 
you about a young boy not over 10 or 12) 
years of age, who should be taken care of. 
He is a boy, who, instead of being at 
school, is roaming about the streets, loaf- 
ing in different places and riding on teams, 
singing songs of an obscene nature lua 
crowd of men who give their encourage- 
ment by contributing a few coppers, which 
the next moment find their way into the 
money drawers in our stores in exchange 
for tobacco or cigarettes, notwithstanding 
the 16-year law. This being so, is there 
any wonder that in all seriousness the 
question is asked: ‘What shall we do 
with our boys ?”’ 


Republican Caucus. 


Fourteen of the sixteen Republican mem- 
bere of the next City Counci! met in caucus 
Tuesday evening to nominate candidates 
for the several offices to be filled by that 
body when it organizes in January.

Hall as auditor and Harry W. Tirrell as| 
city messenger. 

Upon the ballot for City Messenger, 
Harry W. Tirrell the present incumbent 
received the full vote of the caucus. 

Mr. Bass thanked the gentlemen for the 
honor conferred upon him and hoped to 
merit the good opinion of the new as well 
as the old members. 

Mr. Bryant hoped there would be more 
meetings of this kind during the coming 
year. When important questions came up| 
they could be fought out in meetings of 
this kind rather than in the Council 
chamber, and see to it that the orders of 
the Council are carried out by the Mayor 
or impeach him. 

Mr. Bryant also criticised the action of 
the Mayorin the matter of building the 
Hcse house in Ward Two contrary to the 
order of the Council, and the Auditer for 
approving the bills. He should have 
refused to do so, and reported back to the

Nearly Fatal Quarrel. 

A school boy fight, a blow, quick to 
anger, a koife and a stab, tells the facts of 
a serious stabbing affair that occurred on 
Water street, Dec. 14, shortly after 4 P. M.

BAD ADVICE. 


Nothing which has been spoken during 
the last city campaign, contained so much 
bad advice, or enuaciated ,so pernicious a 
principle, as did the words attributed by 
the LepGER to Councilman-elect Charles 
M. Bryant at the caucus of Republicans to 
nominate the president of the Council of 
1895.

Mrs, Ann (Adams) Spear, widow of 
Alpheus Spear, and the oldest person in 
Quincy, died of old age Sunday morning, 
aged 97 years, 9 months and 12 days. 

For some time past Mrs. Spear has been 
living with her daughcer, Mrs, Abigial M. 
Newcomb,on Hancock street, and although 
having long passed the three score and ten 
mark, enjoyed life and took an active in- 
terests in the welfare of her children. Up 
to six months ago she always busied her- 
self about her knitting, but then her health 
began to fail and although she was visibly 
growing weaker, she still retained that 
mild, gentle disposition that had always 
been characteristic with her through life. 

About four weeks ago she took to her 
bed, and although she was able occasionally 
to sit up in bed, she never left it. The 
end came peacefully, the eyes that had 
looked upon the world so long, closed and 
she dropped to sleep as quietly as a little 
child, but to that sleep from which there is 
no awakening on this side of the river, 

“ And calm and peaceful is her sleep, 
Rocked in the cradle of the deep.” 

Mrs. Spear was born in Quincy, nearly 
opposite the house where she died, March 
4, 1797, and was the daughter of Micajah 
and Alice Adams, Twenty-two years later 
she was united in marriage by Rev. Peter 
Whitney, to Mr. Alpheus Spear who was 
one year her senior. 

The fruits of this union were eight 
children, three sons and five danghters, 
namely: Charles A., who married Caro- 
line A. Green; Ann M., who married 
Thomas H. Plumer; Louisa, who married 
Joseph W. Whitney; Sophia, who married 
Joseph T, Berry; Abigail M., who married 
James Newcomb; Warren W. who married 
Viana M. Moore; John M., who died un- 
married and Emily E., who married James 
N. Blake. 

Of this large family but fomar are now 
living, Mrs. Berry, Mrs. Newcomb, Warren 
W. and Mrs. Blake. There are however 14 
grandchildren and 7 great grandchildren. 

Mrs. Spear has always lived in Quincy, 
her husband being one of the founders of 
the First Universalist Society and its first 
treasurer. Mr. Spear died May 4, 1847, at 
the age of 51 years and for the past 10 
years Mrs, Spear has made her home with 
her children. She was kind hearted, and 
lived to do good, and always had a pleasant 
word for all. 

Funeral services were held from the 
residence of her daughter, Mrs. Newcomb, 
Tuesday afternoon, at 2.30 o’clock and was 
largely attended. Services were conducted 
by Rev. A. E. White, pastor of the 
Universalist church, and interment was 
at Mt. Wollaston cemetery. 


Patrick McGrath Dead, 


Mr. Patrick McGrath, a well known 
resident of Quincy, and one of the pioneer 
marble and granite manufacturers of this 
city, died on Tuesday at his residence on 
Pleasant street in bis 831 year. 

Mr. McGrath bas been able to be about 
and made trips to Boston up totwo weeks 
ago, when he was taken ill, and since that 
time he has failed rapidly, his demise being 
due principally to old age. 

Mr. McGrath was born in Ireland and 
came to this country, locating in Quincy 
where he entered into a business co-part- 
nership in 1854 with Charles and Chester 
Mitchell for the manufacture of marble 
and granite monuments, 

Mr. McGrath had charge of the marble 
branch, which was the first and only mar- 
ble industry in Quincy. One of Mr. Me- 
Grath’s first pieces of work was the gran- 
ite arch over the entrance to Mt. Wolla:- 
ton cemetery, which stands today as a last- 
ing monument to his memory. 

Later he withdrew from the firm and 
entered the marble business alone; still 
later taking his sons Henry and James in- 
to business with him, under the firm name 
of McGrath & Sons. 

Eighteen years ago he withdrew from 
active business and the firm is now carried 
on under the style of McGrath Bros. 

Gradually the firm has worked into the 
granite part of the business and is today 
one of the largest firms in the city. 

The deceased leaves a widow, three sons 
and two daughters; one of the latter being 
Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Blake, wife of Dr. 
Jobn G. Blake, and a well known literary 
writer. 

Funeral services were held Thursday 
and were strictly private.

Magazine Night. 


The weekly meeting of the Quincy Li'er- 
ary Society was held in Doble’s building 
on Friday, Dec. 14, the vice president, Mr.

The regular business was the reading of 
the articles contributed to the monthly 


magazines and their consideration by the | 


members. 

The first one read by the editor was upon 
the familiar domestic theme, ‘* Home life.” 

Toa considerable extent, observed the 
writer, home is what me make it. It may 
be a place for meals, or a shelter for the 
night, but if so, the fault is with those who 
make it such. In our large cities, the fa- 
cilities that are offered for youog married 
people in the way of family hotels and 
furnished rooms are temptingly great. 

The worst effsct of such a mode of liv- 
ing is in the rearing of children. There is 
none of that domestic privacy and parental 
oversight, without which home life in its 
truest and best sense is a mockery. When 
children prefer outside society to that of 
home there is generally something wrong 
Parents should never be too old to p'ay 
with their children, When the home is 
made cheerful with music, and instructive 
with entertaining books such as children 
can understand, itis a glorious harbor of 
refuge, to which the mind in after years 
can look back with intinite pride and satis- 
faction. In the criticism that followed the 
reading of the paper, the sentiments of the 
writer were sincerely approved. In the 
hurry and bustle of modern life, it is well 
sometimes to be reminded of the incom- 
parab‘e pleasures of home; to realize the 
obligations and responsibilities that accrue 
to home life, and the far reaching effect 
that its training has upon individual and 
national development, The inspirations 
that such a subject as home life suggests, 
are fraught with the most tender and pur- 
est ideals of life. 

The next contribution submitted was of 
a poetical character. The new applicant 
for lyrical honors chose for his title the 
somewhat unpoetical heading of ‘ Profit 
and Loss.”” The mercantile nature of the 
production was perhaps affected by the 
visions of trade methods and shady com- 
mercial transaction which the opening 
appellation suggested, as the verses were 
thought to smack too much of the vague- 
ness and uncertainty that characterize the 
modern stock market, to be readily ap- 
preciated. Hopes were expressed how- 
ever, that an opportunity for more extended 
examination would be afforded than was 
possible at one casual reading, and the 
editor was instructed to request the anony- 
mous bard to allow it to be published, so 
as to grant members and others fuller 
privileges of mental disscction. 

The last and most discussive paper of 
the evening was upon the philsophy of 
pain, a question that has been provocative 
of more diverse debate, during the cen- 
turies than almost any other subj-c’,

An important and interesting trade-mark 
suit, which bas been before the courts for 
some time, has recently reached a decision 
in the United States Circuit Court for the 
Southern District of New York, Judge 
Townsend presiding. 

The decision was in favor of the proprie- 
tors of Cottolene, a well known and high 
prised substitute for lard, by many of the 
ladies in Quincy. 

It seems to be the law that when manu- 
facturers have educated the public to ask 
for a certain article by its trade-mark 
name, they have acquired the right to in- 
sist that products manufactured by others 
shall not be given to the public under that 
name. Itis just that it should be so for 
the benefit derived from such name can 
only be obtained by faithfal service in 
furnishing articles of recogn'z+d v«lue.

This, while a common practice, 
is by no means a wise one. The air is full 
of floating disease germs, especially the air 
of cities and towns, and an injury of this 
sort, be it ever so slight, might furnish ex- 
cellent breeding ground for some deadly 
bacteria. Itis a good plan always to keepa

—_=vkegTT | ine, and frequently touch all bruises or sore 
spots with it. This is one of the most con- 
venient and effective germicides imaginable. 
It is said by excellent medica) authority 
that either this preparation or listerine 
would prevent half of the contagious dis- 
eases that afflict the country. It is believed 
that many cases of fever and other serious 
ailments can be contracted by a floating 
germ coming in contact with the abraded 
skin. Once snugly lodged in this most con- 
genial dwelling place, the germ multiplies 
with amazing rapidity and soon overturns 
the entire system. Therefore, whenever 
there is a bruise or scratch or any injury of 
this sort, germicidal applications should be 
at once resorted to. Some physicians 
recommend the use of court plaster, but this 
is rank poison to so many people that its 
general use can scarcely be commended.— 
Ledger.

Christmas Candies. 


Burrer-Scorcu. Good butter-scotch i: 
as rare as it issimply made, Here is an 
infallible receipt: Boil without stirring two 
cups of sugar, butter the size of an egg, 
and two tablespoonsfuls of water, until the 
mixture hardens and crisps when dropped 
from a spoon into cold water. Remove 
from the fire and pour on buttered plates 
to cool, 


PEPPERMINT CREAMS, Boil together, 
without stirring, two cups of sugar and 
half a cup of water. When thick enough 
to spin a thread remove the tin toa basin 
of cold water and beat the mixture rapidly 
g@util it becomes of a white, creamy con- 
sistency. Flavor with peppermint, and 
squeeze through a pastry tube into quarter- 
dollar sized drops on waxed paper. 


ALMOND NouGat. Blanch a pound of 
sweet almonds and when cool cut in 
small pieces, Melt over a good fire, in a 
porcelain-lined vessel, one pound of fine 
white sugar with two tablespoonfuls of 
water, stirring with a wooden spoon con- 
tinually. When melted, add the chopped 
almonds to the syrup and stir for five 
minutes; take from the fire and add a little 
grated lemon rind. Place a well-oiled flat 
pan on the range in a warm but not too 
hot place. Pour the almonds and sugar 
into the mould. When brown, remove 
from the fire, turn out of the mould, cut 
into cubes and wrap in oiled paper. 


Butter Scorcu (very rich). One pound 
of sugar, one-fourth of a pound of butter, 
one gill of water, cream, butter and sugar 
together, add water and boil till ready to 
mould. 


Ick Cream Canpy. Three pints of 
sugar, three-fourths of a pint of water, one 
teaspoonful of cream of tartar, boil till it 
ropes, remove from the fire and stir in any 
seasoning you wish and pull till white, 


CREAMED Nuts. Form the fondant in- 
to balls, and place upon each shape a half 
kernal of shellbark (on one side only or on 
both), firmly pressing them in until they 
are retained by the edges of the bonbon. 

Cocoanut Batts, Grate a large nut 
and place in a cool place, then take one 
pound of granulated sugar, add to it a gill 
of water, place over the fire and boil till it 
is about to candy, remove at once and stir 
in the cocoanut. Let it cool, then make in 
balls the size of a small peach, put these on 
dishes to form, turning often till they 
harden, Divide the mixture and color one- 
half pink. These bon-bons are very orna- 
mental on a supper or dinner table and 
also on Christmas trees, 


CARAMEL, Three pounds of sugar, one- 
half of a pound of chocolate, one-fourth of 
a pound of butter, one cupful of cream or 
milk. Wanilla to taste. Cut or scrape the 
chocolate, put it with the other ingredients 
named above in a saucepan, with the ex- 
ception of seasoning. Boil from ten to 
fifteen minutes, remove from the stove and 
beat well for as long a time as your strength 
permits, return to the fire and boil till 
thick enough to mould. Have ready 
caramel pans already greased, pour in after 
seasoning, when sufficiently hard make in 
squares, 

Outp FasuionepD Wannur TaArFry 
Take one quart of black molasses, put on 
to boil, when hot drop in a Jump of butter, 
(teaspoonful,) try constantly if done, in 
cold water. When nearly done have one- 
half pint of walnut kernels stirred in and 
pour out on a large well-buttered dish, 
When nearly firm take a knife and divide 
off in two-inch squares, and set ina cold 
place, 

OLp-FasHioNeD MoLAsses CANDY.— 
One pint of the best New Orleans molasses 
and one pint of yellow sugar. Boil briskly 
for a few moments, then stir in one and a 
balf or two ounces of the best butter cut 
into bits. Continue boiling until the bub- 
bles grow large, then take up a few drops 
of the syrup in aspoun and putit on a 
cold plate, or, better, still a saucerful of 
snow. If the syrup hardens in a moment or 
two, you may know it bas been boiled long 
enough, Stirin a pinch of soda (dissolved) 
as you remove it from the fire, and When it 
foams up, quickly pour it out to cool. 
This becomes very light when pulled and is 
a favorite variety. Flavoring with vanilla 
isan improvement, It requires about two 
teaspoonfuls of the strong extract for this 
quantity of candy. 


GuLazep Nuts. Remove the English 
walnut from its shell in perfect shape. 
With a fine needle pierce each nut length- 
wise through the center, leaving an end 
of the thread hanging. Prepare a syrup 
by boiling together one pound of granulated 
sugar and a half pint of water. Lat it boil 
until a drop of the syrup will harden in- 
stantly in cold water. Do not stir it while 
it is boiling. Just before removing from 
the fire add a pinch of cream of tartar dis 
solved in a little hot water. After taking 
from the fire dip each nut, holding by the 
thread, into the eyrup fora few moments, 
afterward suspending them in a cool place 
where they will not touch each other. 
Leave them until! perfectly hard and if the 
syrup has been properly boiled the nut will 
appear as though coated with glass. 


Christmas Cakes. 


Leuon CHEESE CAKES. Powder two 
stale small sponge cakes and beat into the 
juice and grated rinds of two lemons, to 
which has been added three tablespoon- 
fuls of powdered sugar. Melt two ounces 
of butter and add to it all these ingredients ; 
simmer over the fire for a few moments 
and then add very gradually two well- 
beaten eggs. Bake in puff paste shells, 


Curistmas Nut CAKes, Cream to- 
gether two cupfals of sifted white sugar 
and half a cupful of batter. Add the yolks 
of three eggs, one cupful of sweet milk, 
three cupfuls of sifted flour and three tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder. Stir into 
the beaten whites of three eggs one cupful 
of blanched and chopped nuts; add to the 
batter and bake in small tins. Ice with 
vanilla icing. 

Wuire Frveir Cake. Cream one 
pound of butterand one pound of powdered 
sugar together, and to it add the beaten 
yolks of twelve eggs, one pound of sifted 
flour and two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der. Grate one cocoannt, blanch and chop 
half a pound of almonds, end slice one 
pound and a half of citron. Stir into the 
stiflly-beaten whites of eggs, and add to the 
batter. Putin a pan which is lined with 
greased paper and bake slowly for two 
hours. When cold, ice with cocoanut 
icing. 

Brack Fruir Cake, Cream together 
one pound of brown sugar and one pound 
of butter. Beat the yolks and whites of 
ten eggs separately. Add the yolks with 
one pound of seeded raisins, one pound of 
currants, and half a pound of sliced citron, 
one-third of an ounce each of ground cin- 
namon and nutmeg, and one-quarter 
ounce each of ground mace and cloves, also 
one pound of flour that has been slightly 
browned. Add the whites of the eggs. 
Mix and beat well. Turn intoa mould and 
bake for five hoursin a moderate oven. 
Before using, ice and decorate with candied 
fruit. 

AppLe TuRNOVERS. One cupful of 
sugar, one cupful of milk, three table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter, two large 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, one egg, 
flour to roll. Cut in squares, lay a spoon- 
ful of apple sauce on each, turn over half, 
pinch the edges nora and fry in deep 
lard. 

Dexicious ORANGE CAKE. Rub thor- 
oughly toa cream two caps of sugar and 
two-thirds of a cup of butter, adding thre 
eggs beaten separately. Squeeze the juice 
of two large oranges into acup, adding 
enough water to fill it. Stir this into the 
mixture, together with three and a half 
cups of flour, two even teaspoonfuls of 
cream-of-tartar, one of soda, and a little of 
the orange rind, grated. Bake in layer 
tins, For the filling, use one egg, yolk and 


white. Grate a little of the orange rind 
into this and the juice of half an orange, 
adding sugar enough to thicken. 

Curistmas Prum Pupprne. The ma- 
terials required are one quart of cracker 
crumbs, rolled very fine, three pints of 
milk, six eggs, half a cupful of finely 
chopped suet, or half acupful of melted 
butter, one pound of stoned raisins, one 
pound of currants, one-quarter of a pound 
of chopped citron, two cupfuls of sugar, 
one teaspoonful of salt, one dessert spoon- 
ful {each of ground clove and cinnamon 
and one grated nutmeg. 

CRULLERS. Twocupfuls of sugar, rub 
into this, one tablespoonful of butter, add 
the well beaten yolks of three eggs, one 
cupfal of sour milk, one teaspoonful of 
cinnamon, the whites of the eggs, beaten 
stiff, and enough flour to make a paste 
that can be rolled out. Cut oblong pieces 
about three inches by two, divide each into 
three strips, leaving them united at the 
top, and braid the three fingers together, 
pinching the ends firmly in one. Dropa 
few slices of raw potato into the lard to 
clarify it before cooking the crullers, 


ALMoND Macaroons. Blanch and 
pound finely six vunces of sweet almonds. 
Mix in a large bow! the whites of two eggs 
and twelve ounces of powdered sugar, and 
beat with a wooden spoon for fully five 
minutes. Drop through a pastry tube in 
pieces about the size and shape of a silver 
quarter on to sheets of buttered paper 
placed in baking pans. Bake in a slow 
oven for twenty minutes, until the cakes 
are of a golden brown. 


Smatt Atmonp Cakes. Chop half a 
pound of citron and mix with it three 
quarters of a pound of shelled almonds 
which have been blanched and sliced into 
halves. Beat six eggs thoroughly, and 
cream into them three quarters of a pound 
of sugar. Add the nuts and citron, and 
after thoroughly mixing, sift gradually 
into the mixture half a pound of flour, 
Pour the batter into long, shallow tins, 
which have been well buttered, Bake ina 
quick oven. When done roll in powdered 
almonds and sugar. Packed carefully in 
tin these cakes will keep almost indefinitely. 

Loar CAKE. Three pounds of flour, 
two pounds of butter, two pounds of sugar, 
whites of nine eggs, small pint of yeast, 
some citron, two nulmegs, one pound of 
raisins, and a scant half teaspoonful of 
soda. Rub the flour and butter together, 
then add warm milk enough to make a soft 
dough. This should be done at night. 
In the morning, when light, add the whites 
of the eggs and sugar beaten together, the 
fruit, soda dissolved, and let it rise again. 
When risen put it in the pans and let it 
stand aboat twenty minutes before baking.

A Remarkable Road Project. 


Probably the most daring venture in the 
way of earth road construction that the 
world has been introduced to, is the 
proposed highway across the Irish Sea, 
and connecting Torcor Point at the north 
of Ireland with Great Britain Deas Point, 
Scotland. 

This stupendous sample of modern road 
engineering will be fourteen and one-half 
miles long and three hundred feet wide at 
the top, The most remarkable feature 
about it is that the filling of a part of the 
distance will be fully four hundred feet 
deep. 

Tbe wash of the sea will make it nec- 
essary to bave the bottom of the embank- 
ment upward of a mi’e wide. As this road 
crossed the North Channel where the cur- 
rent is very strong, it is proposed to build 
into the embankment several power houses 
through which the water may pass, and 
act upon wheels thus furnishing a large 
amount of power which can be trans- 
mitted by electricity to both countries 
which are to be connected by this im- 
portant wagon road, 

It is proposed to ruu a double track 
across the artificial isthmus, on which 
electric cars may be operated by force of 
the current. (The current of water acting 
through the electric current ) 

That this is the the most unique and 
extraordinary scheme no one will deny. 
It seems extremely practical, however, 
being only a question of money, with a 
possible doubt as to whether there is enough 
free soil in Ireland to build the end of ir. 

if this thiag is done, and there is no 
good reason for saying that it wil! not be, 
we may next expect to hear of a dirt road 
across the Eoglish Channel. Those who 
have crossed it on shipboard in rough 
weather will understand the advantages of 
a good solid road * built from the ground 
up.” Imagine a traveler crossing the 
English Channel while calmly seated ina 
parlor car and enjoying meanwhile the full 
possession of his faculties ( aud his dinner.)

are active and on the lookout to further 
their business, which of course means just 
so much more for the workmen. 

During the past few days there have been 
rumors of a movement on the part of some 
of the manufacturers to obtain better trans- 
portation facilities, and while in part some 
of the rumors are known to be true, the 
others are only in the wind. 

The first rumor is that the Craig & 
Richards Granite Company is to move its 
cutting sheds from their present location 
on Water street, to Granite street near the 
works of Swithin Bros. 

While it is not known for a fact that this 
firm is to remove its works, at present, it is 
a well established fact that the firm have 
bonded part of the Veazie property. The 
property bonded is situated on the south 
side of Granite street, just east of the 
Veazie block. 

The next rumor is in regard to a spur 
track that will connect the sheds in this 
locality with the main line at or near the 
Quincy Adams station of the N, Y., N. H. 
& H.R. R, 

Al present the only way the firms in 
this locality have of shipping their goods 
is by team over the road to Boston, or to 
Quincy Adams where for the want of 
proper facilities it is sometimes necessary 
to wait hours before the use of the derrick 
can be obtained. 

The scheme on foot, is to start among 
the quarries on “‘ the Common” and from 
there in a southerly direction to the main 
line near Quincy Adams, taking in Swith- 
en Bros’. sheds, the new sheds of Craig & 
Richards and others along the line. 

If this project is carried through, its 
benefits will be great, and a new impetus 
will be given to the granite industry in 

this section.

See 
the Saviour’s teaching about the banquet 
Luke 14; 12:14. And all giving should be 
**in the name of the Lord Jesus.” This 
forbids the custom of giving to the children 
in the name of Santa Claus. Itis robbing 
childhood of its sweetest story to substi- 
tute a myth for the beautiful history of the 
Babe of Bethlehem. Surround Christmas 
giving to children with all the pretty mys- 
tery at your command, so long as you keep 
to the truth, But teach the little ones that 
the gifts come from or for the sake of the 
blessed Jesus, who loves them as he did 
when he bade them come to him, Thought- 
ful children when they are undeceived 
about Santa Claus, either feel hurt that 
their parents should have deceived them, 
or else believe that it is right to tell uo- 
truths if no harm is meant ; but nothing 
untiue can b+ told “io the name of the 
Lord Jesus,”’

The Literary Society. 


The ‘ Philosophy of Emerson” was the 
subject of an essay read before the Quincy 
literary society, Dec, 21, by the able editor 
of the society’s magazine, Mr. A. M. Craig. 
The vice president, Mr. William Traynor, 
occupied the chair, and the audience al- 
though not large was appreciative, and fol- 
lowed the essayist closely throughout. 

Among American literary men Ralph 
Waldo Emerson stands preeminent as a 
thinker and teacher, appearing upon the 
world’s stage at a period prolific of gifted 
writers, he assumed a position, and taught 
a philosophy peculiarly his own. Although 
opinions may differ upon the merits of his 
doctrines, there can be no question but he 
has wielded a vast influence upon the 
thought of the present century, both at 
bome and abroad. 

In the course of his essay Mr. Craig 
said: In treating of the philosophy of 
Emerson it will be necessary in the first 
place to define the term as simply as pos- 
sible ; and I know of no better definition 
than that given by Emerson himself.” 
All the facts of natural history taken by 
themselves have no value, but marry them 
to human history and the result is full of 
life.” In other words philosophy collects 
together all the facts that have been 
learned about nature from every available 
source, and applies the lessons thus de- 
rived to perfecting human thought. 
Emerson was well qualified for such a task. 
Receiving a liberal education. Possessing 
extensive knowledge of the results of 
scientific investigation, thoroughly inde- 
pendent in judgment, and unprejudiced 
by national or political liars, he constituted 
an ideal teacher. He had absolute faith 
in human nature; trusted implicitly in 
the supremacy of moral convictions, and 
never questioned the progressive triumph 
of good over evil. Of his unfaltering 
aptimism of his is one of the principal 
characteristics of his thought. Like an 
eternal star of hope its beams shine through 
every written page. To him earth itself 
was a heaven to which the human race 
was slowly but surely coming into harmony. 
To Emerson man seemed to have a dua 
personality ; a spiritual and a material 
existence. Whatever was outside of man 
himself was uoreal and indefinite ; bis own 
consciousness was all be could affirm.” 

After quoting Macaulay’s remark that 
**to give the human mind adirection which 

it shall retain for ages is the rare preroga- 
tive of a few rare individuals,” Mr. Craig 
proceeds: This prerogative is manifest in 
an unusual degree in the writings of Emer- 
son. All that is sacred and noble in man’s 
nature is irresistably lifted upwards in the 
perusal of his words. There is in them a 
lesson, an encouragement, an inspiration 
for the most lowly reader. His most elo- 
quent language is used when impressively 
showing the blessings of self-respect, and 
urging the absvlute necessity of self re- 
liance. ‘The piciures presented by Emer- 
son stir up the dormant faculties to re- 
newed activity; they inevitably bring to 
the surface all the latent power and 
Strength that the reader is possessed of. 
He cannot fail to respond to the uplifting 
tendencies which engross him. The phi- 
losophy of Emerson is not an elaborate 
series of details for general adoption. It 
might briefly be summed np in the com- 
pound word ‘‘self-trust.”’” Concluding the 
essayist said: There is in the writings of 
Emerson an inexhaustible supply of mental 
nourishment, an original insight that is 
profoundly infectious in its results, ap 
accumulation of applied facts, a modest 
determination to stand firmly on revealed 
truth, and a dependence on moral obliga- 
tion, “that time cannot dim nor criticism 
overcome.”* 

Mr. Craig’s paper which was exhaustive, 
and gave evidence of much study and re- 
search, was well received and as a literary 
production was very favorably commented 
upon, The remarks upon the subject of 
the essay indicated that among the mem- 
bers generally the writings of Emerson had 
not received that amount of attention 
which would enable them to give an in- 
telligent estimate of the merits or demerits 
of his philosophy; but all agreed that in 
the essay read, ample proof had been given 
that a systematic study of the writings of 
the sage of Concord would well repay the 
time and effort thus expended.

The deceased had called at the Wollaston 
post < flice, and on the way home had come 
upon the westerly platform of the station 
just as the southbound express train was 
seen to be approaching, and, as soon as it 
had passed, he stepped upon the north 
bound tracks and was struck by the 
engine, before he had taken more than a 
second step, and thrown forward, nearly 
75 feet, falling lifeless upon the westerly 
platform, 

The train which caused the death of Mr. 
Brown, ran express from South Braintree, 
was due at Wollaston at 5 22 o'clock P. M., 
but was two minutes late, and was running 
at the rate of 40 miles an hour, or more, 
Its engine passed the rear car of the south- 
bound train, either while under the Beale 
street bridge, or within a few feet of it, 
and the time which elapsed between the 
instant when the tracks of the railroad, at 
the point where Mr.’ Brown attempted to 
cross them, were clear from the south- 
bound train, and the instant at which he 
was struck was scarcely more tban three 
seconds, 

No signals of the approach of this train 
was given, except the ringing of the engine 
bell, and this was ineffectual to give warn- 
ing, since it appears by the act of Mr. 
Brown, and by the testimony of two wit- 
nesses, who were waiting on the platform 
to’ cross the tracks, that neither of the 
three had recognized the sound of it, up to 
the moment when Mr, Brown s'epped from 
the platform. 

Iv also appears that the projection of the 
westerly abutment of Beale street bridge 
shuts off the view of the headlight of that 
train from a person standing a few feet 
back from the elge of the westerly plat- 
form.
